He was one 
of the Plenipotentiaries in a treaty with the Engliſn in 1459, 
and created a Knight by King James III. He married Marga- 
ret, daughter of Sir Johs Colquhoun of Luſs, Lord High 
Chamberlain of Scotland; and by her, it is ſaid, he had ſeven- 
teen ſons, of whom many different families claim their pedigree, 


However, he was ſucceeded by a fon of his own name, Who re-

He obtained 
a charter, under the great ſeal, containing an entail of his lands 
of Letter-Bannachy, &c. to himſelf in life-rent, and to his el- 
deſt ſon in fee, and hisheirs male; which failing, to his ſecond 
ſon, and fo to all his ſons one after another; which failing, to 
his brother William; which failing, to his brother Mungo, &c. 
On April 25, 1604, he was created Lord Murray of Tulli- 
bardin; and on July 10, 1606, Earl of Tullibardin.

William, ſecond Earl of Tullibardin, ſucceeded his father in 
1609, and having, when a young man, with his couſin David, 
Viſcount Stormont, been-very-inſtrumental in the reſcue of King 
James VI. from a tumult of the citizens of Perth, occaſioned 
by their reſentment of the death of their Provoſt, John Ruthven, 
Earl of Gowrie, who was flain in an attempt againſt the ſacred 
perſon of his Majefty, on Auguſt 5, 1600, he got the ſheriffalty 
of Perthſhire (which had heretably belonged to the houſe of 
Ruthven) conferred on him during the. King's pleaſure: which 
office continued in his Lordſhip's family, till the act paſſed for 
aboliſhing heretable juriſdictions in Scotland, A. D. 1747,

but the charters of the family not having been carefully in- 
2 King James IV. conferred the title on John Stewart, 


rd Innermeath, and his heirs male, by charter, dated March 6, a 
I595-6. This John, Lord Innermeath, and Earl of Athole, at 


Kis death, A. D. 1615, left by Lady Margaret Lindſay, his wife, 
a fon James, who married Lady Mary, fecond daughter of John 
Stewart, fifth Earl of Athole, beforementioned, but-died with- 
out ifſue in the year 1625.

This patent, which bears date February 16, 1629, alſo con- 
tains a clauſe of noue damus of the dignity of Earl of Athale to 
the ſaid John, and his heirs, with a ſalvo, that it ſhould not pre- 
judice his and their right to the foreſaid ancient peerage, &c. &c. 
This John Earl of Athole, who was a nobleman, of great worth _ 
and probity, adhered firmly, at the breaking out of the civil war, 

to the intereſt of his Sovereign, for whoſe ſervice he raifed 
about 2000 of his men againſt the Earl of Argyle; and declared 
that he would oppoſe every meaſure that was contrary to the ho- 
nour and dignity of the crown; but died in the year 1642. His 
| Lordſhip married Jean, daughter to Sir Duncan Campbell, of 
Glenurchy ; and by her was father of John, his heir; Mungo, 
who was Lieutenant of the guards, at the reſtoration of King 
Charles II. and died unmarried ; and Lady Anne, who wedded 
her couſin James Earl of Tullibardin, heforementioned, but had

John, Earl and Marquis of Athole, with his father's titles 
and eſtate inherited his Joyal principles. He raiſed. above two 
thouſand of his followers; and in 1653, had ſeveral encounters 
with the Engliſh rebels in the northern parts of Scotland, when 
not above eighteen years of age. For his dutiful behaviour in 
behalf of his exiled Savereign, he ſuffered great hardſhips during 
the uſurpation : but in conſideration thereof, King Charles IL 
nominated him one of his Privy-Council, and appointed. him 
Maſter of the Houſhold, in 1661. He got a charter under the 
great ſeal, conſtituting him heretable Seneſchal or Steward of 
the county of Fife; was made Juſtice-General of Scotland, 
A. D. 1663 ; was appointed Captain of his Majeſty's guards, in 
1670, Lord Privy-Seal, in 1672, and one of the extraordinary 
Lords of Seſſion. Moreover, in regard of his eminent ſervices 
to the crown, he was advanced to the dignity of Marquis of 
Athole, by patent dated February 7, 1676, with limitation af 
that honour to the heirs male of bis body.

title devolved upon the famous Simon, late Lord Lovat. 
His eldeſt ſon and heir, John, 2d Marquis and iſt Duke of 


Athole, embarked early in the revolution, contrary to his future 


ſentiments, and the inclination of his friends, for 1200 men, 
whom he had raiſed, refuſed to fight againſt King James, and 
diſperſed. In 1695, he was appointed Secretary of State for 


Scotland, and by letters patent, dated July 27, 1697, he was 


created Earl of Tullibardin, and Viſcount of Glenalmond. In 
the laſt of theſe years, he was conftituted Commiſſioner to the 


- Scottiſh parliament ; and was alſo Chancellor of the univerſity 


of St. Andrew. Upon the acceſſion of Queen Anne, A. D. 
1702, he was nominated a Privy-Counſellor ; and on Dec. 8, 
that year, was appointed Lord Privy-Seal for Scotland. On 
June 30, 1703, he was created Duke of Athole, and Marquis 
of Tullibardin, &c. with limitation of theſe honours to the heirs 


male of his own body; and, in failure thereof, to the heirs male 


of the body of his father, John, late Marquis of Athole : and 
next year was elected a Knight of the moſt noble order of the 
"Thiſtle. In 1706, he oppoſed the Union, and not only argued 
and voted againſt every article of it, but entered ſeveral ſpirited 
-proteſts againſt it, and was ſo averſe to that meaſure, that he 


propoſed bringing his own vaſſals to raiſe the parliament by 


force, which was prevented by a difference and jealouſy between 


the Duke of Hamilton and him. After that treaty was con- 


cluded, his Grace retired to Perthſhire : but upon the change of

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Union. When King George I. aſcended the throne, he was 4 
ſecond time deprived of the privy ſeal. His Grace was twice 
married, iſt, to Lady Catherine, eldeſt daughter of William 
and Anne, Duke and Dutcheſs of Hamilton, and by her had fix 


ſons and one daughter; and 2dly, to Mary, daughter of Wil- 
liam Lord Roſs, by whom he had three ſons and one daughter. 
James, Marquis of Tullibardin, the eldeſt ſon of the firſt mar- 
riage, was a youth of great hopes, and unfortunately killed at 
the battle of Malplaquet, near Mons, on September 11, 1709, 


N. S. William, the ſecond ſon, ſtiled Marquis of Tullibardin, 


after the death of his elder brother, having engaged in the Earl 
of Marr's inſurrection, A. D. 1715, in favour of the Chevalier 


de St. George, was attainted by act of parliament, Feb. 17, 


1715-16, but made his eſcape to France. However, he re- 
turned to Scotland, in quality of Lieutenant-General, with a 
handful of Spaniſh forces, in the year 1719; and made his 
eſcape a ſecond time, after the defeat at Glenſhiel. He was the 


principal of the ſeven attendants, who accompanied the young 
Chevalier into Scotland, in 1745 ; and taking poſſeſſion of his 


paternal eſtate, raiſed the followers of his family, aſſuming to 
himſelf the title of Duke of Athole, by virtue of a patent he had 
received ſome years before from the old Chevalier. His Lord- 
ſhip, during that attempt, acted as oldeſt Lieutenant-General ; 
and after the battle of Culloden, in 1746, was made priſoner in 
Argyleſhire, from whence he was conveyed to the Tower of 
London, where he died the next year, immutably attached to 
the cauſe in which he ſo early engaged and frequently appeared.

© ſome gentlemen of North-W ales, in a ſhort time raiſed ſuch 
© a power of horſe and foot, as made often ſkirmiſhes with the 
enemy; ſometimes with notable advantage, never with any

His eldeft brother, Sir John Byron, was made one of the

| Charles I. and died unmarried; 6. Gilbert, who alſo died 


unmarried; and, 7. Sir Philip Byron, who, after many ſignal 
fervices in Yorkſhire , was killed at the head of his regiment 
in that general ſtorm made by the parliament-army on York, 
in 1644. He never went out with his regiment, but he would 


tell them, © That never brave men came to any thing, that 


« reſolved not either to conquer or periſh,” _ | 
The other ſons were, Thomas, George, Charles, and Fran- 


cis, who all died unmarried, except Thomas, who was knight- 


ed, and, as Lord Clarendon * writes, was a gentleman of 
age e, and of very good conduct. He commanded the 
Prince of Wales's regiment under the Earl of Northampton, 
in that fight at Hopton-heath, near Stafford, on March 19, 
1642-3, when the Earl was killed; and, charging with good 
execution on the enemy, received a ſhot in the thigh, where-

In the 3d year of that 
King, he was choſen one of the knights for the county of Not- 
tingham; and being © one of the gentlemen of the bed-cham- 


ber to his Majeſty, and giving proofs of his courage and fide- 


lity, was made * lieutenant of the Tower in 1641, in the 
room of Sir Thomas Lunsford, removed on a complaint of 
the houſe of Commons. But, in thoſe turbulent times, this 
change gave no ſatisfaction to them, who, deſiring a creature 
of their own, uſed all their arts to remove Sir John Byron. 


On which pretence, as Lord Clarendon * writes, there was 


«© a petition brought and delivered to the houſes, in the names 
of ſeveral merchants, who uſed to trade to the mint; in 
which they deſired that there might be ſuch a perſon made 
Lieutenant of the Tower, as they could confide in (an ex- 
preſſion that grew from that time to be much uſed) without 
which no man would venture bullion into the mint, and, 
by conſequence, no merchant would bring it into the king- 
dom; whereas, in truth, there was no gentleman in the 
kingdom of a better reputation amongſt all forts of men, and 
there had been more bullion brought into, the mint in the

tions they aſked of him, that they could not but diſmiſs him. 


Yet they ſent again to the King to remove him, and put a fitter 


man in the place, and recommended Sir John Coniers to him 
and becauſe they did not ſpeedily receive ſuch an anſwer as they 
liked, they appointed their major-general, Skippon, to place 


ſuch guards about the Tower as might prevent the carrying in 


more proviſion of victual thither, than would ſerve. for one 


day's conſumption; notwithſtanding which, the King would 


not conſent to their defire. But at length, on January 20, 


1641, the King ſending a meſlage to the parliament, ad- 
2 Ex Stem. penes W. nup.

to renew their requeſt, deſiring, © that © for a ground of their 
confidence, and removal of jealouſies, that they might ap- 
< ply themſelves to give his Majeſty ſatisfaction in the method 
© he propoſed, his Majeſty would preſently put the Tower of 


London into the hands of ſuch a perſon as both houſes 


© ſhould recommend to him;* in which the Lords differed 
with them, as well for that the diſpoſal of the obey thereof 
© was the King's peculiar right and prerogative, as likewiſe,

© that his Majeſty had committed the charge thereof to Sit 


© John Byron, a perſon of a very ancient family, an honour- 


cable extraction, and good fortune, and as unblemiſhed a re- 
s putation as any gentleman in England.“ The Commons, 


much troubled that the Lords ſhould again take the courage to 


diſſent from them in any thing, reſolved to preſs the King up- 


on their own ſcore, and to get the recommendation of ſo great 
an officer to themſelves ; and, on January 26, ſent a petition 


to him, in the name of the knights, citizens, and burgeſſes of 


the Commons houſe, aſſembled in parliament. 


Nevertheleſs, his Majeſty did not then conſent to the re- 


moval of this loyal perſon, telling them in anſwer thereto, 
That he hoped his gracious meſſage would have produced 
ſome ſuch overture, as by offering what was fit on their parts 
to do, and by aſking what was proper for him to grant, 
might have begot a mutual confidence in each other. Con- 
cerning the Tower of London, that he did not expect, hav- 
ing preferred a perfon of a known fortune and unqueſtionable 
reputation to that truſt, he ſhould have been preſſed to re- 
move him without any particular charge objected againſt 
him : however, that if, upon due examination, any parti- 
cular ſhould be preſented to him, whereby it might appear 
he was miſtaken in his good opinion of the gentleman, and 
that he was unfit for the truſt committed to him, he would

obliged, in juſtice to himſelf, to preſerve his own work, leſt 
his favour and good opinion might prove a diſadvantage and 
misfortune to his ſervants, without any other accuſation ; of 
which he hoped his houſe of Commons would be ſo tender, 
as of a buſineſs wherein his honour was much concerned; 
as, if they found no material exceptions againſt that perſon, 
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of other men, than, by complying with them, preſs his

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« Majeſty to any thing which did ſo much reflect upon his 
© honour and juſtice.” But when the Lords (many of whom 
had withdrawn themſelves, out of a juſt indignation to ſee 

their honour and their liberties ſacrificed) had been awed, by 
the tumults of the rabble, to paſs the bill © for ſettling the 

« militia and forts in ſuch hands as the commonwealth might 
© confide in;* the King was again preſſed to confer the cuſ- 

tody of the Tower on Sir John Coniers. With which (as 
Lord Clarendon relates ?) being ſurpriſed, and deſired like- 
 $ wiſe by Sir John Byron to free him from the agony and 

_ © vexation of that place, which had expoſed his perſon and 
s reputation to the rage and fury of the people, and com- 
5 pelled him to ſubmit to ſuch reproaches as a generous ſpirit 
could not brook without much regret; for he had, upon 
* frivolous ſurmiſes, been ſent for as a delinquent, and been 
brought upon his knees at the bar of both houſes; his Ma- 
« jefty conſented to that alteration, and made Sir John Coniers 
Lieutenant of the Tower.“ Ns X 

Sir John Byron had ſerved in the Low-Country wars *, and 
the States-General committed to him the care of their ord- 
nance and ammunition; ſo that he was a very uſeful officer to 
his Majeſty on the breaking out of the rebellion in 1642, 
when he repaired with a good body of men with arms and 

ammunition to the ſtandard at Nottingham, and brought a 
large ſum of money to the King for his ſupply at Shrewſbury. 

F rom Nottinghamſhire he paſſed with ſome troops to coun- 
tenance the commiſſion of array in other counties i, and par- 
ticularly in Oxfordſhire, to ſecure the univerſity from the re- 
bels, when aſſaulted by the forces from Northampton, and 
betrayed by the town of Brackley. He was on that occaſion 
obliged to march to their relief with ſuch expedition, that he 
loſt his carriages and cabinet; which falling into the cuſtody 
of Mr. Clark, of Crowton, he wrote to him to reſtore them; 

concluding, Which if you do, I ſhall repreſent it to his Ma- 
« jeſty as an acceptable ſervice ; if not, aſſure yourſelf, I ſhall 
find a time, with advantage, to repay myſelf out ef your 
£ eſtate: and conſider, that as rebellion is a weed of an haſty 
© growth, ſo it will decay as ſuddenly ; and that there will be 

d a time for the King's loyal ſubjects to repair their loſſes 
« ſuſtained by rebels and traitors.” Upon ſending of which 
letter to the parliament, and their proclaiming him and his ad- 
herents traitors for their allegiance to their Sovereign, he 
marched to Worceſter; wherein he had not been many hours, 
before a ſtrong party of horſe and dragoons, ſent by the Earl 
of Efſex, under the command of Nathanael Fines, ſon to the 
Lord Say, came to ſurpriſe the town, which was open in many

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places, though in ſome it had an old decayed wall, and, at 
the moſt uſual and frequented entrances into the city, weak 
and rotten gates. However, finding them ſhut againft them, 
and not that quick appearance of a party within the town the 
commander promiſed himſelf, he retired in great diſorder. 

But Prince Rupert coming up the ſame day (Sept. 23, 1642) 

A rencounter enſued at Powick-bridge, wherein the enemy 
were vanquiſhed; which was principally owing to the cou- 
rage of Sir John Byron k, and the reſt of the officers, who 
charged them ſword: in-hand, moſt of the ſoldiers being in * 


that city wearied with a long march. 
- He afterwards ' commanded the body of reſerve at the battle 
of Edgehill, on the 23d of next month; and the victory of 
Roundway-down, on July 5, 1643, wherein Sir William

the, Lord Byron's being at length. forced to retire into Cheſter. 
Nevertheleſs, the Lord, Byron was not. diſcouraged ; but, 
by his* honourable and obliging deportment, ſoon. got toge- 
ther a body of 5000 men, and forced Sir I 'homas NMidaleton 
to retreat from Montgomery-caftle; whereunto lay ing ſiege, 
and the parliament- forces unger Sir William Fairfax marching 


to raiſe it, a fight enſued in OQober 1644 „ wherein the — 


Byron routed: their horſe, and both parties came to puſh: of 
pike; but, after a hot, engagement, the parliament-foreges ral- 
lying, he was obliged to retire. 

The next year the King's cauſe declining, he was be- 


þ C ſieged in Cheſter, wherein he made a brave defence *, and, 


by his judicious management, kept both town and garriſot 
contented with cats and dogs; and thoſe failing, but with 
one meal in three days, while there was any hope of relief. 

He refuſed nine ſummons, and did not anſwer the tenth, 
till his meſſenger. returned with aſſurance that there were no 
hopes of any ſuccour. Then he yielded on the moſt ho- 
nourable terms for himſelf and the whole garriſon that were 
given in England, except thoſe he afterwards gained at Caer- 


© narvon, having endured a long and gallant ſiege, the bene- 


© fit whereof he enjoyed, and retired beyond the ſeas. Whilſt 
he was beſieged in Cheſter, ſeveral attempts were made for his 


relief, as Whitlock, in his Memorials, relates. In Septem- 
ber 1645, the King, with about 5000 horſe and foot , ad- 
vanced to relieve Cheſter; but his forces being entirely 8261 


by Major-General Pointz and others, his Majeſty, with 300 
horſe, with ſome difficulty got into Cheſter, ie from thence 
retired into Wales. In October 1645, the garriſon of Cheſter 


made divers reſolute: fallies on the beſiegers a; ; and the Lord

On December q, 
Colonel Booth, with the Lancaſhire forces that took Lathom- 
houſe, was ® ordered to join the forces before Cheſter. On 
December 18, a party of 1500 from Oxford, and the garri- 
ſons thereabouts, marched out with a © deſign to relieve Cheſ- 
ter, but were forced to retire, the parliament-forces having 
broke down Aven-bridge, and other hidken they were to paſs. 
On January 8, the Commons at Weſtminſter “ received ad- 
vice, that the inhabitants of Chefter urged the Governor to 
ſurrender, being in great want of victuals, which he promiſed 
to do, if relief came not within a week. or For 
On January 21, Sir William Brereton *© ſent another ſum- 
mons to the Mayor of Cheſter, and the Lord Byron, Gover- 
nor, to which they returned no anſwer in hve days; upon 
which Sir William Brereton ſent another letter to them, re- 
quiring an anſwer the ſame day, which they ſent, and offered 
to come to a treaty, if the King did not relieve them within 
. twelve days, and deſired a paſs to ſend to him ; but it was de- 
nied. On January 29, a treaty was begun f about the ſur- 
render thereof, but nothing concluded. And the Lord Byron's 
letter to the King at Oxford was intercepted, * That if they 
© had not relief by the laſt of January, then of neceſſity they 
© muſt ſurrender Cheſter.” On February 5, letters came to 
the Speaker from Sir William Brereton ?, That his care of 
© preſerving Cheſter, the moſt conſiderable city in thoſe parts, 
© from ruin, invited him to entertain a treaty, which was 
© continued ten days, and delayed by the enemy, hoping for 
5 relief, for which there were ſtrong preparations, by con- 
junction of Aſhley, Vaughan, and the Welſh and Iriſh for- 
© ces, and thoſe Iriſh newly landed. That he ſent forth a 
© ftrong party under Colonel Mitton, who prevented their 
conjunction; and then thoſe in Cheſter, hopeleſs of relief, 
came to a treaty, They deſired farther time for the treaty 
to be continued, but Sir William Brereton refuſed it, and 
thereupon they came to an agreement, on both parts, to 
furrender the city to the parliament upon articles: in it they 
© had all the arms, ammunition, ordnance, and provifions, 
© the county-palatine ſeal, ſwords, and all the records, &c.” 
On March 10, 1645, there was a debate between the two 
houſes concerning the Lord Byron, whom the Lords thought 
fit not to except from pardon. . In April 1645 i, he com- 
manded in Conway in Wales; and, in June 1646, was be- 
ſieged in Caernarvon caſtle ; but the 8 being in the hands 
of the Scots, and the parliament having brought all places to 
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their devotion, he ſurrendered on honourable terms.

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le was afterwards appointed, by King Charles I. Gover- 
nor to his Royal Highneſs the Duke of York*; and being at 

Paris, when his Majeſty was under confinement, he was ſent 
on importunities from Scotland to get as many to declare in 
England in ſeveral places, as might diſtract the army, and 
keep it from an entire engagement againſt them; alſo, to diſ- 
poſe his old friends about Cheſter and North- Wales to appear 

as ſoon as might be. Thereupon, with the help of Colonel 
Robinſon, he profent'y ee himſelf of the iſland of Angle- 
ſey, and diſpoſed all North- Wales to be ready to declare, as 

ſoon as the Scots ſhould enter the kingdom. And though 
there were riſings in ſeveral counties, yet, on the defeat of 
the Scots army under Duke Hamilton, at Preſton, on Au- 
guſt 17, 1648, they all proved unfortunate.' The Lord By- 
ron had again the good luck to eſcape from the hands of the 
rebels, and repaired to Paris to his charge, as Governor of 
the Duke of York ; but, during his abſence !, 'Sir Edward 
Herbert and Sir George Ratceliff had fo far inſinuated them- | 
ſelves into the Duke's favour, that he reſolved on a journey 

from Paris to Bruſſels, to viſit the Duke of Lorrain, without 
the advice of his governor, or the Queen his mother. But, 
at the requeſt of the Queen, the Lord Byron waited on him, 
as he did when the Duke viſited his fiſter at the Hague, and 
from thence returned with him to Paris. He afterwards ® ac- 
companied that Prince, when he made the campaign under 
the Marſhal Turenne; and returning to Paris, died there in 
the year 1652, whereby (as the Earl of Clarendon ® relates) 
the Puke was deprived of a very good ſervant. He firſt took 
to wife Cecilie, daughter of Thomas Lord De'la War, who 
dying anno 1638, he afterwards married Eleanor, daughter of 
Robert Needham, Lord Viſcount Kilmurrey in Ireland, and 
widow of Peter Warburton, of the Lodge, and of Arley, in 
com.

Which Richard Lord Byron, knighted by King Charles I. 
was one of thoſe ® valiant colonels at the fight of Edgehill, 
and, on November 1, 1642, was created Maſter of Arts at 
Oxford. He was Governor ? 6f Appulby- caſtle in the county 
of Weſtmoreland; and 550, who wrote the lives 4 of the 
loyaliſts in the reign of King Charles I. ſays, he deſerves to 
be chronicled for his government of Newark, and many ſur- 
priſes of the enemy about it. He married two wives; iſt,

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in com. Nottingham, Eſq; and widow of Nicholas Strelley, 
of Strelley, in the ſame county, Eſq; by whom he had iſſue 
William, his fon and heir; Richard, who died an infant;

FFUVHE family of Langdale is denominated from the town 
| of Langdale, in the hundred of Pickering, in the 
county of York; of which they were owners before the reign 
of King John t; and were ſo eminent, that Patrick de Lang- 
dale, in the reign of King Edward II. married Amanda, 
daughter and coheir of Lawrence de Etton, of Etton (now 
wrote Elton) and added that lordſhip to his inheritance. It- 
appears by inquiſition * taken at Howden, March 16, 1558-9, 
1 Eliz. after the death of Thomas Langdale, Eſq; that Ro- 
bert de Etton had iſſue Lawrence de Etton, of Etton, in 
com. Ebor. who left four daughters, his coheirs; of which, 
Amanda, the youngeſt, was married to Patricius Langdale ; 
and that, by fine levied in Michaelmas term, 9 E II. one 
meſſuage and ninety acres of land in Etton were ſettled in tail 
on the ſaid Amanda, as alſo two tofts and eighty-ſix acres of

Richard de Langdale ſettled in fee, in tail general, thirty acres

Lloyd, in his memoirs, writes, that the moſt famous action, 
in thoſe wars, was his marching with 2000 horſe from Oxford, 


ebrough all the enemy's quarters and army, to relieve Pomfret, 


ordering his march ſo prudently under the enemy's colours, that 
he was there before they were aware of him, vanquiſhing Co- 
lonel Roffiter, and the beſiegers at Melton-Moubray, though 
twice in number to his tired forces; and returned again to 


Oxford, after diſputing nine paſſes, and being in twelve ſkir- 
miſhes, routing firſt and laſt in that famous expedition go 


men. A little before the engagement at Naſeby, he declared 


for break ing into the aſſociated counties, and ſo through them to 


the North, to chace away the Scots. But when that battle was 
reſolved on, and he was deſired to lead the left wing of horſe, he 
ſaid, the averſeneſs of his men from fighting except in their own 


country, and the tired condition of the whole army, would ruin 


his Majeſty; as accordingly it did. 


He afterwards marched into the North by the King's com- 


mand, and, having gone by many of the enemy's garriſons, he 


got to Ferrybridge, and ſoon after ſurprized 400 of the parlia- 


ment party at Sherborn with their arms, whom he killed and 


made priſoners, and ſhattered Colonel Wren's regiment of horſe. 


But ſoon after he and his forces, endeavouring to join with the 


Marquis of Montroſe, were fallen on at Carliſle ſands (in 


November, 1645) where, after a ſharp diſpute, he was routed, 
and obliged to fly into the Iſle of Man, from whence he tranſ- 
ported bimſelf into Holland. And, when the King was in the

« Marmaduke Langdale and-Sir Philip Muſgrave, both men of 


8 iu and 'plentiful eſtates, the one in Yorkſhire, the other 


© in Cumberland and Weſtmoreland; who having been, in the 
© time of peace, eminent in their country in the offices of 


© juſtices of peace and deputy- lieutenants, had, in the begin- 


© ning of the war, engaged themſelves in commands in the 


« King's army, with great reputation of ſtout, diligent, and 
© active officers; and continued to the end, and had not after 


applied themſelves to make any compoſition, but expected a 
© new opportunity to appear with their ſwords in their hands. 
They were both looked upon by the parliament and the chief 


© officers of the army with great jealouſy, as men worthy to be 


© feared, and who could never be induced to comply with them. 
© The Scottiſh Lords had not been ſcrupulous to let theſe two 


© gentlemen know what they intended; and © that they made 


“ no queſtion but they ſhould engage their whole kingdom 
«and nation to enter into a preſent war with England on the 
« King's behalf; and therefore deſired them, by the intereſt 


„ and influence they had upon the Northern countries, to diſ- 


« poſe them to a conjunction with them.“ And, becauſe 
they knew that they two were too notorious to ſtay withiany 
© ſecurity about London, much leſs in their on country, they 
© invited them into Scotland, where, they aſſured them, they 
*© ſhould not only be ſafe, but very welcome; and ſnould be 


& witneſſes of their proceedings, and have parts of their own 


| & to act in, as ſoon as the ſeaſon ſhould be ripe, © © 


< Theſe gentlemen, therefore, being perſuaded that the Scots 


would engage for the King, accepted their invitation, and 
told them, They ſhould quickly find them in Scotland after 
their own return.“ Accordingly, after having ſecretly ſpent 


© ſome time in their own countries, and directed their friends 
to be in a readineſs, when they ſhould be called upon, and 
© in the mean time ſettled a way how to correſpond together,

© were received by them with civility enough.“

The fame of Sir Marmaduke Langdale's being well received 


at Edinburgh, and that many Engliſh officers and ſoldiers daily 


flocked to him, ſet (as the ſame noble author obſerves) all the 


wheels going in England, ſo that ſeveral had undertaken to 


raiſe 


raiſe forces for reſcue of the King. And, when the Scottiſh 
army under Duke Hamilton were ready to march, Sir Marma- 
duke (though the Scotch had failed in their promiſes to him) 
departed. to ſurpriae Berwick, of which the Earl of Clarendon 
gives a particular account. LE ESI $i Ee 
The King-had promiſed, that Berwick and Carliſle ſhould be 
delivered to the Scots, on Duke Hamilton's march into Eng- 
land; whereupon Sir Marmaduke Langdale delivered Berwick 
accordingly, and was required to march with all the Engliſh to 
the parts adjacent to Carliſle, and there to increaſe his troops 
to what number he could; which he performed ſo effectually, 
that in a very few days he muſtered 3000 foot well armed, and 
700 horſe not ſo well armed; all which were raiſed in Cum- 
berland and Weſtmoreland, over and above the . garriſon of 
Carliſle, which yet remained under Sir Philip Muſgrave ; and, 
within two days after, 500 horſe, well appointed, came to him 
out of the biſhoprick of Durham and Yorkſhire. With theſe 
forces he reſolved to march into Lancaſhire, to reduce the par- 
liament troops there, which he could eafily have done, tbe 
Lord Byron being ready on the borders of Cheſhire to have 
joined him. But my Lord Clarendon obſerves, This quick 
advance and progreſs towards an army was not well looked 
on at Edinburgh; and an expreſs was diſpatched, with po- 
© ſitive orders to Sir Marmaduke Langdale, not to engage or 
fight with the enemy, on what agvantage ſoever, till the 
© Scottiſh army ſhould come up: and, whereſoever that ex- 
. © preſs ſhould overtake him, he was immediately to retire with 
© his forces near Carliſle ; which he obeyed ; when he might 
© have marched againſt Lambert, who was ſent before with a 
<-leſs ſtrength than Sir Marmaduke commanded, and which, 
© in all probability, would have been defeated.” Whereupon 
Sir Marmaduke ſent Sir Philip Muſgrave to Edinburgh, to ex- 
poſtulate on the matter; and in the mean time Lambert, hav- 
ing gotten a ſtrong body of horſe and foot, advanced on him, 
who, being enjoined not to fight, was forced to retire to Car- 
liſle, and ſuffer himſelf to be blocked up on one ſide, whilſt. he 
ſent letter upon letter to Duke Hamilton, to haſten his march, 
or to ſend ſome troops to his aſſiſtance, and liberty to fight the 
Enemy. | | eee et © 
Fe we in the middle of July, when Duke Hamilton entered 
England with his army, having been limited in his command 
by the Preſbyterian party; and, as the ſame noble author ob- 
ſerves, made ſuch flow marches, and quartered at ſo great a 
diſtance, that the head quarters were very often 20 miles diſtant 
from ſome part of the army; the Duke being wholly governed 
by the Lieutenant-general, and two or three other officers. 
Sir Marmaduke Langdale marched with his body of Engliſh, 
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conſiſting of near 4000 foot and about 1000 horſe (which would 


have farther increaſed, had it not been for the injunction laid 
on him not to fight) always a day before the army ; and, if his 
advice had been followed, in all likelihood Cromwell had been 
defeated. But the Duke and his officers would neither follow 
his council, nor credit his intelligence, that Cromwell was 
ready to join battle, till Sir Marmaduke was obliged to retreat 
with very ſharp ſkirmiſhes (in -which many men fell on both 


ſides) into the head quarters of the Duke; whither helikewiſe 


brought with him ſome priſoners, who averred that the whole 


body of the army was within five or ſix miles, and marched as 


falt as they were able. What followed I ſhall relate from the 


Earl of Clarendon : 


»The Duke was confounded with this intelligence, and 
knew not what to do. The army was not together; and 
that part, that was about him, was without any order, and 
made no ſhew of 'any purpoſe to fight. In this amazement, 
the Duke ſtayed himſelf, with ſome officers, at Preſton; and 

- Cauſed his foot to be drawn over a bridge, that they might 
march towards Wiggan, a town in Lancaſhire, where he 
ſhould, as he thought, find ſome regiments, and where they 
might make ſome {tand, till the reſt ſhould come up. In the 
mean time Sir Marmaduke Langdale returned to his troops, 
the Duke having promiſed to ſend him ſome troops to aſſiſt, 
and that ſome foot ſhould be ſent to keep a lane, that would 

Hank his men upon his retreat. Sir Marmaduke retired be- 

fore the enemy, and drew up his troops into the cloſes near 
Preſton. The enemy followed him cloſe, and preſſed him 
very hard; notwithſtanding which, he maintained the diſpute 
for above fix hours with great courage, and with very great 
loſs to the enemy in officers and common ſoldiers ; inſomuch 
as they ſeemed to retire, at leaſt to make a ſtand. And, in 
all this time, the Scots ſent him no aſſiſtance, but concluded, 
that it was not Cromwell's whole army that aſſaulted him, 
but only ſome party, which he would be well enough able to 
diſengage himſelf from. And Sir Marmaduke Langdale told 
me often afterwards, That he verily believed, if one thou- 
ſand foot had been ſent to him, he ſhould have gained the 
day.“ And Cromwell htnſelf acknowledged, that he never 
ſaw foot fight fo deſperately as they did. „ ID GH 

© The Scots continued their march over the bridge, without 
taking care to. ſecure the lane, which he had recommended 
to them; by which Cromwell's horſe came upon his flank, 
whilſt he was equally prefled in the van. So that, his ex- 
cellent body of foot being broken, Sir Marmaduke, and ſuch 
of his horſe as kept together, were driven into the town, 
where the Duke. remained yet with ſome officers; who all 
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c retreated over a ford to the foot, who were in equal diſorder, 
© For, as ſoon as the Engliſh forces were broken, the Scots 
© were preſently beaten from the bridge, and forced to a very 


* diſorderly march. And at length, at Warrington and Uxeter, 


* without any reſiſtance, the Duke and his forces yielded them 


« ſelves priſoners.” | 1 5 

Sir Marmaduke Langdale was alſo taken priſoner, when his 
forces were broken; but, before he went to Scotland, he con- 
certed with his friends in Yorkſhire the ſurpriial of Pomfret 
caſtle; which was accordingly executed, and was now the only 


garriſon that ſtood againſt the power of the uſurpers. Crom- 
well therefore, after the defeat of the Scottiſh army, ſent Ge- 
neral Rainſborough to reduce them; but not being yet come 
before the caſtle, and keeping his head quarters at Doncaſter, 


ten miles from it, they reſolved to endeavour to take him pri- 
ſoner, and exchange him for Sir Marmaduke Langdale, who 
was in cloſe confinement in Nottingham caſtle; and the par- 


liament had declared, they would make him an example of 

* their juſtice.” The garriſon of Pomfret ſucceeded in their 
deſign of taking Rainſborough priſoner, but were obliged to. 
Kill him, fo that Sir Marmaduke was ſtill in great danger of 


lofing his life. | 
He afterwards, however, by careſſing his guards, happil 
eſcaped out of their hands, and tranſported himſelf beyond the 


ſeas, loyally attending King Charles the Second in his exile; 
when he was advanced to the dignity of a Baron of this king- 


dom. In 1659, the King's friends having come to a reſolu- 
tion for a general riſing in England, on a day named in July, 


when his Majeſty went to Calais, to be ready to land in this 


kingdom, and the Duke of York to Boulogne ; the Lord Lang- 
dale was the principal perſon who attended his Highneſs thither. 
But, affairs in England not then anſwering expectation, he re- 


mained abroad till his Majeſty's reſtoration. | | 
On OR. 9, 1660, he was conſtituted Lord Lieutenant of 


the Weſt-Riding of the county of York, and of the city and 
country of York, and Cuitos Rotulorum thereof. And, de- 
parting this life in his houſe at Holme (in the Eaſt-Riding of

John, being a commander in that army raiſed to march againſt 


the Scots, an 1638, was knighted by the King at Berwick 


on July 27, and, at the beginning of the rebellion, appearing 
in arms for the King, was one of thoſe very good officers (as 
the Earl of Clarendon ſtiles them) who was ordered, with the 


Marquis of Hertford, to form an army in the Weſtern parts of 
the realm. But, before his appearing there, he was ſent over 


to Holland, to haſten that proviſion of arms and ammunition 
the Queen was to ſend the King ; which, in 1642, he ſafely 
landed in the parts of Holderneſs, having narrowly eſcaped the 


parliament's ſhips, and afterwards came to the King at York, 


and from thence went into the Weſt to the Marquis 
At Sherburn, by their conduct and courage, the Earl of 
Bedford, with his forces, though more e to one, re- 
ceived a foil; after which, the Marquis tranſporting himſelf 
with the foot into Glamorganſhire, Sir John was left with the 
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horſe (about 120) to march into Cornwal, having been con- 
ſtituted Commiſſary-General; and, with that ſmall body, ſe- 


cured the whole county, and made incurſions into Devonſhire, 
Sir John Berkley (as the Earl of Clarendon writes) with a 
good party volant of horſe and dragoons, with great dili- 


people were gathered together, and, diſſolving them, took 
many priſoners of name; and ſo kept Chudleigh, the major- 
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© which he induſtriouſly intended.“ And being in joint com- 
miſſion with Sir Ralph Hopton (after Lord Hopton) he s ob- 
. tained divers victories againſt the rebels of thoſe Weſtern

wick, taking three of their ſhips in that harbour: whereupon | 


he was conſtituted governor of that great city, and general of 
all bis Majeſty's forces in Devonſhire. | 

He was in ſuch favour with the Queen, that ſhe ® choſe 
Exeter to lie-in at, where, on June 16, 1644, ſhe was de- 


. livered of the Princeſs Henrietta-Maria, who was married to 


the Duke of Orleans. And in a letter from her Majeſty to 
the King, dated March 13, 1644-5, are theſe expreſſions “: 


* Farewel, my dear heart; behold the mark which you deſire 


© to have to know when I deſire any thing in earneſt “*. I 


pray begin to remember what I ſpoke to you concerning 


Jacke Berkley for maſter of the wards.” 
After Sir Thomas Fairfax had defeated the King's forces, 
he laid fiege to Exeter, which was defended by Sir John Bei ke- 


ley for three months ; till, being diſtreſſed for want of provi- | 
ſions, and no relief expected, he ſurrendered the city, on 


April 13, 1645 *, on molt honourable conditions: That the 
+ Princeſs Henrietta ſhould depart to any place in England or 
Wales, till his Majeſty ſhould give order for her diſpoſal. 
© That neither the cathedral, nor any of the other churches, 
© ſhould be defaced. - That the garriſon ſhould march out ac- 
.* cording to the moſt honourable cuſtom of war, with their 
arms, &c. and to have free quarter all the way; and not to 
be compelled to march above ten miles a day, to the places 
agreed on. The compoſition of perſons of quality ſhould 
not exceed two years purchaſe, That all perſons compriſed 
within theſe articles ſhould quietly and peaceably enjoy ali

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general of the parliament- forces, from raiſing a body there, 
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their goods, debts, and moveables, during the ſpace of four 
months next enſuing; and be free from all covenants, oaths, 
and proteſtations; and have liberty, within the ſaid four 
months (in caſe they ſhould not make their compoſitions 
with the parliament) to go beyond ſea (for which they ſhall 
have paſſes) to diſpoſe of their ſaid goods, debts, and move- 
ables, allowed by theſe articles, &c.' 
Sir John Berkeley, after the ſaid ſurrender, and chend his 
four months allowed by the articles to ſollicit his affairs where 
he would, tranſported himſelf into France, and waited on the 
Queen at Paris, being ſtill a menial ſervant to her Majeſty. 
Ard having,” whilſt he was in treaty for the delivery of Exeter, 
contracted ome acquaintance with the officers of the parlia- 
ment-army, he was ſent by the Queen (when the King was 
in cuſtody of the army) to endeavour to bring the chief offi- 
cers to reaſon, and had her Majeſty's letter of recommendation 
of him to the King, 

On his arrival, he had leave from the "BRETT. officers of the 
army to wait on bis Majeſty ; and he, with Colonel Afhburn- 
ham, were the two principal agents for conferring with the 
King's friends, and the officers of the army, and on whoſe 
information and advice his Majeſty principally depended; it 
being thought at that time, on the high conteſts between the 

parliament and the army, bath would be willing to make the 

ing the umpire, 

But when the army had ſubdued all oppoſition, 455 the par- 
liament and they had agreed, the chief officers came rarely to 
the King at Hampton- court; nor (as the Earl of Clarendon 
writes) © had they the ſame countenances towards Berkley, 
and Aſhburnham, as they uſed to have; nor at leiſure to 
ſpeak with them; and when they did, aſked captious queſ- 
tions, and gave anſwers themſelves of no ſignification. And 
their agitators ſent propoſitions to the King, as ruinous to 
the church, and deſtructive to the regal power, as had been 
yet made by the parliament, and, in ſome reſpects, much 
< worſe, and more diſhonourable ; and faid, © if his Majeſty 
«<. would conſent thereunto, they would apply themſelves to 
6 Ine parliament, and do the beſt they could to perſuade them 
4 to be of the fame opinion.“ But his Majeſty rejected them 
with more than uſual indignation, not without ſome re- 

* proaches upon the officers for having deluded him, and hav- 
ing prevailed in all their own deſigns, by making the world 
© believe that they intended his Majeſty's reſtoration and ſet- 
© tlement, upon 'better conditions than the parliament was 
© willing to admit.” Whereupon the King, believing they 
had a deſign to murder him, reſolved to tranſport himſelf be- 
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The ſame noble author writes, that when the King eſcaped 


(which was on November 11, 1647) Aſhburnham alone 


Sir John Berkeley, in his account of that unfortunate affair, 


clears himſelf from having been conſulted about it, before the 


King had-eſcaped ; which the' Earl of Clarendon agrees in. 


His narrative begins thus: © In the year 1647, her Majeſty and 


© his Highneſs the Prince of Wales were pleaſed to ſend me 
< into Holland, to condole the death of the Prince of Orange; 
< and, having performed that office, I returned, with Mr. 
« John and Mr. William Aſhburnham, to France, by the 
< way of Calais, where we met with the news of his Majeſty's 
< being ſeized. by one cornet Joyce, in Holmby-houſe, from 
- © whence he was carried with a guard of 400 horſe towards 
the army; the cornet producing no authority whereby to 
„ warrant his proceeding. The next poſt brought us adver- 
< tiſement to Calais, that his Majeſty was well received by 


c the officers and ſoldiers of the army, and that there were 
great hopes conceived, that they would both concur to eſta- 


© bliſh his Majeſty in his juſt rights. From Calais we went 
© to Rouen, where we met a confirmation of this intelligence, 
© and heard withal, that one Sir Edward Ford (who was bro- 
< ther-in-law to Commiſſary-General Ireton) was ſent by her 
« Majeſty and his Highneſs the Prince of Wales into England, 


© to diſcover the intentions of the army, and to promote an 


agreement between his Majeſty and them. From Rouen 
we went to St. Germain's, where we were no ſooner ar- 
< rived, but we heard that Mr. Denham (who, during his 
< impriſonment, had contracted a great familiarity with Peters, 
© a preacher, and a powerful perſon in the army) was dif- 
'< patched with a commiſſion to the like effect with that of Sir 
Edward Ford. As I was going up to her Majeſty, I met 
c accidentally with my Lord Colepepper, who ſcarce had ſa- 


© luted me, before he told me, that I muſt prepare myſelf im- 


© megiately for another journey, her Majeſty being reſolved to 
« ſend me into England after Sir Edward Ford and Mr. Den- 
© ham. I anſwered, that I had no paſs, nor any acquaintance 
with any one of the army; and that I doubted, if the King's 
party ſhould come too thick upon them at firſt, thoſe of the 
army would be jealous they ſhould have too many ſharers in 
the places and preferments, they might perhaps meditate to 
s procure and preſerve to themſelves. His Lordſhip replied, 
© that if I were afraid to go into England, her Majeſty and

It is further ſet forth in the narrative, that, by his inſtruc- 
tions from the Queen and the Prince, he was to endeavour to 
incline his Majeſty to-comply with the army, as far as would 
ſtand with his honour and conſcience ; but that, the King not 
following his advice, he procured a paſs for Mr. Aſhburnham, 
with whom he hoped he might prevail, and he with his Ma- 
be. His conferences with Cromwell, &c. are too long to 
be inſerted here, I ſhall therefore only obſerve, with what 
honour and diſintereſtedneſs he ated, from the time of the 
King's eſcape from Hampton-court, and during his confine- 
ment in the Iſle of Wight.

This affair in the 
narrative is made more clear. It ſets forth, that he and Mr. 
Aſnhburnham had the King's orders to let the Governor know, 


that his Majeſty had made choice of him to put himſelf in his 
hands, as a perſon of good extraction, &c. and to deſire his 
<. promiſe to protect his Majeſty and his ſervants to the beſt of 


© his power, and, if it ſhould happen that he ſhould not be 


© able to do it, then to oblige himſelf to ſuffer them to make 


© their eſcape.' The narrative goes on thus, With theſe 
inſtructions we parted ; but, before J had gone ten yards, I 


returned to his Majeſty, and ſaid I had no knowledge of the 
Governor, and therefore could not tell whether. he might 
not detain us in the iſland ; and therefore adviſed his Maje- 
ſty, if we came not to him by the next day, to think no 
more of us, but ſecure his own eſcape. His Majeſty thanked 
me for the caution, and purſued his way, and Mr. Aſhburn- 
ham and I ours. We came to Limington that night, but 
could not paſs, by reaſon of a violent ſtorm that blew. The 
next morning we got over, and had then eight miles to the 
caſtle of Carriſbrook, where the Governor dwelt, where we 
came after ten in the morning, and found him gone to- 
wards Newport. 5 7 
When we overtook him, Mr. Aſhburnham deſired me to 
open the matter to him, which he would afterwards ſecond 
himſelf. On delivering our meſſage to him, he grew ſo 
pale, and fell into ſuch a trembling, that I did really believe 
he would have fallen off his horſe : which trembling con- 
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out into paſſionate and diſtracted expreſſions ; ſometimes ſay- 
ing, O gentlemen! you have undone me by bringing the 
King into the iſland, if at leaſt you have brought him; and, 
if you have not, pray let him not come ; for what between 
my duty to his Majeſty, and my gratitude for this freſh obli- 
gation of confidence, and my obſerving my truſt to the army, 
I ſball be confounded. Otherwhile he would talk to a clean 
contrary purpoſe. I remember, to ſettle him the better, I 
ſaid, that, God be thanked, there was no harm done; that 
his Majeſty intended a favour to him and his poſterity, in 
giving an occaſion to lay a great obligation upon him, and 
juch as was very conſiſting with his relation to the army, 
who had ſo ſolemnly engaged themſelves to his Majeſty :

but, if he thought otherwiſe, his Majeſty would be far from

who was not come to him. He returned, that he muſt 
needs know where his Majeſty was, becauſe he knew where 


we were. I told him, he was never the nearer for my part. 
He then began a little to ſweeten, and to with that his Ma- 


jeſty would have repoſed himſelf abſolutely upon him, be- 


cauſe it would have been much the better for both. I then 


went to Mr. Aſhburnham, and told him, that this governor 


was not a man for our purpoſe; and that, for my part, I 


would never give my conſent that his Majeſty ſhould truſt 


him. Mr, Aſhburnham acknowledged that he did not like 
him ; yet, on the other fide, he much feared what would 
become of his Majeſty, if he ſhould be diſcovered before he 


had made his point, and made appear what his intention 


was; for then he would be accuſed of what his enemies 
pleaſed to lay upon him. I replied, that if we returned not 
that night, his Majeſty would be gone to ſea. I perceived 
Mr. Aſhburnham liked not that ſo well, and therefore took 


the governor to taſk apart, and, after ſome conference, they 


came both to me; and the governor ſaid, that, ſince we de- 
fired it, he would ſay, that becauſe he believed his Majeſty 
had made choice of him, as a perſon of honour and honeſty, 
to lay this great truſt upon, therefore he would not deceive 


his Majeſty's expectation. I replied, that expreflion was 


too general, and did not come home to our inſtructions. He 


ring which time he kept himſelf between Mr. Aſhburnham 


and me; and when he found me ſtill unſatished, he added, 
that I was harder to content than Mr. Aſhburnham, and he 


did believe that his Majeſty would be much eaſier pleaſed 


than either; and thereupon concluded, that I ſhould go into 
the caſtle, and that Mr. Aſhburnham ſhould take his horſe, 
and go to the King, and tell his Majefty what he ſaid. I 
embraced the motion moſt readily, and immediately went 


over the bridge into the caſtle, though I had the image of 
the gallows very perfectly before me. Mr. Aſhburnham 
went, I believe, with a better heart to horſe; but, before 
he was gone half a flight ſhot, the governor (being before 
the caſtle-gate) called to him, and had a conference of at 


leaſt a quarter of an hour with him ; to what purpoſe I never. 


knew, until I came into Holland, where a gentleman of 
good worth and quality told me, that the governor affirmed 


afterwards in London, and in many other places, that he 


then offered to Mr. Aſhburnham, that I ſhould go, and he 


ſhould ftay, as believing his Majeſty to be leſs willing to ex- 


poſe him than me; but that Mr. Aſhburnham abſolutely re- 
fuſed.

I then broke from the governor, who held me in 
his hand, and went to Mr. Aſhburnham, and ſaid, What! 
do you mean to carry this man to the King, before you 
know whether he will approve of this undertaking jor no ? 
undoubtedly you will ſurpriſe him. Mr. Aſhburntiad ſaid 


for you know the King much better than I do, and there- 
fore, when we ſhall come where the King is, I aſſure you 


cerning your proceedings. Well; he would take that up- 


ſecure him ; which he conſented to. Nevertheleſs, when 
we came to Cows-caſtle, where we were to take boat, 
Hammond took Baſket, the governor of that caſtle, along 
with him; and when I complained of it to Mr. Aſhburnham, 
he anſwered, It was no matter, we ſhould be able to do well 
enough with them two.

I 
anſwered, No indeed, Sir ; but it is none of my fault, as 
Mr. Aſhburnham can tell you, if he pleaſe ; I have expoſed 
my life to prevent it: and then told his Majeſty the ſum of 
what had paſled, and particularly of my being a priſoner in 
the caſtle, and of Mr. Aſhburnham's coming away without 
me; which Mr. Aſhburnham had omitted. His Majeſty 
judged that it was now too late to boggle, and therefore re- 
ceived Hammond chearfully, who promiſed more to his Ma- 
jeſty than he had done to us, and we all went over that night 
to Cows.” EE he end | 
Three days after they were ſent for by the parliament ; but 
the governor refuſed to let them go. And thereupon Sir John 
was employed by the King and the governor, with letters to 
the general, to Cromwel, and Ireton; but, as he relates, 
was very coldly received at Windſor ; whereof he immediately 
advertiſed his Majeſty by his kinſman Henry Berkeley, whom 
he cautiouſly took with him from the Iſle of Wight, and pro- 
cured a paſs from the governor for his return; doubting the 
event, and fearing his own confinement. He ſent by him two 
letters, one to the governor, and the other to the King, in- 
forming him of his danger, concluding with a moſt paſſionate 
ſupplication to his Majeſty, to meditate nothing but his im- 
mediate eſcape ; and finding that Cromwel and others were 
reſolved to bring the King to a trial, he took horſe for Lon- 
don, reſolving not to acquaint any man with the intentions of 
the army, nor of his Majeſty's intended eſcape, which he pre- 
ſumed would be within a few days; the wind ſerving, and the 
Queen having ſent a ſhip for that purpoſe, and preſſed it ear- 
neſtly by her letters. . , 
On his arrival at London, the Earls of Lanerick and Lau- 
derdale defired a meeting with him, preſuming he had a com- 
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miſſion from his Majeſty to treat with them, but were ſur-- 


priſed to find the contrary, In diſcourſe with them he hap- 
pened to ſay, © The laſt words his Majeſty ſaid to him, at 
* parting, were, that whatever he ſhould undertake to any 
* perſon in his name, his Majeſty would make it good on the 
word of a King.“ Whereupon Lord Lanerick replied, he 
would aſk no more commiſhon from him, believing it to be 
true, becauſe he affirmed it, and becauſe he had received the 
like from his Majeſty on the like occaſion. Thereupon he

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but, in the interim, he received a letter from Mr. Aſhburn- 
ham, requiring him, in his Majeſty's name, to lay by all other 
buſineſs whatſoever, and return inſtantly to the King. The 
ſame night he received the letter, he went out of town, and 
the next morning was with his Majeſty, though (as he writes) 
he would willingly have been excuſed the journey, believing 
it was only to aſſiſt the King in his eſcape. | 

His Majeſty received him more graciouſly than ordinary, 
telling him, He had always a good opinion of his honeſty 
< and diſcretion, but was never ſo much confirmed in it, as 
by his diſpatch from Windſor, for which he thanked him. 
During his ſtay, he continually preſſed his Majeſty to make 
his eſcape; but the Scots being in treaty with the King, as 
alſo commiſſioners from the parliament at London, his advice 
was not liſtened to, till (as the event ſhewed) it was out of 
his Majeſty's power. The King had at laſt come to a reſolu- 
tion to endeavour his eſcape; but he met with two great ob- 
ſtacles: the wind in the very ipſtant became croſs; and his 
Majeſty not agreeing with the commiſſioners from the parlia- 
ment, put the governor in ſuch fury, that he locked up the 
gates of the caſtle, doubled his guards, commanding all his 
1 ſervants from him, and appointed a guard over the

; On taking their leaves, Sir John Berkeley and Mr, Aſh- 
burnham informed his Majeſty, that they had left the captain 
of the frigate (which was to carry him over) and two truſty 
gentlemen of the iſland, to aſſiſt his eſcape; and that they 
would have all things in readineſs on the other ſide of the wa- 
ter. But after ſtaying three weeks, expecting the King's 
coming over to them, and beginning to deſpair of it, Mr. Aſh- 
burnham, Mr. Legg, and Mr. Denham, ſent Sir John Berke— 
ley over to the Queen in their names, to inform her Majeſty 
of the danger the King was in. | 5 
When the Duke of York, in April 1648, had made his 
eſcape from St. James's to Holland, the Queen immediately 
ſent Sir John Berkeley from Paris to wait on his Royal High- 
neſs, as his governor there; which was fo great an uneaſineſs 
to Colonel Bamfield, who contrived his eſcape, and expected 
that poſt, as induced him to uſe all his {kill and inſinuation to 
leſſen him in the Duke's opinion; ſo that, ſome time after be 
had brought him to the Queen at Paris, he quitted his charge 
to the Lord Byron, who had before been appointed his gover- 
nor by the King. 8 W A h 

The Queen had ſuch a ſenſe of his ſervices, that when 
- King Charles II. at Paris, called the Marquis of Ormond, the 

Lord Jermyn, and the Lord Wilmot, to his council, who, 
with the Chancellor of the Exchequer (afterwards Earl of 705 
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rendon) were to be conſulted in all his affairs, ſhe very ear- 
neſtly preſied the King that Sir John Berkeley might likewiſe 
be of the council; which his Majeſty did not conſent to, 
thinking he could not refuſe the fame honour to the Lord 
Wentworth and the Lord Byron. On this affair, the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer and he had ſome diſpute, which at 
laſt ended in a breach of friendſhip between them ; fo that, as 
the Chancellor himſelf writes, he came to him and told him, 
That ſince he was reſolved to break all friendſhip with him, 
which had continued now near twenty years, he thought it

© but juſt to give him notice of it, that from henceforward he 


© might not expect any friendſhip from him; but that they 


might live towards each other with that civility only that 


£ ſtrangers uſed to do.” The Chancellor told him, That the 
ſame juſtice that diſpoſed him to give this notice, ſhould 


88 likewiſe oblige him to declare the reaſon of this reſolution.” _ 
He anſwered, * His exception was, that he could not be 


© brought to make any promiſe ; and-that their judgments 

© were ſo different, that he would no more depend upon him.“ 
And fo they parted, without ever after having any converſa- 
tion with each other while they remained in France. 
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This, it is probable, was the reaſon that the Earl of Cla- 


rendon, in his hiſtory of the rebellion, has endeavoured to 
leſſen his ſervices and merits ; though, from what I have ob- 
ſerved, it may be juſtly ſaid, that he behaved with courage, 
honour, and integrity. In the year 1652, by the death of the 


Lord Byron, he was again at the head of the Duke of York's - 


family, and had the management of all his receipts and diſ- _ 


burſements. And the King l, in conſideration of his loyal 
and ſucceſsful ſervices, advanced him to the dignity of a Baron 
of this realm, by the title of Lord Berkeley of Stratton (having 
gained there a memorable victory over the rebels) by letters- 
patent, dated at Bruxells, on May 19, 1658, in the 1oth 
year of his reign. | v3] .

—_ family of Booth is undoubtedly of great antiquity 


in the counties palatine of Lancaſter and Cheſter, where 
their conſtant reſidence has been, with great repute and ho- 
nourable note, through a ſucceſſion of many generations; and 
from whom, as from one principal ſtock, all other families of 


this name, in other parts of the nation, are eſteemed to be, 


by younger branches, deſcended. Various are the traditions 
touching the original ſtem of this family, which, like moſt 


others of ſuch long ſtanding, is ſo ingulfed in the obſcurity of 


all-devouring time, that no other light than conjecture is now 
to be had thereof: the moſt probable is, that their beginning 


was at a certain place called the Booths, in the county of Lan- 


caſter; where being ſeated, they were thence ſo ſurnamed, as 
the manner of thoſe ages was to ſtile men from the places 
where they lived.

In the reign of King Charles I. he ſerved for the borough 
olf Tregony; and two of his ſons were alſo with him in par- 
liament. On the breaking out of the rebellion, he took arms 
for the King, together with his four ſons; whereof two of 
them, John and William, loft their lives. He moſt valiantly 
held out the caſtle of Pendennis, which was long befieged both

He was choſen one of the Knights companions of the moſt 


noble order of the Garter, before 1384, the 7th of King Ri- 
chard II. for then he was one of the twenty - four of that noble 
order, who, againſt the feaſt of St. George, had ſurcoats 
given them, by the King, of violet in grain. In 9 Richard II. 


he was commander in chief of the- city of Carliſle, when the 


Scots and French attacked it; which he valiantly defended, 


and forced them to retire, In 13 Richard II. he ſigned &, 


with the King, the Peers, and other great men, a letter to the 


Pope, dated May 26, 1390, complaining of the exorbitancies 


and incroachmeats of the apoſtolical ſee, In 15 Richard II, 
he was, with the Lord Percy and Sir Robert Biquet, ſent am- 
baſſadors to the King of France, to declare to him the good 
affection of the King his maſter towards peace, and to appoint 
a place to treat thereof, which was concluded on to be at A- 
miens. In 19 Richard II. he was, with others b, ſent again 
on an embaſly to France, to treat of a marriage between the 


Lady Iſabel, daughter to Charles VI. the French King, and 


the King of England. |

taken notice of by our hiſtorians, for being ſeduced by thoſe 
zealots of that time, called Lollards (amongſt which he was

But before 1 treat of Thomas Lord Clifford, who raiſed 
himſelf, by his great parts and induſtry, to high preferments, 
and to the dignity of a Baron of this realm; I ſhall firſt ob- 
ſerve !, that his grandfather, Thomas Clifford, of Ugbrooke, 
Eſq; in his youth, ſerved in the wars in the Netherlands; and, 
after taking to his ſtudies in the univerſity of Oxford, he at» 
tended Robert Earl of Eſſex in his naval expedition to Cadiz, 
in 1596, 38 Eliz. and was twice ſent by that Queen envoy to 
ſome of the German and Italian Princes. Having paſſed the 
nage of 50 years, he fell to the ſtudy of divinity; in which he 
became ſo great a proficient, that, doing all his exerciſes, he

can be ſaid. I ſhall therefore inſert the preamble thereof in 
his own words, and an abſtract of the moit material parts :

And as it is 
made of earth, ſo it may. be returned into earth, without 
too” much of glorious ſhews of funeral offices. And if 
God ſhall call me to his mercy in or near Dublin, it is my 
deſire that my body be buried (as before) in the vault of my 
new tomb, erected over my laſt dear, deceaſed wife, in the 
chancel of St. Patrick's church in Dublin: but if God ſhall 
call me out of this world in Munſter, then it is my will 


John Boyle, late Biſhop of Cork, Cloyne, and Roſs, and

He alſo bequeathed legacies to his nephew, Edward Boyle, 
and John Boyle; his couſins, Roger Boyle, and Michael Boyle, 
after Primate of Ireland; his couſin, Thomas Boyle; the chil- 
dren of his couſin, Francis Boyle, and Charity, his wife, &c. 
He bequeaths to his daughter, Viſcounteſs Dungarvan, his dia- 
mond ring, which his mother, at her death, gave him, which 
he had wore for fifty-fix years; praying her to wear it as a 
happy, fortunate, and lucky ſtone, during her life, and leave 
it to her ſon. To the wife of his ſon, Francis, his double? 
gilt ſalt and cover, which ſtands on four pillars, &c. and to 
his true and faithful friend, Sir Thomas Stafford, if he ſurvives 
him, his diamond hat-band, for which he paid him 2001. and 
if his ſon, Francis, ſurvives him, to beſtow it on him at his 
death: alſo bequeaths legacies to many of his friends, and his 
chief ſervants.

His Lordſhip, in his life-time, and by his ſaid will, alſo de- 
dicated a portion of his temporal eſtate to the great Diſpenſer 
thereof ; having erected in Voughall an hoſpital or alm-houſe 
for the relief of ſix decayed ſoldiers and alms-men ; alſo a free- 
ſchoo!, with convenient dwellings for a maſter and uſher, 
which was incorporated March 3, 1613, and the ſchool ap- 
pojnted the free-ſchool of and for the dioceſe of Cloyne : and 
by his deed in 1636 he ſettled 20 l. Engliſh on the maſter, 101. 
on the uſher, 51. on every alms-man, and 51. to maintain and 
repair the ſame, yearly ; the overplus to remain as a ſtock for 
repairing thereof, as occaſion required. Theſe ſtipends, by his 
will, he charged his ſon and heir, and his heirs for ever, to 
continue and uphold, and to pay yearly the ſaid allowances to 
the ſchool-maſter, &c. And for that (ſays he) I much deſire 
the good, increaſe, and proſperity of Bandon-bridge, and the 
inhabitants thereof, whom I have ever (till now of late) 
much tendered and reſpected ; I do therefore declare it to be 
my will, that there be a very ſtrong and ſubſtantial bridge of 
lime and ſtone, with my arms cut in ſtone to be ſet upon the

and ſpeedily finiſhed ; and bequeaths 1201. more towards it, 


and his arms in ſtone to be put thereon. And as he efteemed 


it a work of great charity, tending to the eaſe and ſafety of 


' travellers, to have Bennet's-bridge repaired or new built, if 
the Marquis of Ormond, and gentlemen of the county of Kil- 
kenny, would contribute thereto, he bequeathed 200 1. to- 
wards it. And whereas he had been at great charges for the 


building a timber bridge, wherein 800 tops of choice timber 


were by him beſtowed, over the Black Water near Fermoy, 
which by an extraordinary flood was carried away; and for 
that he deſired the caſe and ſafety of the neighbours and travel- 
lers; he bequeathed 200 l. to have a very ſtrong and ſubſtantial 


ftone bridge built in the place thereof, with his arms thereon, _ 
as was at Moyallow; to which work he was charitably in- 
clined, though he loſt the benefit of his ferry-boat thereby. 


He alſo deviſed towards the new building, covering, and 
garniſhing of the chancel of the collegiate and parochial church 
of Youghall, the ſum of 981. and to the poor of that pariſh, 


and thoſe of Liſmore, Tallough, Tallough-bridge, Bandon, 


Coolfaddagh, and Cloghnikilty, 10 l. each. | 
On the rebellion of the Iriſh, and cruel maſſacre of the pro- 
teſtants, in 1641, the county of Cork was the laſt that felt 


_ _ their brutal uſage, being the beſt inhabited with Engliſh of any 


county in that kingdom, by the noble plantations made by 
the Earl of Cork, and was preſerved by his generoſity and 
diligence. His Lordſhip * was then juſt returned out of Eng- 
land, and on that eruption immediately fortified his caſtle of 


Liſmore, and raiſed two troops of horſe, which he put under 


the command of his ſons, the Lords Kinalmeaky and Broghill, 
maintaining them and 490 foot for ſome months at his own 


charge. 


December, the ſame year, he was ordered by the government 


to preſerve Youghall from the enemy, with an aſſignment of 
1000 foot and 60 horſe, to whom he gave conſtant pay. His 


letter to George Lord Goring diſplays his great ſpirit and re- 


ſolution, pointing out the various barbarities the proteſtants 


laboured under : As weak,” ſays he, and infirm as I am, 


I am commanded hither; and, God en I will be ſo 


© good a conſtable to the King, my maſter, as I will die in the 


« defence thereof; although I have no great hope to defend it,

This noble Earl never thought any thing too much, 
that he ventured for the ſervice of his King and country. In 


« cites,” The Lord Dunboyne, and the two Lords Bourke,

« Iriſh milk, are infected with this general treaſon and rebel-

« not, for want of timely ſupplies of men, money, and muni- 


tion, be loſt ; but that you will inſtantly ſollicit the haſtening 
« over the Lord Lieutenant with the army to Dublin, and Sir 


Charles Vavaſor with his regiment to Youghall, with a liberal 


_ © ſupply of arms and ammunition, hereof the province is in a 
© manner deſtitute, And herein, for God's ſake, let not the 
+ leaſtdelay be uſed ; for, if there be, all ſuccours will come too 
late.“ In the faid letter he concludes, © Youghall, this 


© twelfth day, about midnight, after a heavy and ſorrowful : 


« Chriſtmas, 1641.” 7 „ 
In another letter to Lord Goring, dated Voughall, Jan. 12, 


1641 b, his diſtreſſes were greatly increaſed, and grew more 


dreadful, as he informed him. All the natives that are pa- 
© piſts,”* ſays his Lordſhip, are in open action and rebellion, 
except the Earl of Barrimore. I am, by commandment of 
the Lord Preſident, drawn to Youghall to ſecure it, the 
© only town the Engliſh have to retreat to; which, God 


knows, is very weak and ruinous, a great pact of the wall 


being fallen down within theſe two nights, which we are 
not able to repair. There is none in it but myſelf, my ſon 
© Dungarvan, with his troop ; and we have but 200 Engliſh- 
men to guard it, of my tenants, whom I am forced to pay 
* every day, or elſe they will not ſtay here. God bleſs us, 
for we are compaſſed with an innumerable company of ene- 


* mies, and have neither dee nor munition. We are now 
dat the laſt gaſp; and, if the ſtate of England do not ſpeedily 


ſupply us, we are all buried alive, &c.“

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In February following, Sir Charles Vavaſor arriving there 
with bis regiment of foot, the Engliſh were inſpired with 
freſh courage; but, bringing with him the proclamation again 
the rebels, they grew deſperate, and executed the ſame day eight 


of his Lordſhip's tenants: and, as he writes in a letter to the 


Earl of Warwick, February 25, the cruelties exerciſed on the 
proteſtants were ſo many, and ſo unchriſtian- like, they were 


inexpreſſible; adding, Before this rebellion, my revenue, 


© belides my houſes, demeſnes, parks, and other royalties, did 
« yield me 50 l. a day rent. I do vow unto your Lordſhip, 
© that I have not now 50 pence a week coming into me, ſo as 
I fear I muſt come a begging to you, to allow me to be one 
of your beads-men. But God's will be done, to whom 1 
am thankful for granting me patience to undergo theſe great 
— and loges.”: 7 5+. ” 

In July, 1642, he was commiſſioned by the Lords Juſtices, as 
Cuſtos Rotulorum of the counties of Cork and Waterford, to 
hold a quarter- ſeſſions for the indictment of high treaſon of the 
rebels in thoſe counties; when above eleven hundred, which 
entered into rebellion there, were accordingly indicted; as in 


a 
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a letter to the Speaker of the houſe of Commons in England e, 
dated Auguſt 25, 1642, his Lordſhip ſets forth; and that he 


ſent him the ſaid indictments to be preſented to the houſe, to 
be conſidered by ſuch members thereof as are learned in the 
Jaws ; and, if wanting in any point of Jaw, they may be re- 


formed and rectified, and returned to him, with ſuch amend- 


ments as they ſhall think fit; and, if the houſe pleaſed to direct, 


they ſhould all be proceeded againſt to outlawry, whereby his 


Majeſty may be entitled to their lands and poſſeſſions, which 
he dare affirm were, at the beginning of the inſurrection, not 
of ſo little yearly value as 200, ooo l. This courſe of pro- 
« ceeting,” ſays his Lordſhip, © againſt the Lords and the reſt 
was not by them ſuſpected, and, I do aſſure you, doth much 
ſtartle them ; for now they begin (though too late) to take 
notice that they are in a good ſorwardneſs to be attainted, 
and all their eftates confiſcated, to the corruption of theis 
blood, and extirpation of them and their families. And the 
height of their revenge is principally bent againſt the Ear! of 
Barrimore, myſelf, and my ſons, which we all foreſaw, be- 
fore we entered upon this work of works. Sir, I pray give 
me leave to preſent to yourſelf and the honourable houle, 
that this general rebellion broke forth in October laſt, at the 
very inſtant when I landed here out of England; and tho 
it appeared firſt in Ulſter, yet I (who am 76.years of age, 
and have eaten the moſt part of my bread in Ireland theſe

munition for myſelf and tenants; and put in ſufficient guards 

dvd and nine months victuals, in every of my caſtles; which, I 

« thank God, I have hitherto preſerved and made good, not 

« without giving great annoyance out of theſe caſtles to the re- 

« bels. And for that the late Lord Prefident did judiciouſly 

« obſerve, that the preſervation of this. important town and 

* « harbour of Youghall was of principal conſequence to be kept 

for the ſervice of the crown; and prefuming that no man 

exceeded me in power and ability to make it good; he pre- 

© yailed on me, for the advancement of his Majeſty's ſervice, 

to ſecure it; whither I brought two companies of 100 foot 

_ © a-piece, all of Engliſh proteſtants, and well diſciplined, and 

_ © them at my charge is armed. And hitherto (I do thank my 

God) this town and harbour are made, good, and is a re- 

W © ceptacle not only for all ſhipping, but alſo for thouſands 

ol diſtreſſed Engliſhmen, which have” been ſtripped by the 

rebels, and have found ſuccour* and ſafety here. And theſe 

200 men I have kept all the laſt winter until now to defend 

© this town, and weekly paid by poll 3s. 6d. a week, until 

© the firſt of March laſt, &c. The troop of horſe, and 100 

© foot, which are garriſoned at Liſmore, I have alſo paid 

© weekly by poll, as I do the foot company to this day. But 

' I humbly thank the parliament, they have been pleaſed, the 

beginning of laſt month, to bring my ſon Broghill, with his 

troop of horſe, into his Majefty's pay; which favour he will, 

hope, by his ſervice merit. I then likewiſe employed my 

ſecond fon, Kinalmeaky, to govern a town, in the Weſt, of 

my erection, called Bandon- bridge, the walling and fortify- 

ing whereof ſtood me in 14001. wherein are, at leaſt, 7000 

* ſouls, all Engliſh proteſtants, and not one Iriſhman or Pa- 

' pit dwelling therein; where there have been ever ſince, and 

and yet are maintained, 100 horſe, and 400 foot. Which 

town {notwithſtanding ſeveral violent aſſaults and attempts) 

| * hath not only been maintained and defended ; but they have 

"made many fallies on the rebels, and given them ſeveral 
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<, great overthrows; and indeed beyond expectation (even al- 
< moſt to admiration) have gained ſeven ſtrong caſtles from 
< the traitors ; ſome of which they have burned, and the ref: 
they maintain with good wards, being great bridles on the 
enemy; and yet, theſe nine months, have not had one penny 
© of entertainment from the King or parliament, &c.“ He 
further ſets forth in his letter, that the loſs of Limerick would 
have been prevented, had. the forces come over, the parlia- 
ment long ſince had ordered; the cannon of which place had 
ſerved them to reduce all the caſtles in that county, except 
Loughir, defended for the Earl of Bath; and his own caſtle 
of Aſkeaton (in which he maintained 100 men ſince the 
breaking out of the rebellion) which was then beſieged by 
4000 Iriſh, and in danger of being loſt. That the forces 
maintained by him, and commanded by his ſons, had deſtroyed 
above 3000 rebels ſince the inſurrection ; but was forced to ſell 
his plate to pay the ſoldiers. He concludes, © I have, with a 
free heart and a liberal hand, ſpent all that I have, and am 
< able to do no more. I grieve not at my own loſſes or wants, 
< though they have been very great; but to ſee theſe ſeaſoned 
© and well-diſciplined companies (100 whereof for the preſent 
< are more ſerviceable than 300 freſh men) to be without 
< cloaths, or pay, afflicts me at the ſoul.* In a poſtſcript to 
the ſaid letter he adds, The towns of Wexford and Dun- 
< garvan are both, by ſea, lately furniſhed with ſtore of pow- 
< der and ammunition, whereof I had certain advertiſement 
< this day; and an admonition to the commanders of thoſe 
< ſhips that are in pay from the houſe, to range and watch the 
« ſeas better, is humbly deſired, as moſt requiſite.” In this, 
and other few letters of his, that did not periſh in the confia- 
gration of Charleville-houſe, may be traced his intrepidity, 
generolity of his heart, ſuperiority of his underſtanding ; and 
aiſo delineate him to be a brave, benevolent, and wiſe man, 
even in his laſt years. His noble ſpirit thought nothing too 
much to venture for the ſervice of his King and country, 
riſquing his whole family and fortune on the ſame bottom with 
the proteſtant intereſt in Ireland; having in the battle of Liſ- 
carrol, fought Sept. 3, 1642 (when the Engliſh obtained a 
compleat victory) four of his ſons engaged, who all behaved 
with great valour z and Joſt his ſecond ſon, the Lord Kinal- 
meaky, who in ſeveral rencounters had defeated the rebels. 
At length, this great Earl, in the midſt of theſe confuſions,

Of his Lordſhip's children; from Roger Boyle, the 5th ſon, 
created Baron of Broghill, and Earl of Orrery, is deſcended 
the preſent Earl of Cork ; of whom I am principally to treat. 
Francis, his 6th ſon, was created Lord Viſcount of Shan- 
non. He ſerved King Charles I. with his brethren, againſt

This Francis, whilſt in Ireland, was very active againſt the 
rebels, till the ceſſation of arms, concluded with the Papiſts, 
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on Sept. 15, 1643; after which, he, with his brother, the 
Lord Broghill, went over to England, and waited on King 
Charles I. at Oxford. That I find next of him, is his going 
over to Holland with his wife; and in February 1647-8, k was 
viſited by his brother, the Hon. Robert Boyle, partly to ſee 
the country, and partly to accompany his ſaid brother, and 
his wife, on their return to England; where they arrived

On May 13 following, Mr. Robert Boyle being at Stal- 
bridge, Mr. Francis Boyle and his lady accompanied him

tween all the brothers and ſiſters. He adhered to the royal in- 
tereſt; and, in 1659, when his brother, the Lord Broghill, 
had made a party for the reſtoration of King Charles II. and 
had ſecured all Munſter, he diſpatched his brother Francis to 
the King, then at Bruſſels, to invite him to land at Cork, 
with aſſurance of his being received there; and that he had 
got all the army of the South, as Sir Charles Coote had that 
of the North, in readineſs: to declare for his Majeſty. He 
embarked in Cork-haven for Flanders; and, on his arrival at 
Bruſſels, preſented his letters of invitation to the King, who 
received him with great joy, and gave immediate directions to 
prepare for his tranſportation; and four days after, juſt as his 
Majeſty- was taking horſe in diſguiſe for Calais, in order to

Col. Pierce, who com- 
manded next to Lord Shannon, was wounded with a cannon- 
ſhot in the thigh ; Mr. Talmaſh, Colonel Seymour, and Co- 
lonel Newton, were alſo wounded; and a lieutenant of the 
grenadiers, a lieutenant of Lord Shannon's regiment, with 
about 30 ſoldiers, were killed. vi SHARI. 
On Auguſt 24, 1504 , his Lordſhip was made Brigadier- 
General of her Majeſty's forces; on Jan. 1, 1706-7, a Major-

having always conſidered it as a ſyſtem of truths which ought

lle loved nothing that might leſſen that, nor any nicety 
« which occaſioned diviſions among Chriſtians ; ſo that, for 
the advancement of pure and diſintereſted Chriftianity, he 
left by his will a liberal proviſion for a certain number of 
« well-digefted ſermons, on purpoſe to evince the truth of the 
« Chriſtian religion in general, without touching upon ſubdi- 
viſions among Chriſtians in particular; which are annually 
£ preached, and are remembered as Mr. Boyle's Lecture.

He approved of the church of England's doctrine, and ne- 
ver ſeparated from her communion; was charitable in his 
opinion towards diſſenters, and plentifully ſupplied their ne- 
ceſſities; ſo that as he ſhut himſelf up in no party, neither 
did he ſhut out any party from him. He had been ſollicited 
© to take orders, but declined it, conceiving that what he 
wrote in defence of religion might have. more authority, 
when he did not {hare in the church's patrimony. 1

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His charity to thoſe in want, and bounty to learned men, 
© was extraordinary, but without oftentation. He was parti-

cularly liberal to perſons in diſtreſs, without letting them 
know from whence it came; that for ſeveral years his cha- 
rity exceeded 1000 J. per annum. And as he had a good 


< eſtate, he made a good uſe of it; denying himſelf in all 
< worldly pomp, and applying himſelf conſtantly to his ſtudies,

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and philoſophical experiments. 8 | 

© He was decently chearful, and had nothing of that mo- 
roſeneſs, which philoſophers and men of extraordinary devo- 
tion are ſometimes inclinable to: he made true judgments 


of men and things; his advices were ſound, yet cautious and 
modeſt; and his invention fruitful to ſuggeſt good expedients. 


He withdrew early from courts and public affairs; yet was 
always honourably treated by his princes. He was very ſa- 


gacious in diſcerning men's talents; and had ſuch a vaſt 
ſcheme of projects, that he could quickly ſet thoſe at work, 
who had leifure and capacity; and, when he ſaw them en- 


gaged, would enable them by a handſome preſent to carry it 


on. He was very well verſed in Rabbinical learning, and 
the fathers; had nicely confidered the whole controverſies 
of religion, and thoroughly underſtood the body of divinity ; 
he was abſolute maſter of the mathematics, and knew the 


utmoſt in geometry; geography in its ſeveral parts, with 
hiſtory, and books of travels, were his diverſion. He was 


expert in all the parts of phyſic ; but for the hiſtory of na- 
ture, of the productions of all countries, of the virtues and 

improvements of plants, ores, and minerals, with their va- 
rieties in different climates, he was, perhaps, the perſecteſt 


and exacteſt man in the world; which enabled him to make 
a greater number of different experiments, than any man that 
ever we read of; and he delivered his diſcoveries ſo exactly, 
according to truth, that they may be ſafely depended upon. 
But his peculiar and beloved ſtudy was chemiſtry; in which 
he engaged with no avaricious deſign, but only to find out 
nature, to ſee of what principles things were compounded, 


and into what they might be reſolved ; and to prepare good 


medicaments, without ſpending his eftate and time upon 
high pretenſions, but kept always within compaſs. 


He made chemiſtry much the better, and himſelf never the 


worſe or the poorer by it, making it an entertainment to 
himſelf, and a charity to others; the products being diſpoſed 


by his ſiſter Ranelagh, &c. to whom he entruſted it. In 
ſhort, his knowledge and great performances this way are 


valued through the world, and his numerous writings uni- 
verſally eſteemed.” | 
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He died on Dec. 30, 1691, aged 64; and was buried on 
the South ſide of the chance! of St. Martin's in the Fields, 
Weſtminſter, near the body of his ſiſter Ranelagh; who, as 
they were pleaſant in their lives, in their deaths they were not di- 
vided; as he did not ſurvive her above a week, the grief for 
her deceaſe * putting him into convulfion fits, which carried 
him off. | 5 . 1 
The Counteſs of Ranelagh lived to a great age, deceafing 
on Dec. 23, 1691; and her character in life was ſo amiable, as 
deſerves particular mention. Her Jearned, virtuous, good bro- 
ther, the Hon. Robert Boyle, Eſq; made her by his laſt will 
and teſtament one of his executors, with an honourable teſti- 
mony of her great merits ; but ſhe died before him, as already 
mentioned. She had lived the longeſt on the moſt public 
ſcene, and made the greateſt figure in all the revolutions of 
theſe kingdoms, for above fifty years, of any woman of her 
age. She employed her whole time, intereſt, and eſtate, in 
doing good; and as her great underſtanding, with the vaſt 
_ eſteem ſhe was in, made all perſons, in their ſeveral turns of 
grandeur, deſire and value her friendſhip, it gave her a title to 
uſe her intereſt with them for the ſervice of others, though ſhe 
never made. advantage of it to any end or deſign of her own. 
She was contented with her fortune; and though ſhe was twice 
ſtript thereof, it made no impreſſion on her; but was the ge- 
neral interceſſor for all perſons of merit or want. This had 
in her the better grace, and was both more Chriſtian and 
more effectual, as it was not limited within any narrow com- 
paſs of parties or relations. She divided her charities and 
"friendſhips, her eſteem as well as her bounty, with the trueſt 
regard to merit, and her own obligations, without any differ- 
ence on account of opinion. She had a vaſt reach both of 
knowledge and apprehenſion ; an univerſal affability, and ea- 
ſineſs of acceſs; an humility that deſcended to the meaneſt 
perſons and concerns; an obliging kindneſs and readineſs to 
adviſe thoſe who had no occaſion for any further aſſiſtance from 
her. And, with all theſe and many other excellent qualities, 
ſhe had the deepeſt ſenſe of religion, with the moſt conſtant 
turn of thought and diſcourſe that way, known in that age. 
Her honourable brother, the. celebrated Robert Boyle, lived 
with her for the greateſt part of forty-ſeven years, with ſuch 
mutual confidence, as improved the relation, under which they

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have cited, and diſtinguiſhed himſelf by many brave actions in 
Ireland. On July 5, 1635, he was * married, in the chapel 


in Skipton-caſtle in Craven, to the Lady Elizabeth, ſole 


daughter and heir of Henry Clifford, Earl of Cumberland. 

In 1642, his Lordſhip and the Lord Inchiquin had the com- 
mand of thoſe forces ? that defeated the Iriſh army near Liſ- 
carrol. But, after other ſucceſſes, a ceſſation of arms being 
agreed on with the Iriſh, Sept. 15, 1643, he carried over his 


forces into the King's ſervice in England; landed with them 


near * Cheſter, in February, 1643-4; and from thence march- 


ing into Dorſetſhire, joined his ſovereign; who, in conſide- 
ration of that real aſſiſtance and ready ſupply by him then ſea- 


ſonably given, and by reaſon of his marriage with the Lady 


Elizabeth, ſole daughter and heir of Henry Earl of Cumber- 


land, was, by letters-patent bearing date November 4, 1644, 
the 20th year of his reign, advanced to the dignity of a Baron 
of this realm, by the title of Lord Clifford of Laneſborough, 
in the county of York. _ 1 

His Lordſhip continued in England till all places were de- 
livered up to the power of the parliament, and was then ſuf- 
fered to compound for his eſtate; but, going beyond the ſeas 
before he had perfected his compoſition *, the houſe of Com- 
mons, in Jan. 1646, ordered a committee to conſider of ſeve- 

ral debts owing by the Earl of Cork. 


This noble Earl was ſerviceable in the reſtoration of King 
Charles II. who, in conſideration of his faithful ſervices, both 


in England and Ireland, as alſo for the great merits of the 


faid Henry Earl of Cumberland, was pleaſed to create him, by 
other letters - patent bearing date on March 20, 1663-4, the 


I IGth year of his reign, Earl of Burlington, alias Bridlington, 


in com. Ebor. On March 13, 1666, he was conſtituted Lord- 
Lieutenant of the Weſt Riding of Yorkſhire, and of the city 
of York, and county of the fame; alſo on February 2, 1679, 


Cuſtos Rotulorum thereof. In 1689, in King James's par- 


liament in Ireland, he was attainted ; but King William call- 
ed his Lordſhip to his privy-council, and confirmed him in his 
poſt of Lord High Treaſurer of Ireland. This Earl died, in 


the 86th year of his age, on January 15, 1697-8 ; and by Eli. - 


rabeth, his wife, aforeſaid (who dicd on January 6, 1690) 
had iſſue three ſons and five daughters, viz. Francis, baptized 


on April 8, 1636, who died young; Charles, Lord Clifford; 


Richard, third ſon, who going to ſea a volunteer againſt the 


Dutch, in the ſame ſhip with his Royal Highneſs the Duke of 
York, loſt his life with the Earl of Falmouth, and the Lord

he had done them in building their aſſembly-room, and other 
benefactions to the city, and to beg his Lordſhip's leave to 
preſent him with the freedom thereof; whereunto giving his 
conſent, they preſented him with it in a gold box. In 1733, 
be reſigned his place of Captain of the Band of Penſioners. 
His Lordſhip afterwards lived retired, buſying himſelf in his 
fine gardens at Chiſwick, and employing himſelf in architec- 

ture, wherein he was conſulted by ſeveral of the nobility, and 


was a benefactor towards the building of ſeveral public edifices. | 


He departed this life at his ſeat at Chiſwick, on December 3, 
17533 and ſeven days after, his remains were carried from his 
houſe in Piccadilly to be interred at Laneſborough. In him 


his Engliſh honours: became extinct ; but his Lordſhip's titles 


in Ireland devolved on his heir-male, the Right Hon. John 
Earl of Cork, and of Orrery, Lord Viſcount Dungarvan, 
Baron Boyle of Marſton in the kingdom of England, Baron of 
Youghal, and Baron of Broghill.

Which Roger Boyle ® was knighted before he was ſeven 
years of age, viz. on April 1 1628; and at the interceſſion 
of his father, the Earl of Cork, King Charles I. by letters- 
patent, bearing date on February 28 following, created him a 


Peer © of the kingdom of Ireland, by the ftile and title of Lord 


Broghill, Baron of Broghill, in com. Cork; afterwards erected 


into a lordſhip and manor. After his education in the college 


of Dublin, he was ſent to travel ; and, returning to the Eng- 
liſh court in 1639, appeared ſo accompliſhed, that Algernon 
Earl of Northumberland conferred on him the command of his 


own troop of horſe, in that expedition into the North of Eng- 


land againſt the Scots. | 5 | 
In 1641, he had the command * of a troop of horſe raiſed by 


his father the Earl of Cork, and 1 himſelf in ſeveral 


encounters with the Iriſh rebels. On July 4, 1642 (as ob- 
ſerved in the hiſtory of © Ireland) the Lord Broghill, on his 
return from the relief of Knockmore, met a party of rebels 
ſtrongly poſted near Capoquin ; and though he had but 60 


horſe, and 140 foot, yet he boldly charged them, killed two + 


of their beſt captains, and 200 of their ſoldiers, with very little 


loſs. He was afterwards, the ſame year, in the battle of Lif- 


Carrol, He, with three of his brothers, by their gallant be- 
haviour, obtained a compleat victory over the rebels, headed

the Lord Kinalmeaky, was killed; and his Lordſhip ventured | 


ſo far, that he was taken priſoner, but immediately reſcued by 


. the courage of ſome of his own men. His Lordſhip acted with 
* _ vigour againſt them, till the ceſſation of arms, Sept. 15, 1643, 


which he earneſtly oppoſed, foreſeeing it would be deſtructive 
to the Proteſtant intereſt in Ireland. On which account his 
Lordſhip was at the head of a petition of the Proteſtants at 
Munſter, to the Marquis of Ormond, Lietftenant-General, 
and the council of Ireland, ſetting forth, with great weight, 


their grievances, and beſeeching them to call to mind, that 


his Majeſty gave his royal aſſent to an act of parliament, obli- 


ging himſelf not to grant any pardon or terms of peace to the 
rebels, without the conſent of his parliament of England. 


And being afterwards daily alarmed with plots of the Papiſts, 


who, among other contrivances, had formed a deſign on the 
city of Cork, he, with the Earl of Inchiquin, Sir William 


Fenton, and others, did, on July 18, 1644, write to his Ma- 
jeſty, That no peace could be concluded with the Iriſh re- 
< bels, which would not bring unto his Majeſty, and the Eng- 
© liſh in general, a far greater prejudice, than the ſhew of a 


< peace there would bring them advantage, &c. And there- 


© upon beſought him, that he would not ſo much regard ſo in- 
© conſiderable a handful of people as they were, as to purchaſe 
but a ſeeming ſecurity, by leaving thereby the Proteſtant re- 
© ligion, in all likelihood, to be extirpated, and his Majeſty 
8 obnoxious to the loſs of that kingdom; further beſeeching 
© his Majeſty, that he would be pleaſed to proclaim again the 


© Iriſh to be rebels, and not to pardon thoſe who have com- 


© mitted ſo many barbarous crimes, that they are as far above 
- © deſcription, as they are ſhort of honeſty ; the Iriſh profeſſing 
© they had his Majeſty's commiſſion for what they did. The 


true ſenſe of which deviliſh aſperſion caſt upon his Majeſty, 


© with other reaſons, made them reſolve to die a thouſand 
© deaths, rather than condeſcend to any peace, referring them- 
* ſ{e]ves in other things to their declaration.” | . 

But ſuch a diſſatisfactory anſwer had they from the King, 
that the Lord Broghill (who was made Governor of Limerick) 
with the Earl of Inchiquin, put themſelves under the protec- 


tion of the parliament, and, by their courage and conduct, 
drove the rebels out of moſt of the port-towns in Munſter, and 
other conſiderable places there, and formed a body of 12,000 
men in arms. His particular ſucceſſes againſt the rebels are 


recited in Whitlock's Memorials, Cox's Hiſtory of Ireland, 
&. and rendered him ſo conſiderable, that Cromwell careſſed 
him by all the arts he was maſter of, and received him as his

Sir Richard Cox, in his Hiſtory of Ireland, recites f that 


the Lord Broghill brought the whole county of Cork to join 


againſt the rebels ; being inhabited by Engliſh, who could not 


endure the thoughts of joining with the Iriſh againſt their own 


countrymen ; and therefore all the towns there revolted at once 
from the Marquis of Ormond, and proved very advantageous 
to Cromwell, who otherwiſe had been forced to a long and 
dangerous march to Dublin, or embarked his men on board 
the fleet, that coaſted as he marched.

700, took many priſoners, and totally routed the whole party. 


Under his Lordſhip's command, another ſignal victory was 
obtained by him over the Iriſh in 1651 ; gained by his vigi- 


lance, conduct, and courage. Irgton was beſieging Limerick, 


and reſolved to take it, being the laſt place of any conſidera- 


tion that held out; and therefore, as Sir Richard Cox ob- 


ſerves i, he formed an army volant, under the Lord Broghill,” 


to encounter the Iriſh, that diſtreſſed them in the fiege. © The 
Lord Broghill proceeded with all the briſkneſs and expedition 
© that a brave and diligent captain was capable of, and in a 
© few days came fo near the enemy, that they could perceive 
© each other's fires ; they being three miles on the South, and 
© his Lordſhip three miles on the North fide of Black Water. 


The Iriſh army were double his number of horſe, and thrice 


© as many foot, as the Engliſh : nevertheleſs Broghill paſſed 
the river early in the morning, and meeting ſome Iriſh gen- 
_* tlemen that were under protection, they told him, they came 

© thither out of curiofity, becauſe of a prophecy, That the laſt 
© battle in Ireland ſhould be at Knocknaclafſhy ; which they ſuppo- 
© ſed would happen, as both armies were ſo near. Lord 
* Broghill inquired who was to have the victory: they ſhook 
© their heads, and ſaid, The Engliſh.” F 

His Lordſhip marched to Knocknaclaſhy ; and, the enemy 
retiring, he marched back again, where he intended to quar- 


ter; and then the Iriſh fell on his rear: ſo that the battle hap- _ 
pened in the very place ſpoke of in the morning. They fought 


with great ſpirit, horſe-head to horſe-head, ſword-in-hand, 
till at length the Lord Broghill, with the right wing, routed: 
the left wing of the enemy ; and then the left wing, under 


Major Wallis, valiantly made good their ground; but a freſh 


party of the Iriſh, falling on him, had like to put the victory in 
diſpute, till his Lordſhip bid his men cry, They run, they run; 
which induced the firſt rank of the Iriſh to look back; and 


thoſe behind, ſeeing their faces, concluded they were running, 


and ſo fled. However, they had a ſtand of pikes, which ſtood 
ſo firm, that with great difficulty they were broken, and then 


their whole army were entirely routed, with great ſlaughter, 


: by a fierce and vigorous purſuit, which laſted till night.

Whitlock ! recites, that the Iriſh army was commanded by a 
the Lord Muſkerry, and that the charge was very deſperate on 


both ſides; the Lord Broghill had 120 horſemen ſhot, and 30 
killed: That his Lordſhip charged him that led up the oppo- 
ſite wing, and killed him; but the Iriſh were ſo numerous, 


that his own troop, which conſiſted of gentlemen reformadoes, 


was charged in front, flank, and rear, both by horſe and foot ; 
amongſt which his Lordſhip was ſo far engaged, that they 


offered him quarter, and, upon refuſal thereof, they cried, 


Kill the fellow in the gold- lac d coat; which had been effected, if 


a lieutenant of his troop had not come in to his reſcue, whoſe 


horſe was killed under him, and himſelf twice ſhot 3 whereby _ 


the Lord Broghill got off with a dry beating by the pikemen ; 


but his horſe received three ſhots : That the Iriſh loſt 600 men; 
but few were taken, beſides ſome officers of the field: That 


the defeated army had deſigned conjunction with the Leinſter 
forces, and the relief of Limerick. 55 1. 
The Iriſh afterwards were ſo diſpirited, that Limerick ſur- 
rendered; and they never made head again, but were in ge- 


neral reduced. His Lordſhip had ſeveral other encounters with 


the enemy (recited by Sir Richard Cox, and Whitlock) which 
were ſo well concerted, and with ſuch vigilance and intrepi- 
dity executed, that victory ever attended him, though he al- 
ways engaged with forces very ſuperior to him in number. 
And it may juſtly be ſaid, it was owing principally to his Lord- 
ſhip's conduct and valour that the Iriſh ſo ſoon ſubmitted to 
the Engliſh government. | 

At the end of the war, his Lordſhip returned to England; 
being in 1654 = elected one of the repreſentatives of the *

© ſtoration in England; and, acknowledging Lord Broghill's 


© ſingular loyalty, gave him all aſſurances of his favour. And, 


'© the firſt time he ſpoke in council after his reſtoration, he 


© mentioned his obligations to the Lord Broghill, and the 


© proteſtants of Ireland.” 3 e 

His Lordſhip had the chief care in diſpoſing all thoſe who 
were in the King's intereſt in Ireland, to declare for a free 
parliament. And in January 1659-60, as Sir Richard Cox ob- 
ſerves in his hiſtory of that kingdom, ſurprized the caſtle of 
Dublin, and ſeized thoſe who were entruſted with the go- 
vernment, and ſent them to England. After which, their firſt 
act was to order a faſt and humiliation for their ſins; among 


which the murder of the King was enumerated; and all their 


actions were ſuitable : ſo that they ſeemed to contend, with 
England, which ſhould be moſt forward in reftoring the King. 
On February 14, they publiſhed a memorable declaration for 
a full and free parliament in Ireland, and the re-admiſſion of 


the ſecluded members in the parliament of England. And the 


convention meeting in Ireland, purſuant to it, on March 14, 
publiſhed a declaration to the ſame purpoſe ; alſo, on May 14, 


accepted of his Majeſty's declaration from Breda, of April 14, 


and chearfully coneurred in his reſtoration. 


On Sept. 5, 1660, in conſideration of his ſervices, he was 


created Earl of Orrery, in the kingdom of Ireland; and, at 


the ſame time, made Lord Preſident of the province of Mun- 


ſter. Alſo, in Oct. 1660, he was declared one of the three Lords 
Juſtices of Ireland, who managed affairs there with great can- 
dor and moderation, as "obſerved by the continuator of Sir 
Richard Baker's chronicle. The next year he had the com- 
mand of a regiment and an independent company in his Ma- 
jeſty's ſervice; and, with John Lord Viſcount Maſlareen, was 
made collector of all ſuch monies as were preſcribed by his 
Majeſty's declaration of November 30, 1660, Likewiſe, on

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Ay "pa ry 14, 1661, he and the Lord Chancellor were ſworn 
E bs Juices,” cn the death of the Earl of Montrath. And, 
on April 30, 1662, they publiſhed an indulgence to diſſenters, 
and continued in the government until July 28, 1662; at 
which time James Duke of Ormond was ſworn Lord/Lieute-. 
nant. The King chiefly entruſted the whole ſettlement of 
Ireland to his Lordſhip's conduct; and it is obſerved by the 
writers of his life, that the proteſtants there may bleſs the dag 
the Lord Orrery was born, who confirmed thoſe old foldiers in 
their poſſeſſions, who had given their children liberal educa- 
tion, ſo that they became profeſſors of law, divinity, and 
L * the year 1663, he obtained a patent for fairs and markets

Being Lord Prefident of Munſter, where he had full power 
both civil and military, his Lordſhip was very active in di- 
verting any deſigns prejudicial to the intereſt of his country. 
Sir Richard Cox takes notice n, that, in the year 1663, the 
Earl of Orrery diſcovered to the Lord Lieutenant a defign of 
the fanaticks to ſeize the caſtle of Dublin on May 21, where- 
| by it was ſeaſonably prevented. And the writer of his life in- 
| form us, that, on the French war, in the year 1667, having 
intelligence that the Duke de Beaufort, Admiral of France, 
was preparing to make a deſcent on Kinſale, he, with hardly 
credible application and diſpatch, immediately encamped all 
the militia and ſtanding army of Munſter, and brought ſome 
of the biggeſt guns out of his Majeſty's ſhips of war, planted _ 
batteries along the ſhore, laid a boom or chain croſs the chan- 
nel to ſecure the ſhips in the harbour, and was in a few days 
ſo well provided in every particular (being all the time nobly 
entertained and aſſiſted by Sir Robert Southwell, and attended 
by all the gentry of Munſter) that Monſieur Beaufort gave 
over his deſign. Nevertheleſs, being ſenſible, that, on any war

This laſt mentioned Sir Gilbert's grandſon, Sir Thomas Hay, 
of Errol, wedded Elizabeth, daughter of Robert II. the firſt 
Scottiſh Monarch of the ſurname of Stewart: and his de- 
ſcendants, by that Princeſs, ſeveral times intermarried with the 


ſame Royal family. This Thomas's eldeſt ſon and heir, Sir

King James I. in the year 1427: and William, Lord Hay,

From this William, Earl of Errol, deſcended, in the ſeventh 
degree, John, twelfth Earl of Errol, who by Lady Anne 
Drummond, his wife, daughter of James, 3d Earl of Perth, 
had Charles, his ſucceſſor, Lady Mary, and Lady Margaret. 


The ſaid Charles, 13th Earl of Errol, was a true patriot; 


and departing this life, unmarried, A. D. 1717, was ſucceeded 


in dignity and eſtate, by his ſaid ſiſter, © 
Mary, Counteſs of Errol, who alſo dying, on Sept. 19, 


1758, without iſſue by her huſband, Alexander Hay, Eſq;

The ſaid James, now Earl of Errol, would have alſo en- 
joyed the title of Earl of Kilmarnock, if it had not been for 
the misfortunes of his family: and is heir of line, by his mo- 
ther, to the late Earls of Linlithgow and Calendar, hereditary 
Keepers of the palace of Linlithgow, Governors of the caſtle 
of Blackneſs, and Sheriffs of the county of Stirling. 

Having thus brought down the ae, of Sir Gilbert, 
eldeſt ſon of Sir David Hay, and Helen, daughter of David 
Earl of Strathern, we ſhall now return to William, their ſe- 
cond ſon, progenitor of this noble branch of the illuſtrious 
houſe of Errol. 3 . 5 

The ſaid William obtained, from Alexander III. King of 
Scotland, on April 29, 1251, the 2d year of his reign, a 
charter confirming a grant of two carucates of land, &c. in 
Errol, which had been given him by his brother, Sir Gilbert 
| _ He was lineal anceſtor of _ 

Sir Edmund Hay of Melginch (or Megginch) who was a 
very eminent man in the time of James IV. who ſwayed the 
Scottiſh ſceptre, from June 11, 1488, till he loſt his life, at 
the battle of Flodden, on September , 1513. This Edmund 
is frequently mentioned in the charters of the family of Errol, 
of all whoſe affairs, in Perthſhire, he had the principal ma- 
nagement; being deſigned Edmundus de Haya de Melginch, ba- 
livus Comitis de Errol, in the year 1502. He was ſucceeded in 
his eſtate of Melginch, by his ſon, _ 

Sir Peter Hay, who was alſo ftiled balruus Comitis de Errol, 
in the reign of James V. from whom he obtained charters, 
under the great ſeal, of the lands of Inchonane, between the 
years. 1536 and 1542, on December 13, of which laft year 
that Monarch died. Sir Peter alſo got charters from Queen 
Mary, the ſaid King James's ſucceſſor on the Scottiſh throne, 
of the lands of Mureage, of the Kirk lands of Errol, &c. be- 
tween 1552 and 1560. He married Margaret, daughter of 
| | Crichton of Ruthven, deſcended from Sir William 


Crichton, of Crichton, who flouriſhed in the reign of King 


David Bruce, beforementioned, and was chief of all the Crich- 
tons in Scotland, and anceſtor of the Lords Viſcounts Fren- 
draught, whoſe honours would be enjoyed by their heir male, 
James Crichton, late of Auchingowl, were it not for the at- 
tainder of Lewis, the ſixth Viſcount, A. D. 1690. Sir Peter, 
by the ſaid Margaret, had three ſons, 1. Sir Patrick, his heirs 
2. Sir James Hay, of Kingaſk, who was, in 1609, created 
Lord Bewlie, and by Margaret his wife, daughter of John 
Murray of Polmais, was father of James Lord Bewlie, in 
Scotland, Lord Sawley, Viſcount Doncaſter, and Earl of 
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Carliſle, in England, who had a great ſhare of the favour of 
his Sovereigns . A I. and Charles I. Kings of Great Britain; 
but his titles became extinct by the death of his fon, James, in 
1660: and 3. Edmund Ys who was a gentleman of great 


knowledge and learning, Profeſſor of the Civil and Canon 
Law, and Rector of the Scottiſh college, at Doway. Sir Pe- 


ter, by the ſame Lady, had alſo two daughters, viz. Catha- 
fine, ſucceſſively wedded to Robert Moncur, of Balumby, and 
George Drummond, of Blair, Eſqrs. and Janet, married to 


Sir Patrick Murray, of Auchtertyre. 


Sir Patrick, the eldeſt fon of Sir Peter Hay, of Melginch, 
was a man of great honour, loyalty, integrity, and worth, 
and highly eſteemed by King James I. and VI. By his wife, 


Margaret, daughter of Sir Patrick Ogilvie, of Inchmartin, 


aternal anceſtor to the Earl of Finlater, he was father of three 
Poets, 1. Patrick, his ſucceſſor in the eſtate of Melginch, whoſe 
male line is now extinct; 2. Sir George Hay, of Kinfauns, 
created Earl of Kinnoul; and, 3. Peter Hay, of Kirklands of 
Melginch, of whom afterwards as anceſtor of the preſent Lord 


Hay. 

k Sir George Hay, of Kinfauns, the ſaid ſecond ſon of Sir 
Patrick Hay of Melginch, had very good natural parts, which, 
by the care of his father, were improved by a liberal education 
at home, and in France, where he ſpent ſome years under the 
tuition of the aforeſaid Edmund Hay, his learned uncle ; and 
on his return, when about 21 years old, he was brought into 
the court of King James VI. by his kinſman, Sir Janes Hay, 
afterwards Earl of Carliſle (beforementioned) with the character 
of a gentleman, well qualified by his breeding, and converſing 
with the Muſes, for any ſervice his Majeſty ſhould honour him 
with. By that introduction, and his fine accompliſhments, 
he ſo far engaged the King's eſteem, that he. ſoon raiſed him 


to be one of the Gentlemen of his bedchamber ; honoured him 


with the dignity of knighthood ; and on February 18, 1598, 
gave him the diffolved Carthuſian priory of Perth. | 

When King James was, by the artifice of John Ruthven, 
3d Earl of Gowry, and his brother Alexander, decoyed, on 


Auguſt 5, 1600, from Falkland to Perth, Sir George was one 


of his Majeſty's retinue, and had the honour to be inſtrumen- 


tal in reſcuing him from thoſe two noblemens horrid attempt, 


which ended in their deſtruction, and the forfeiture of the 
dignity and eſtate of Gowry. 


he ſaid King well diſcerning Sir George's great abilities, 


made him Clerk-regiſter of Scotland, A. D. 1616. He con- 
tinued in that office till 1622, when on the death of Alexander 


Seton, firſt Earl of Dunfermline, he was appointed Lord High 


Chancellor of Scotland, in his room; and acquitted himſelf in 
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that great and weighty employment with ſuch integrity and 
honour, as recommended him to the favour of King Charles I. 
who created him Lord Viſcount Dupplin, and Lord Hay of Kin- 
fauns, on May 4, 1627. His Majeſty, as a further mark of his 
favour, advanced him to the dignity of Earl of Kinnoul, on 
May 25, 1633, with limitation of thoſe honours to his heirs 
male whatſoever. He enjoyed the Chancellor's place with uni- 
verſal applauſe to his death, which happened on Dec. 16, 
1634, at London, ſome months before he was 60 years of age. 
He lies interred at Kinnoul, under a ſumptuous monument, 
with his ſtatue, in full proportion, habited in a Chancellor's. 
robes. By Margaret, his wife, daughter of Sir James Halibur- 
ton, of Pitcur, in the ſhire of Forfar, had iſſue Sir Peter Hay, 
who died unmarried ; George, his ſucceſſor in the honours

The ſaid George, 2d Earl of Kinnoul, his ſucceſſor, was 
Captain of the yeomen of the guard to King Charles I. and 
one of his Privy-council. In the civil wars he ſhewed an un- 
ſhaken loyalty to his Sovereign; was conſtant in his ſervice, 

often hazarding his perſon in the royal cauſe ; and, adhering 
_ thereto, loſt the greateſt part of his eſtate. He * died at White- 
hall, on Oct. 5, 1644, and was buried, on the 8th of the ſame 
month, at the Eaſt end of Waltham-abbey church in Eſſex:

Which Francis Willoughby, Eſq; was juſtly admired both 
at home and abroad for his eminent virtues and knowledge in 


all degrees of learning l. He was, from his childhood, ad- 


dicted to ſtudy, and, when he came to the uſe of reaſon, ſo 


great a huſband of his time, that he let ſlip no opportunities of 
improving himſelf, deteſting no vice more than idleneſs, and, 
addicting his ſtudies chiefly to thoſe ſciences which were moſt 
abſtruſe, had a deep inſight in the Mathematics and Natural 
Philoſophpy. Obſerving, in the buſy and inquiſitive age he 
lived in, that the hiſtory of animals had in a great meaſure been 


neglected, he made the ſtudy thereof his province, applying 


himſelf cloſely to the illuſtrating of it. For that end, he made 
a voyage into foreign countries, to ſearch out and deſcribe the 
| ſeveral ſpecies of nature; and though he was not long abroad, 
yet he travelled over moſt part of France, Spain, Italy, Ger- 
many, and the Low Countries; in all which places he was ſo 
_ diligent and ſucceſsful, that not many ſorts of animals, de- 
ſcribed by others, eſcaped his obſervation. He drew them out 
with a pencil, and they were afterwards, with great curiolity, 
engraven on copper-plates, at the charge of his relict, Emma, 
daughter of Sir Henry Bernard, Knt. and printed with this

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His brother, Richard Onflow, Eſq; was brought up to the 
ſtudy of the law in the Inner Temple, where he arrived to 
ſuch proficiency *, that he was choſe Autumn reader in 1562, 
the 4th of Queen Elizabeth ; and the ſame year, at a grand 
Chriſtmas kept with the higheſt magnificence there, when the 
Lord Robert Dudley (afterwards Earl of Leiceſter) the great 
favourite of Queen Elizabeth, had the title of Palaphilos, and 
was Conſtable and Marſhal * ; the next chief officer was Mr. 
Onſlow, who had the title of Lord Chancellor. .

brought on a rebellion, he, by order of parliament, raiſed a 
regiment for their ſervice ©, which, in May, 1644, was em- 
ployed in the ſiege of Baſing-houſe, which belonged to the 
Marquis of Wincheſter, the Duke of Bolton's predeceſſor. 
In 1646, being aſperſed in print by one Withers, the parlia- 
ment took it into conſideration, and on Auguſt 7. that year 
came to the following reſolution 4: i 
© That a charge laid upon Sir Richard Onſlow, a member 
of the houſe, by Mr. Withers, is not ſufficiently proved: 
| © That it was falſe and ſcandalous, and injurious to Sir Ri- 
© chard Onſlow: That Mr. Withers ſhall pay five hundred 
© pounds to him for damages, and his book to be burnt.” ' 

On December 5, 1648, the Commons having voted e, that 
the King's anſwer to the propoſitions from both houſes was a ground 
For them to proceed upon to the ſettlement of the\kingdom's peace; the 
army, the next morning, ſeized on one and forty of the prin- 
cipal members, then fitting ; and Sir Richard Onflow being 
one of them, they were conveyed into their great Victualling- 
houſe, near Weſtminſter-hall, called Hell; where (ſays my 
author) they were kept all night without any beds, and were 
after driven as priſoners (through ſnow and rain) to ſeveral 
inns in the Strand, and there confined under guards of the ſol- 
diers, who upbraided them in their paſſage. +I 
He was no favourer of a commonwealth ; neither do I find 
he ever ſat in that parliament again; and it is certain, he was 
at none of their meetings for bringing the King to his trial : 
neither is it mentioned that thoſe in power nominated him one 
of the judges on the mournful occaſion, or that he accepted 
of any employment. When Cromwell, on April 20, 1653, 
diſſolved the remains (commonly called the rump) of the laſt 
parliament called by King Charles I. he and his officers made 
choice of a number of men, about 120, to meet, as a parlia- 
ment, to ſettle the government of the nation ; and accordingly, 
by his letters ſent to each of them f, they met on July 4, 1653: 
but neither Sir Richard Onſlow, or his fon, Arthur Onflow, 
Eſq; fat in that aſſembly, which, on December 12 follow- 
ing s, reſigned their whole power to Cromwell, the General. 
After which, by the advice of his council of officers, he took 
on him the title of Lerd Protector of the commonwealth of 
England, Scotland, and Ireland, &c. and was inſtalled in 
Weſtminſter-hall on December 16, and took his oath that he 
would not violate any thing contained in the inſtrument of 
government adminiſtered to him; wherein there. was an ar-

It is a rule, that the Kings of 
England cannot alter the laws of England, ratione nominis, 
but are bound to govern according to the laws of England; 
but for any other name, there is no obligation lies upon it.

when the great controverſy was betwixt King Ed. IV. and 
Hen. VI. that ſometimes one was in poſſeflion, and then 
another; that it was neceſſary the realm ſhould have a Xing, 
under whom the Jaws might be maintained and holden: for 
every action done by the King in poſſeflion was valid and 
good, as it was his juriſdiction royal. So likewiſe, in I 
and 3 Hen. VII. the ſame opinion was held and declared, 
that a Xing de fado was neceſſary; and in all alterations

The Earl of Clarendon recites * the perplexity Cromwell was 
in, on refuſing to accept the government under the title of 
a King, and that many were then of opinion his genius at 
that time forſook him, and yielded to the King's ſpirit, and 
that his reign was near its expiration; and that others were as 
confident, if he had accepted it, he could not have lived many 
days after. However, on December 20, 1657 ?, Cromwell ſent

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writs of ſummons, under the great ſeal, to ſeveral members of 


the houſe of commons (and particularly to thoſe, of the com- 
mittee. that had attended him) to take their place in parliament 
as Peers, the whole being in number ſixty; of which were 
Robert Earl of Warwick, Edmund Earl of Mulgrave, Edward 
Earl of Mancheſter, with other noblemen ; and Sir Richard 
Onſlow, Sir John Hobart, General Monk, &c. n 

Heing in principle for monarchical government, he did not 
accept of being one of the council of Rate either under Oliver, 
or his ſon Richard; but for the moſt part lived retired at his ſeat 
in Surry. He, and Sir Anthony-Aſhley Cooper (afterwards 
Earl of Shafteſbury) were cloſe friends, whereby he was in 
the ſecret of many of the tranſactions of thoſe times; and with 
him, and many other conſiderable perſons, procured 1 the re- 
peal of the oath of abjuration of the King and Royal Family, 
and were of the council of ſtate which preceded the reſtoration.

O in Norfolk, deſcended Thomas Marſham, of the pariſh 
ot St. Bartholomew in London, and Alderman of the ſaid city, 
who had iſſue by Magdalen, daughter of Richard Springham, 
merchant, of London, ſix ſons, and four daughters; and was 


buried on March 12, 1624, in Iſlington church. Of which 
ſons, John, the ſecond, born in the faid pariſh of St. Bartho- 


lomew on Auguſt 23, 1602, was put to Weſtminſter ſchool, 
and from thence ſent to St. John's college in Oxford, where 


he was entered a commoner in 1619. He took the degree of 


Maſter of Arts, A. D. 1625, in which year he went into 
France, and ftaid the winter at Paris. The two following

taly, and ſome parts of Germany, and then returned to Lon- 
don, where he ſtudied the common law in the Middle Temple.

He was poſſeſſed of his father's library, 
which, though diminiſhed by the fire that happened in Lon- 
don, A. D. 1666, yet was very conſiderable, and highly to be 
valued for the exquiſite remarks in the margin of moſt of the 
books. He married Heſter, daughter and heir of Sir George 
Sayer, Knt. grand-daughter of John Sayer of Bourchiers- hall 
in Aldham, Eſq; and by her, who was buried at Aldham on

In the difficulties 
of buſineſs and great affairs, ſuch an unintermitted and un- 
ſhaken perſeverance, as if he never taſted what it was to in- 
dulge his own eaſe, or the pleaſures of converſation ;z and yet 
in the entertainments of converſation, fuch an open and 
taking agreeableneſs, as if no thoughts of buſineſs could ever 
find admittance. In all his counſels and votes in-the houſe 
of commons, a ſacred regard to the public good, and the 
true liberty of his country. In the exploits of war, an un- 
daunted bravery and a greatnefs of ſoul, have, upon every 
occaſion, ſhone forth in the brighteſt light, particularly in 
the late war againſt France, conducted by the wiſdom and

ſatisfied with the ſervices he has ſince done in ſeveral im- 
portant negotiations tranſacted by him, as our Ambaſſador 
extraordinary in Holland; and with his conduct and beha- 
viour in his ſtation of General of our foot, and Commander 
of our forces next under the Duke of Marlborough ; and he 
having continued to give us upon all occaſions, and in the 
moſt difficult times, ſingular and undoubted proofs of his 
zeal for our ſervice, and of his ſteady, firm, inviolable, and 
unalterable affection to our perſon and government; and we 
having farther an intention to ſend him ſpeedily into Holland, 
to negotiate with the States General their entering into the 
alliance between ourſelves, the Emperor, and the French 
King; which is an affair of the utmoſt conſequence to the 
good of theſe our kingdoms in particular, and of Europe in 
general; and we having likewiſe given him orders to make

He ſet out for the Hague immediately after, where he ar- 
rived on May.

Ten days after he was at Ant- 
werp, where he conferred with the Marquis de Prie, governor 
for the Emperor in the Netherlands, for putting an end to the

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. manded, he returned to the Hague, on June 2 following, and 
communicated to the States his tranſactions at Antwerp, who 
appeared ſenſible of his friendly offices, and of the great obli- 
ations they were under to his Britannic Majeſty. And having 
fed for his public entry the King his maſter's birth-day, it 
was the moſt ſplendid and magnificent appearance that had 
been beheld there, and judged by all to be of a noble and 
beautiful contrivance. He laboured with great diligence to 
adjuſt the difficulties, which deferred the finiſhing of the con- 
vention for the entire execution of the treaty of barrier, and 
had frequent conferences with the Imperial miniſters and the 
States General for that purpoſe.

On Feb. 2, 1720, his Majeſty's full powers Were diſpatched 
to his Lordſhip, for ſigning, in conjunction with the miniſters 
of the ſeveral allies, the treaty of quadruple alliance, and with 
the miniſters of the King of Spain, the proper inſtruments for 
Teceiving his Catholic Majeſty's acceptance of the terms of 
peace ſtipulated in the treaty ; and for treating of a ceſſation of 
arms between the ſeveral powers engaged in the war; which 
was not brought to a concluſion till June 7 following; when 

the ratifications were accordingly exchanged with the miniſter 
of Spain, 5 ED | > 

The Duke of Marlborough departing this life on June 16, 
1722, his Lordſhip was, two days afterwards, conſtituted 
General and Commander in Chief of his Majeſty's forces, 
Maſter- general of the ordnance, and Colonel of the firſt regi- 
ment of foot-guards, in room of his Grace. Alfo, on June 23, 
1723, he was declared one of the Lords Juſtices of Great 
Britain-during his Majeſty's abſence. 

His Lordſhip married Margaretta-Cecilia Munter, daughter

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HE nk Lord, 'of whom I am now to treat, is pater- 
nally deſcended froh the Mortons, of Morton in Staf- 
fordſhire, denominated of that place in the reign of King Ed- 
ward I. the ſaid lordſhip and other manors being granted by 
that King to his anceſtor, for his good ſervices in Scotland;

EI N G, Lord King. 


HA the ſtudy and practice of the laws hath in all ages 
; been reputed honourable, and that many have been 
raiſed thereby to the higheſt employments in the ſtate, is evident 
from many examples both antient and modern, among which 
I am now to treat of Peter Lord King, Baron of Ockham, fon 
and heir of Jerome King, of the city of Exeter, f deſcended 
from a genteel family of the name in Somerſetſhire. 
Which Peter Lord King was nephew, by the mother's ſide, 
to the great Mr. Locke, who, on ſeeing his learned treatiſe, 
An enquiry. into the conſiitution, diſcipline, unity and worſhip, of the 
primitive church, brought him to bend his mind to the ſtudy of 
the laws, wherein he ſhewed ſuch proficiency, that, being an 
eminent council and pleader at the bar, he was choſen Re- 
corder of the city of London, on July 27, 1708; and, on 
September 12 following, her Majeſty Queen Anne conferred 
the honour of knighthood on him, as a particular mark of her 


royal favour. He ſerved in the two laſt parliaments called by x 
King William, and in all thoſe of Queen Annes, for the borough 


of Beer-Alſton in Devonſhire.  _ 
In the firſt year of George I. (in Michaelmas term, 1714.) 
he was made Lord Chief Juftice of the common-pleas; and, 
on April 5 following, was ſworn of his Majeſty's. moſt ho- 
nourable privy-council, Alſo, in conſideration of his great 
merits, was created, on May 29, 1725, a Peer of this king- 
dom, by the ſtile and title of Lord King, Baron of Ockham, 
n the county of Surry ; and on June 1, 1725, declared Lord 
High Chancellor of England; and was one of the Lords Juſtices 
for the adminiſtration of the government during his Majeſty's 


*abſence. He was again, on May 3r, 1727, appointed one of 


the Lords Juſtices: and, on the demiſe of George I. the great 
ſſeal was on June 15, 1727, delivered to him by his ſucceſſor 


George IT. and his Lordſhip took the oath of Lord Chancellor. 


He had likewiſe a penſion of 60co1. a year, payable out of 
the poſt-office ; and departing this life on Monday, July 22, 
1734, at his feat at Ockham-in Surry, was interred in the 
pariſh-church there, on the 29th of the ſame month; where a 

monument is erected to his memory, with a fine marble ſtatue 

of his Lordſhip, and an inſcription on a marble pedeſtal, re- 
lating theſe farther particulars : 4 


He was born in the city of Exeter of worthy and 
ſubſtantial parents; but with a genius greatly ſuperior 
to his birth. By his induſtry, prudence, learning,

the peerage before it met for the diſpatch of buſineſs. His 
Lordſhip, in May, 1726, married Elizabeth, daughter to Robert 
Fry, of Yarty, in the county of Devon, Eſq; which Lady de- 
parted this life in' the 23d year of her age, on January 28, 
1733-4, leaving no iſſue. And his Lordſhip, afterwards, be- 
ing in an ill ſtate of health, was adviſed, for change of air, to 
go to Portugal, and, in his voyage to Liſbon, departed this 
life, on board his Majeſty's ſhip the Ruby, on February 10,

HE ſurname of this noble family, according to ſome an- 
tiquaries, is derived from the German word, Muntz,

of Queen Elizabeth, dedicating the account of his ſervices to 
his ſon Sir William Monſon, recites, that his anceſtor had an 
antient houſe called after his name; and an old pedigree of this 
family derives the preſent Lord Monſon, of whom I am now 
to treat, from John Monſon, Mounſon, or Munſon, as Va- 
riouſly wrote in antient times. © Which John was living in the 
reign of King Edward III. and, in 1378, 2 Rich.

In the expedition under 
the Earl of Eſſex, on the Spaniſh coaſt, in 1596, when Cadiz 
was fack'd and taken, he, with many more, for their valour, 
P were knighted. The next year, being likewiſe in commiſ- 


ſion under the ſaid Earl, in order to intercept the Spaniſh plate- 


fleet, this Sir William, and the Earl of Southampton, had their 


| Nation on the Weſt fide of Gratiora, and were the firſt diſ- 


coverers of that fleet; but the Earl of Eſſex, and moſt of the 


ſhips, being at ſome diſtance, the Spaniards eſcaped into Ter- 


cera, all but three ſhips that were taken. He was afterwards

But their chiefeſt 
glory was the taking a vaſt carract of 1600 tons, juſt arrived 
from the Indies at Seſimbra, a ſmall city of Portugal, fortified 
with a caſtle of twelve great guns, under which the carract 
lay; and on the Weſt fide had eleven gallies, each of them 
with five guns mounted, and their ftems foremoſt. Theſe ad- 
vantages of the enemy did not deter the Admirals from ventur- 
ing on her; and, after ſeven hours diſpute, the Marquis of 
Sancta Crus (who was on board, with 300 Spaniſh gentlemen) 


capitulated, delivering the carract and cargo, worth a million 


of ducats *. | | 
T heſe ſervices recommended Admiral Monſon to the favour 

of King James, and King Charles I. In 1617, he was called 
to give his advice before the Lords of the council, how the 
pirates of Algiers might be ſuppreſſed, and the town attempted ;

occaſion of hoſtility, or to make any nation enemy to his Ma- 
jeſty; only to defend his and the kingdom's honour, laviſhly 

taxed by the vain boaſting of French and Hollanders, which 
joined off Portland the laſt of May, to queſtion his Majeſty's 
prerogative of the narrow ſeas. But this fleet made good our 


ſeeas and ſhores, gave laws to our neighbour nations, and re- 


ſtored the antient ſovereignty of the narrow ſeas to the King, 
as was due to his progenitors. He has recited (printed in the;

and dangers, plainly ſhews the honefty of his life, After 
commending his works to him, he ſays, That ſo beholding

© The firſt book of his tracts is chiefly a collection of every 
year's actions in the wars againſt Spain, on our own and the 
Spaniſh coaſts, and in the Weſt Indies. A brief narrative; 
for no more is ſaid, but the force they were undertaken with, 
and the ſucceſs of the enterprize; yet the deſign is to ſhew 
the reaſons, either why they miſcarried, or why fo little ad- 
vantage was made where they ſucceeded. In ſome he is more 
particular than in others; and what perhaps may be ſtill of 
uſe, he at laſt ſets down the abuſes in the fleet, and the me- 
thods for redreſſing them.

handled. The fourth book is of another nature from any 
of the reſt, being a brief collection of Spaniſh and Portugueze 
diſcoveries, and conqueſts in Africa, Aſia, and America, 
with ſome voyages round the world, and ſomewhat of Eng- 
liſh and French plantations.

In the con- 
vention-parliament, which met at Weſtminſter, on January 22, 
1688-9, he ſerved for Cirenceſter, and was conſtantly choſe 
for that borough ; as 7 alſo Knight of the ſhire for the county 
. of Glouceſter in the three laſt parliaments of King William, 
and in the firſt, fourth, and ſeventh years of Queen Anne. 
When King William and Queen Mary were proclaimed King 


and Queen of England, on the eſtabliſhment of their court *, 


he was made Vice-chamberlain to Queen Mary. In 1696, 
he was a ſtrenuous advocate for Sir John Fenwicke, and his 


pleading in behalf of that unfortunate Gentleman ſhews his 


_ extenſive knowledge of the laws, and averſion to unconſtitu- 
tional meaſures. In 1699, when the army was reduced, it 
was principally owing to Mr. How, that the houſe of com- 
mons agreed to allow half-pay to the diſbanded officers : and 


when the Partition-treaty was afterwards under the confidera- 


tion of that houſe, he expreſſed his ſentiments of it in ſuch 
terms, that King William declared, that if it were not for the 
diſparity of their rank, he would demand ſatisfaction with the 
fword. At the acceſſion of her Majeſty. Queen Anne ®, he was 
ſworn of her privy-council, on April 21, 1702; and, on June 7 
following „ conſtituted Vice-admiral of the county of Glou- 
ceſter. Alſo, before the end of that year d, he was conſtituted 
Paymaſter-general of her Majeſty's guards and garriſons, viz.

ranny of Richard III. and therefore he was ſo pioully diſpoſed, 
that he built a chapel in the ſame place n where he concealed 


bimſelf; the ruins whereof ſtill remained, as is obſerved by Sir 


William Pole, a curious antiquary in Devonſhire. -

In the ſtatute of reſumptions, made in the firſt year of King 
Henry VII. there is an exception, that the ſame ſhall not ex- 
tend to Sir Richard Eggecomb, Ent. for the offices of feodary 
bvb of the dutchy of Cornwall, the conſtableſhip uf the caſtle of 
Launceſton in Cornwall, and of the caſtle of Hertford, and 
manor of Buſhey, in the county of Hertford.” He 
In 1487, 2 Hen. VIE. v he was Sheriff of Devonſhire; and 
that year brought aid to the King at the battle of Stoke, near 
Newark, on June 16, where John Earl of Lincoln, the Lord 
| Lovel, and their adherents, were vanquiſhed. After which 
the King, removing to Lincoln, and from thence into York- 
fhire, came about the middle of Auguſt to Newcaſtle upon 
W ys ; where, as Stow writes 9, he ſent Richard Fox, Biſhop of 
Wincheſter (Lord Privy-ſeal) and Sir Richard Edgecomb, Knt. 
Comptroller of his houſe, ambaſſadors into Scotland, to con- 
clude a peace, or truce, with James III. King of that realm. 
The Engliſh ambaſſadors. were honourably received by the 
Scottiſh Monarch, but as the Scots were averſe to the pro- 
poſed terms of Jt could only obtain a truce for ſeven 
years; and the King ſtaid at Newcaſtle till their return. 
He was afterwards ſent into Ireland, © being a perſon of 
© ſingular prudence? (as Sir James Ware obferves, in his an- 
nals of Ireland, p. 10.) to adminiſter the oaths of allegiance 
and obedience, as well to the nobility, gentry, and prime offi- 
cers, as to the commonalty of the realm; and brought over 
with him 500 armed men. E 3 
Among the manuſcripts in the Cotton Library, is a journal 
of his expedition, containing many particulars, unobſerved by 
our hiſtorians, both of England and Iteland. Therefore I ſhall 
recite the moſt material parts of the ſaid journal, which Mr.

On June 23, 1488, 3 Hen. VII. Sir Richard Eggecomb, 
Ent. took ſhipping at Mount's-bay in Cornwall, in the Anne 
of Foway, and arrived at Kingſale the 27th. He landed there 
28 June, at the requeſt of the Lord Courcy, and of the por- 
treve, who delivered him the keys of the town in the King's 
name, and he then gave them the King's pardon, and alſo

At night he went on 
board, and put to ſea, July 2, ailing towards Develyn, the 
wind contrary.

Dartas, or Richard the King's porter, with an intent to notify

Edgecumbe, that John the Provoſt-prior of the Friers-preachers 


of Morlaix, in Britanny, and the convent there, agreed with 
Joan, late the wife of Sir Richard Edgecomb, and Roger Hol- 


land, Eſq; his executors, for his burial in the church of the 
convent of the ſaid Friers-preachers, before the high altar, in 


an honourable manner. Accordingly a monument is erected 


there to his memory, under the high altar, ſhewing a man in 


armour, kneeling upon a tomb, praying at a deſk. And be- 4 
fore him ſtands a Prior, in his proper habit, holding in his left 


hand his ſtaff, and the two fore-fingers of his right hand held 


up, as rebuking the ſaid Sir Richard. At the feet of the pe- 


deſtal, or bracket, on which he ſtands, are the arms and creſt 


of Edgecomb, viz. On a bend, between two cottiſes, three boars 


heads couped : Crest, on a helmet, a boar's head couped : On a la- 
bel, between the figures of a Knight and the Prior, is this in- 
ſcription, The. ora pro me Richards, Behind the figure of the 


Knight, and the aforeſaid arms of Edgecomb, impaling, a 


cheveron between three eſcallops; and under the ſaid arms, 
on a ſcroll, is this inſcription :- |

He had to wife Joan, daughter of Thomas Tremayne, of 
Collacomb, Eſq; by whom he left iſſue Peirs (or Peter) Edge- 
comb, his ſon and heir ; and a daughter, Joan, wife of Fulke 
Prideaux, of Thawborough in Devonſhire, nt. 
Which Peirs Edgecomb was Þ made one of the twenty 
Knights of the Bath, at the creation of Prince Arthur, on the 
eve of St. Andrew, 5 Hen. VII. He © was Sheriff of Devon- 
ire, in 9, 10, and 13 of Hen. VII. And in 2 Hen. VIII. 
this Sir Peirs Edgecomb, with Robert Willoughby de Broke, 
Kant. John Arundel, Knt. and Richard Carew, Knt. they *, 
or any three of them, were impowered to array and review all 
men at arms, archers, and others, who were to accompany Sir 
Thomas Darcy, Knt. Captain of the caſtle of Berwick, in his 
expedition againſt the Moors and other infidels ; and to certify 
to the King, and his council, the number of men at arms, 
archers, and others.

Sir Peirs Edgecomb, with Jane his firſt wife, before men- 
tioned, had the town of Eaſt-Stonehouſe, and the village of 
Weſt-Stonehouſe, in Devonſhire, on the other fide the river 
Tamer s, which was the dwelling of Joel de Stonehouſe, in 
27 Henry III. The ſaid Sir Piers had iſſue by her three ſons, 


Richard, John, and James, who are mentioned in his will; 
_ alſo three daughters, Elizabeth, wife of John Arundel, of 
Lanhern, in com. Cornub. Eſq; Jane, the wife of Sir Thomas 


Pomeroy, of Sandridge in Devonſhire, Knt. and a, gt who 
was unmarried when her father made his will, who therein 
gave her a legacy of 300 J. Which will being remarkable, I 
ſhall give an extract of it b.

It bears date March 3, 1530, 21 Hen. VIII. wherein he

and cauſe an obite, or anniverſary, yearly to be holden for his 

ſoul, in the pariſh church of Plymouth, during ten years after 

is deceaſe, expending on every ſuch obite 208.

either of Dame Jane his mother's inheritance, or of his own

it may, by any manner of due proof, appear that he had taken

And I make and ordain my executors, Dame Catharine my 
wife, and Richard Edgecomb, my ſon. The probate bears 
date September 15, 1539, and the i inquiſition taken after his 


death, ſhews that he died on Auguſt 14, 31 Hen. VIII. leaving 


Richard, his ſon and heir, 40 years of age. 3 
Which Richard Edgecomb * was knighted at the creation: 


of Edward Seymor, Earl of Hartford, on October 18, 1537, 
29 Hen. VIII. He was Sheriff of Devonſhire in 35 Hen VIII. I 


and in the firſt year of Queen Mary. He built that ſtately 


Houſe, at Eaſt-Stonehouſe, called from him Mount-Edgecomb, 


the moſt beautiful ſeat in thoſe parts, as Mr. Carew has ob- 


ſerved =, who gives this account of it. Upon the South

< comb, a houſe builded and named by Sir Richard Edgecomb.

His knowledge conſiſted in learning and wiſdom... Touch- 


_ © ing his religion, his upright dealing bears witneſs, That 


© he had the fruits of a good conſcience.” Beſides, in his 


_ © life-time he kept a chaplain in his houſe, who daily and duly 


© ſaid ſervice ; and, at his death, he had the grace to call upon 
s God. K 

His learning in the arts he attained by his ſtudy in the uni- 
© verſity of Oxford, where he ſpent ſome part of his youth; 
© not idly, nor only whilſt he baited his horſe (as the ſcholary 
< minifter anſwered the biſhop's ordinary) but both orderly and 
< -ptrofitably, for he could tell what any man's errand was, 
that came to him. And in inditing of letters was ſo ſkilfu}, 


* that being on a time at the quarter ſeflions, where was ſome 


difference about the form of one to be ſent up to the Lords 


of the council, he ſtepped down from the bench, and at a 


©. ſudden penned it fo well, and to all their likings, as, with- 
< out farther amendment, they allowed, and ſent it forth. Yea, 
< the Lord Cromwell, in this point, gave him eſpecial com- 
© mendations. He had alſo a very good grace in making Eng- 
< liſh verſes, ſuch as in thoſe days paſſed for current; which 
< flowing eaſily from his pen, did much delight his readers. 


4 The ſharpneſs of his wit was alſo ſeen in his apophthegms; 


© of which, though I have heard many, I only remember two; 
© the one, That Ingratus was Latin for a prie/t* ( under- 


„ ſtand him, reader of them of thoſe times) and the other, 


C That where the good man did beat his wife, there Cupid wauld 
«© ſhake his wings, and fly out of doors.” 


© For his wiſdom, I will only give a taſte or eſſay thereof, 
© that by ſome parts the whole may be gueſſed: for he that 


would take upon him to diſcourſe of every point, muſt needs 
„ be a wiſe man himſelf. He uſed, what occaſion ſoever he 


had of expences, to keep always one hundred pounds in his 
© cheſts untouched [a good ſum in thoſe days] and yet he 
<< would never be eee to any man, neither break pro- 


'* miſe of payment. He was alſo very careful to have proviſion 


made beforehand, of all things belonging to the houſhold, 
for two years at leaſt; and would very willingly beſtow his 
money that way, whenſoever any good penny worths were to 
© be had, though he did not preſently need it. Beſides, he

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was e careful for bis poſterity, as, at his death, he left 400 l. 


« of old gold in his cheſt, for the ſuing of his ſon's livery, *- 
© It was moreover noted in him, that whatſoever he 40 he 
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© one man ſhould tarry for many, than many for one. N 
He was in ſpeech very fair, and in council very ſecret; 
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would be always girt with a ſword, at leaſt with a hanger. 
His reaſon thereof was, as I have heard, that ſome part of 
his oth of knighthood did bind him thereunto. Another 
point of his wiſdom was, that he continually maintained one 
in London, to bea ſollicitor of his cauſes; and to fend him 
advertiſement, with the ſooneſt, of all occurrences from the 


court, and elſewhere; wherein, if orders were given him of 


any buſineſs, concerning the ſervice of his Prince or country, 


or that his help were craved in behalf of his friend, he would 


not ſlack any time, nor overſlip any fit occaſion for diſpatch 
thereof. For his friend, he would deal as adviſedly, and 


follow it as effectually, as if the matter were his own. Ia 


his Princeſs's ſervice, he was ready with the foremoſt to 
execute her commandments; and prepared with the ſooneſt, 
to return anſwer. And whenſoever he was to meet at any 


place, for his country's affairs, he would always come with 


the firſt, and part with the laſt, ſaying, It were better that 


and yet was not his ſecretneſs towards his friends fo cloſe, 
but that he would lovingly impart to them whatſoever was 


convenient; nor his ſilence in ſpeech ſo great, but that he 


could entertain every one with courteous words, according 
to their calling; uſing to his betters reverence ; to his equals 
kindneſs ; and to the meaner fort, affability. And as he was 
naturally given to believe the beſt of every one, ſo could he 


ſcarcely be drawn to miſlike any, of whom he had once been 


well perſuaded. 1 | | 9550 

© Yea even to ſuch as were his enemies, being in diſtreſs, 
he rather lent a hand to take them up, than a foot to tread 
them down, as by this ſtory following may plainly appear. 
There was a Knight (Trevanion) dwelling in the fame ſhire, 
with whom, for divers cauſes in King Edward's days, he'had 
ſundry quarrels ; which, as at firſt they bred inward miſliking 


between them, ſo at laſt they break forth into open hatred. 
This Knight, in the troubleſome change in Queen Mary's 


clapped into priſon; and though the matters diſcovered 
againſt him were heinous, and his enemies (at that time 
bearing great ſway) very grievous, yet he obtained ſo much 
favour, as to be tried by certificate, from the gentlemen of 
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the chiefeſt authority in his country, for his behaviour there- 
in. According to whoſe report to the council, he was ei- 


© ther to be delivered, or more ſtrictly to be dealt with. This 


granted, 
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4 granted, he conceived very good hope of every other's friend - 
ly advertiſement ; and feared only the hard favour of our Sir 
Richard Edgecomb, who he doubted would uſe the ſword of 
revenge (then put in his hand) to his enemy's deſtruction. 
It happened, that upon return of their anſwer he was de- 
livered; and being at liberty, to the end he might know how 
his countrymens minds were affected towards him, he, by 
means, procured a copy of all theſe advertiſive letters; in 
peruſing of which, he found that ſuch as bore him faireſt 
countenance, wrote moſt againſt him ; and that Sir Richard 
Edgecomb's certificate made moſt for him: ſo as in all likeli- 
hood, his greateſt enemy, in ſhew, was the chiefeſt cauſe of 
his deliverance in deed. | | | EEC 
I would ſtay here, in praiſe of his noble mind, who ſhewed 
His valour, in conquering his own affections; his virtue, in 
abſtaining from revenge, being offered ; and his chriſtianity, 
in doing good for evil ; but that I am carried forth with no 
lefs wonder at this Knight's thankfulneſs ; who pretending, 
as though he wiſt not of his courteſy, to the, outward ſhew, 
continued his wonted enmity, until the next Chriſtmas after. 
At which time, on a night, word was brought to Mount- 
Edgecomb, that a company of armed men were lately landed 
from. Plymouth, marching up to the houſe. Sir Richard 
having heard before, that this Knight was in that town, and 
miſtruſting he had picked out this time to come and ſet upon 
him unawares, reſolved to ſhew himſelf neither diſcourteous 
to them he knew not, through fear; nor yet to lie open to 
his enemies, if they pretended any ſuch practice, through 
heedleſnefs ; he therefore cauſed his gates to be ſet wide open, 
and placed his ſervants on both ſides the gate, and hall, 
where they muſt paſs, with ſwords and bucklers ; but they 
coming in, turned this doubt into paſtime, for their armour 
and weapons were only painted paper, as by nearer ap- 
proaching was perceived; and inſtead of trying their force, 
with blows in fighting with men, they fell to make proof of 
the ladies {kill in dancing. 5 5 
© Theſe paſtimes at laſt being ended, they were led into ano- 
. © ther room to be banqueted, where this Knight taking off his 
"© vizard, and diſcloſing himſelf to Sir Richard Edgecomb, ut- 
'© tered, © That having the great courteſy ſhewn him in his 
« trouble, beſides his looking, and contrary to his deſerving, 
ac he was to come thither to yield him his moſt due thanks for 
te the ſame; affuring him, that he would from thenceforth 
<« reſt as faithfully his friend, as ever before he had ſhewed 
« himſelf a profeſſed enemy.“ In witneſs of which his true 
© meaning, and to ſtrengthen the friendſhip, ſo newly begun 
© in good will, into a faſt knot of alliance, he there 3 |

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o him a young gentleman, his nephew, a ward, and the heir 
© of his houſe (who being of fair poſſeſſions, came amongſt 
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the other company, maſked in a nymiph's 'attire) to match 


with one of his daughters; which marriage afterwards came 
to paſs. And here I ſhould alſo run out into commendation 
of this rare thankfulneſs, ſave that this Knight's many other 


ſhews of his right noble mind are ſo well known, that th 
need not; and ſo great, that they be praiſed enough. I wi 
therefore let them paſs, and ſhut up this part of Sir Richard's 


courteſy, when I have ſpoken a word or two of his ſoft na- 


ture; the rather, becauſe I have heard ſome diſcommend 
this his mildneſs, who were themſelves ſooner to be pitied 


for their ignorance, than to be anſwered for any weight of 


their frivolous reaſons. 


+© His liberality reſted chiefly in houſekeeping, and gifts. 


What proviſion he made for houſekeeping, is before ſhewed; 
which being carefully procured, was both orderly and boun- 
tifully ſpent: and as he wanted not flore of meat, ſo had he 


ca ſufficient company of ſervants to attend him at his table; 


the moſt part gentlemen by birth, and all of them both 
trained in ſervice, and courteous to ſuch ſtrangers as haunted 
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the houſe; who, when they came, found themſelves ſo well 
entertained, that this good Knight was ſeldom or never un- 
viſited. Vea, if he underſtood of any ſtrangers come into 
the country, of any calling, either by ſea or land, he would 
freely invite them home. And theſe, by reaſon of Plymouth, 
his neighbour town, were not a few; ſo that at one time, 
beſides many other great perſonages, he received into his 
houſe the Admirals of England, Spain, and Flanders. And 
this he did for ſome good ſpace*. A paſſage the more re- 
markable, for that the Admirals of thoſe Nations never met 
before ſo amicably at one table. 

© Neither could theſe great gueſts cauſe via to folyer the 
poor, who were daily as duly ſerved as himſelf. Moreover, 


whoſoever (either ſervant or otherwiſe) had brought him 


word of any thing to be bought at a reaſonable price, or had 
done any errand or ſervice for him, was ſure of a liberal re- 
ward. Strangers, arriving in the haven, were preſented with 
ſuch things as he had; and the poor, whom he met, re- 
ceived whatſoever came firſt to hand. It happened once, 


that a beggar craved an alms of him, to whom, inſtead of a 


ſhilling, he gave a piece of gold of ten; the beggar per- 
ceiving that he was miſtaken, and doubting his diſpleaſure, 


came crouching, and began to tell how he was deceived, 


offering him the gold again. But Sir Richard, loth to have 
« his alms known, ſaid to him, Away, knave, and if I catch

hurt by this repulſe, quietly departed.  _ _ 
But to draw this diſcourſe to an end, he refembled the 
© Emperor Titus, called, for his good diſpoſition, The Delight 
© f 5 World; who fitting on a night at ſupper with his ac- 
< quaintance, and remembering he had beſtowed nothing on 
< any man that day, cried out on a. ſudden, © Friends, I have 
« bff a day.” Sir Richard's virtues procured him the favour of 
© his Prince and the council, who, in times of danger, chiefly 
© committed to him, and a very few others, the goyernment 
© of the ſhire where he dwelt. They got him love among his 
< neighbours, who counted nothing too dear for him; and 
© coming hotne in their ſhipping from far countries,, would 
© hale his houſe with two or three pieces of ordnance ; and 
< preſent him with the beſt things they had. And laſtly, they 
© purchaſed him credit among ſtrangers, who would commonly 
© call him, The good old Knight of the Caſtle. Theſe few things 
© have touched, among many, which in him were worthy the 
© noting.' Thus far that worthy author. 
His lad will bears date July 1, 1560, the ſecond of Queen 
Elizabeth; and he departed this life. on February 1, 1561-2, 
the fourth year of her reign, as appears by inquiſition taken 
at Plimpton, on May 30, 4 Eliz. which ſhews that he died 
poſſeſſed, in Devonſhire, of the caſtle and honour of Totneſs, 
and 28 knights fees, anciently belonging to that caſtle and 
honour, which deſcended ta him from his grandfather, Sir 
Richard Edgecomb, K nt. who had a grant thereof, on June 75

and that he had three other ſons, Richard, Henry, and 
Edward; alſo daughters, Catharine, wife of Henry Champer- 
non, of Modbury-court in Devonſhire, Eſq; Anne, married 
to William Trevanion, Eſq; Honor; and Elizabeth, wedded 
to Thomas Carew, of Anthony in com.

I now return to Edwin Sandys (the fourth ſon of William) 
of whom, and his deſcendants, I am principally to treat. As 
he was diſtinguiſhed for his great learning, and eminent abili- 
ties, and one of the firſt reformers of our religion from Popery, 
divers authors have given ſome account of him, without a due 
conſideration or examination of facts, particularly as to the place 
of his birth: It is ſaid by ſome to be at London; by others, at 
Coniſby in Yorkſhire; but J by the famous Mr. Dodſworch, 
the antiquary, it is poſitively aſſerted to be at Hawkſhead, 
within the liberty of Furneſe in Lancaſhire; who alledges, 
that in token thereof, he built a free ſchool there, and en- 
dowed it with 30 J. per annum, for a maſter and uſher, out of 

lands in Hawkſhead, and ſeveral tenements in Vorkſhire. It 
is governed by truſtees, according to ſtatutes given them by the 

ſaid Archbiſhop ; and over the door of the Ehool is placed a 
fine ſtone, on which is engraved his arms, and the following 


inſcription : _

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The ſame author obſerves , that after about à year's im- 
priſonment he was diſcharged, and obſerving the fury comi 

on all that were reſolved to ſtick to the true religion, and wo 
not comply with the newly reſtored papal 1 he 
made his eſcape out of England, and took up his reſidene 
at Straſburgh, where the goſpel was profeſſed, and where he 
openly declared himſelf a proteſtant. He had for his com» 
panions, John Poyner, Biſhop of Wincheſter, Edmund Grindal, 
afterwards Archbiſhop of York, and Canterbury, ſucceflively, 


with others of the clergy; and theſe learned Knights, Sir Joha 


Cheeke, Sir Richard Morriſon, Sir Anthony Cooke, Sir Peter 
Carew, Sir Thomas Wroth, and many more, mentioned by 
Bayle. But I ſhall now recite ſome particulars of his troubles. 

h The Duke of Northumberland, after he came to Came 
bridge with his army, ſent for Dr. Sandys, the Vice-chancel- 
lor, 8 Parker, Dr. Bill, and Mr. Leaver, to ſup with him; 
and among other ſpeeches, ſaid, Maſters, pray for us, that 
we ſpeed well, &c. and required Dr. Sandys to preach on the 
morrow. The warning was ſhort for ſuch an auditory, yet he 
did not refuſe, but went into his chamber, and ſo hy oo He 
roſe at three of the clock in the morning, took his bible in his 
hand, and earneſtly prayed to God that it might fall open 
where a moſt fit text ſhould be for him to treat of. The bible 
fell open upon the firſt chapter of Joſhua, where he found a 
text for that time, the moſt convenient he could have choſen, 
Reſponderuntque Foſue atque dixerunt, omnia, quæ præcepiſti nobis, 
faciemus, et quocungue miſerts thimus : ſicut obediuimus in cunctis 
Moſi, ita obediemus et tibi, tantum fit Dominus Deus tuus tacum, 
cut fuit cum Moſe, qui contradiæerit ori tuo, et non obedterit cunctim 
ſermonibus, quos præreperis ei, moriatur, tu tantum comfartare, et 
viriliter age. This text moſt fitly ſerved for the purpoſe 3 and 
as God gave the text, ſo (ſaith my author) gave he ſuch ordert 
and utterance, as drew many tears from the audience. 
In the time of his ſermon, one of the guard lifted unto him, 
in the pulpit, a maſs book, and a grail, taken the night before 
by Sir George Haward, with certain of the guard, out of Mr, 
Hurleſton's houſe, where Lady Mary heard maſs, and had not 
been long gone. The Duke, with the reſt of the nobility, re- 
quired Dr, Sandys to put his ſermon in writing, and appointed 
Mr. Leaver to go to London, and get it printed. Dr. Sandys 
required one day and a half for writing it, and at the day ap- 
pointed, Mr. Leaver came ready booted to receive it of him, 
As he was delivering of it, Mr. Adams, one of the beadles, 
came weeping, and prayed him to ſhift for himſelf, the Duke. 
being retired, and Queen Mary proclaimed. Dr. Sandys ſhewed 
no concern at what was ſaid, but delivered the ſermon written,

to proclaim Queen Mary in the market-place at Cambridge, 
and told him ſhe was a merciful woman, and that he had ſent 
to know her pleaſure, and looked for a general pardon. The 


Doctor replied, © My life is not dear unto me, neither have 1 
- © ſaid or done any thing that urgeth my conſcience ; for what 


. © T have ſpoke of the ſtate, I have inſtructions warranted by 
the ſubſcriptions of ſixteen counſellors ; neither yet have I 
© ſpoke further than the word of God and the laws of the 
& realm do warrant me; come of me what God will; but be 
© you aſſured you ſhall never eſcape death, for if ſhe ſhould 
© ſave you, thoſe that now rule will kill you.” So Hen 
That night the guard apprehended the Duke, and certain 
rooms of the ſtable were as buſy with Dr. Sandys ; but Sir 
1 Gates, laying in his houſe, ſharply rebuked them, and 
drove them away. The next day he adviſed the Doctor to 


walk in the fields; and in the mean time, the univerſity, con- 


trary to all order, had met together in conſultation, and or- 


dered Dr. Mouſe, and Dr. Hatcher, to repair to Dr. Sandys's 


apartments, and fetch away the ſtatute book of the univerſity, 


the keys, and ſuch other things as were in his keeping, which 


they did. Dr. Mouſe had been an earneſt proteſtant the day 
before, but was now turned papiſt; and though Dr. Sandys 


had done much for him, he was now his great enemy, The 
bell ringing for their meeting, Dr. Sandys returned out of the 
fields, and ſending for the beadles, required them to? wait on 


Him to the ſchools, according to their duty. No fooner was 
the Doctor (the beadles going before him) come into the regent 
| Houſe, and had taken his chair, but Dr. Mouſe, with a rabble. 
of unlearned papiſts, went into a by-ſchool, and conſpired to 
ber his r. es 
Dr. Sandys began his oration, —expoſtulating with the uni- 
verſity, charging them with great ingratitude ; declaring he 
had ſaid nothing in his ſermon, but what he was ready to 
_ Juſtify; and their caſe was the ſame with his, they having not 
only concealed, but conſented to that which he had ſpoken. 


And as he was remembring them how beneficial he had been 


to their univerſity, and their unthankfulneſs to him, Dr. Mouſe 


came in again with his conſpirators, about twenty in number, 


One laid hand on the chair, to pull it from him; another told 
him that was not his place; and another called him traitor: But 
being of great courage, and perceiving they uſed violence, he 
drew a dagger, and had diſpatched ſome of them, if Dr. Bill, 


and Dr. Blith, had not fallen upon him, and prayed him for 


God's fake to hold his hands, and patiently bear that great 
offered wrong. By their perſuaſions he was contented, and the 
tumult ceaſing, he ended his oration; and having monies of 


: | the 
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and ſuch like things; the bible was ſent into him, but the 
ſhirts, &c, the yromen of the guard kept. 
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the univerſity's, he there delivered the utmoſt. farthing. He 


gave up the books, reckonings, and keys, and ſurrendered his 


office, © praying God to give the univerſity a better officer, and 


< to give them more thankful hearts, and fo repaired to his 


_ own college. 


The day after there came to him Mr. Jerningham, and Mr. 


Thomas Mildmay ; Jerningham told him it was the Queen's 


pleaſure that two of the guards ſhould attend on him, and 


that he muſt be carried priſoner to the Tower of London, 


with the Duke of Northumberland. Mr. Mildmay ſaid, he 


marvelled, that a learned man would ' ſpeak ſo unadviſedly 
_ againſt ſo good a Princeſs, and wilfully run into ſuch danger. 
Dr. Sandys replied, ] ſhall not be aſhamed of bonds, but if I 


could do as Mr. Mildmay can, I need not to fear bonds: far 
you came down againſt Queen Mary, and armed in the field, 
and now return for Queen Mary; before a traytor, and now

On this, his ſtable was robbed of four excellent geldings, 


and an inventory taken of all his goods by Mr. Moor, beadle 
of the univerſity. He was ſet on a lame horſe, that halted to 


the ground, which a friend of his perceiving, prayed that he 
might lend him a nag, to which the yeomen of the guard con- 
ſented. At the end of the town ſome papiſts reſorted thither 


to jeer him; and ſome of his friends, who mourned for him, 
to take their leave of him. | | | 


He was guarded, with the Duke, and others, to London, 
and coming in at Biſhopſgate, one, like a milk wife, hurled a 
ſtone at him, which hit him on the breaſt, ſo as like to have 
made him fall from his horſe; to whom he mildly ſaid, © Wo- 
man, God forgive it thee.” As he came through Towerhill- 
ſtreet, another woman, ſtanding in her door, cried, © Fie. on 
thee, thou knave, thou knave, thou traitor, thou heretic ! 
Whereat he ſmiling, ſhe ſaid, Look, the deſperate heretic 
laughs at this jeer. On which a woman, on the other fide 


of the ſtreet, anſwered, Fie on thee, neighbour, thou art not 


worthy to be called woman, railing upon this gentleman, 
whom thou knoweſt not, neither yet the cauſe why he is thus 
treated. Then ſhe ſaid, Good gentleman, God be thy com- 
fort, and give thee ſtrength to ſtand in God's cauſe, even to 
the end. Thus he paſſed into the Tower, the firſt priſoner, 
on St. James's day. The yeomen of the guard took from him 


his borrowed nag, and what elſe ſoever he had. His man, 


Quinting Swainton, brought after him a bible, and ſome ſhirts, 


After 
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3 After he had been in the Tower three weeks, in a bad priſon 
he was put into Nun's-bower, a better priſon, and with him 
Mr. John Bradford. On October 1, 1553, the day of Queen 
Mary's coronation, their priſon door was ſet open (ever ſhut 
defore) and Mr. Mitchel, his old acquaintance, who had been 
a priſoner in the ſame place, came in to him, and ſaid, © There 
© 1s ſuch a ſtir in the Tower, that neither gates, or priſoners, 
© are look'd to this day. Take my cloak, my hat, and m 
© rapier ; you may go out of the gates, without being wie 
4 tioned ; ſave yourſelf, and let me do as I may.” A rare 
_ friendſhip : but he replied, ©I know no juſt cauſe why I ſhould 
s be in priſon, and thus to do, were to make myſelf guilty ; 
© T will expect God's will; yet muſt I think myſelf moſt 
© bounden to you.“ On which Mr. Mitchel, finding him re- 
© ſolute, departed. 1 py 
_ Whilſt Dr. Sandys, and Mr. Bradford, were in cloſe priſon 
twenty-nine weeks, Mr. John Bowler, a very perverſe Papiſ, 
was their keeper ; yet, by often conference with him, atlength 
began to diſlike Popery, and to favour the goſpel ; ſo that on 
à Sunday, when they had maſs in the chapel, he brought the 
fervice-book, a manchette, and a glaſs of wine; and Dr. San- 
dys miniſtered the communion, according to the reformed re- 
gion, to Bradford, and to Bowler. 5 
When Wyat was in arms againſt Queen Mary, Dr. Cran- 
mer, Dr. Ridley, and Mr. Bradford, were caſt into one pri- 
ſon; and Dr. Sandys, with others, were ſent to the 7 py 
ſhalſea: and Wyat coming into Southwark with his army, he 
ſent two gentlemen into the Marſhalſea to Dr. Sandys, to let 
him know he ſhould be glad of his company and advice, and 
that the gates ſhould be let open to all the priſoners; but the 
Doctor deſired them to tell Wyat, If this riſing be of God, 
© it will take place; if not, it will fall: for his part, he was 
committed by order, and would be diſcharged by the like 
er depart,” To | 
Thomas Way, the keeper of the Marſhalſea, appointed 
unto every preacher a man to lead him in the ſtreet for the air, 
but he himſelf walked with Dr. Sandys; and diſcourſing very 
familiarly with him, the people took notice of him, and prayed 
to God to comfort him, and ſtrengthen him in the truth ; on 
Which the keeper ſaid to the Dodor, I perceive the vain 
< people would ſet you forward to the fire; you are as vain as 
© they, if you, being a young man, will fland in your own 
© conceits, and prefer your own knowledge before the judg- 
ment of ſo many worthy prelates, ancient, learned, and 
© grave men, as be in * realm; if you ſo do, you ſhall find 
é me as ſtrait a keeper, as one that utterly diſliketh your reli- 
gion.“ Dr. Sandys replied, © I know my years young, and 
| Ot, a 
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c my learning ſmall; it is enough to know Chriſt crucified z 
© and he hath learned potting, that ſeeth not the great blaſ- 
« phemy that is in Popery.. I will yield unto God, and not 
unto man. I have read in the ſcriptures of many godly and 
courteous keepers 3 God may make you one; if not, I truſt 
< he will give me ſtrength and patience to bear your hard deal - 
ing with me.” On which the keeper ſaid, Do you then 
© mind to ſtand to your religion.” Vea (ſaid the Doctor) 
by God's grace.” Truly (faith the keeper) I love you the 
© better ; 1 Jid but tempt you. What favours I can ſhew 
you, ye ſhall be ſure of, and I ſhall think myſelf happy ff 
© may die at the ſtake with you.“ And he ever after ſhewed 
Dr. Sandys all friendſhip. He laid him in the beſt chamber 
in the houſe, and would not ſuffer the Marſhal's men to lay 
fetters on him, as others had. He fundry times ſuffered him 
to walk alone in the fields; and permitted his wife, Mr. San- 
dys's daughter of Eſſex, a gentlewoman beautiful both in 
body and mind, to reſort to him; they had the communion 
there three or four times, and a great reſort of communicants, 
who offered Dr. Sandys money, but he would receive none. 
He was then in the prime of life, and amired for his learning, 
eloquence, fobriety, and other virtuous morals. His exhor- 
tations to the people were delivered with that energy, as drew 
tears from many, and made them abhor the maſs. © © 
After he had been nine weeks priſoner in the Marſhalſea, 
he was ſet at liberty, by the mediation of Sir Thomas Hol- 
croft, the Knight Marſhal. Sir Thomas ſued earneſtly to Dr. 
Gardiner, Biſhop of Wincheſter, for his deliverance, but could 
not prevail, except Dr. Sandys would be one of their ſe; 
and then, he ſaid, he ſhould want nothing. He wrung at 1: 
out of the Biſhop, that if the Queen could like of his de- 
liverance, he would not be againft it; which was Sir Thos 
mas's laſt requeſt, Thereupon he made intereſt with two la- 
dies of the privy chamber to move the Queen to it, who was 
contented, if the Biſhop of Wincheſter approved of it. Sit 
Thomas watched his going to ſpeak with the Queen, and fol- 
lowed him with a warrant for ſetting him at liberty ; and prayed 
the two ladies to put the Queen in mind of Dr. Sandys. On 
which ſhe ſaid, * Wincheſter, what think you of Dr. Sandys? 
© is he not ſufficiently puniſhed ?? And Gardiner, remember 
ing his promiſe, ſaid he was not againſt it, if her Majeſty 
liked to diſcharge him. Saith the Gate, Then truly we 
© would he were ſet at liberty.” On which Sir Thomas Hol- 
croft immediately offered the Queen the warrant, who ſigned 
the fame, and caufed Wincheſter to ſubſcribe his name thereto. 
The warrant was given to the Knight Marfhal again; but as 
the Biſhop went out from the Queen, be called to Holcroft, 
. - ; commanding 
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commanding him not to ſet Dr. Sandys at liberty, till he had 
taken ſureties of two gentlemen, bound in a bond of 5001. 
each, that he ſhould not depart the realm without licence. 

Folcroft alſo made it his buſineſs to find ſureties for him; 
and having diſcourſed with two gentlemen of the North, 
friends and couſins of Dr. Sandys, they agreed to be bound in 


body, goods, and lands, for him. He then ſent for the Doc- 


tor to his apartments at Weſtminſter, requiring the keeper to 
- accompany him. He came accordingly, and found Sir Tho- 
mas Holcroft in his garden alone, who immediately imparted 
to him his long ſuit, with the whole proceeding, and of what 
effect it had; much rejoicing he was ſo fortunate to procure 
him his liberty; and that nothing remained for him to do, 
but to enter into bonds, with his two ſureties, not to depart 
the realm. The Doctor anſwered, © I give God thanks, who 
© hath moved your. heart to mind me ſo well, and I think my- 
< ſelf moſt bound to you; I hope God will requite you, and 
© I never ſhall be found unthankful ; but as you have dealt 
c friendly with me, I will alſo deal plainly with you. I came 
© a freeman into priſon, I will not go forth a bondman. As 
© I cannot benefit my friends, I will not hurt them; for if I 
© am ſet at liberty, I ſhall not ſtay fix days in this realm, if 
© I. may get out. If therefore I may not get forth free, fend 
© me to the Marſhalſea again, and there you ſhall be ſure of 
Folcroft was much diſpleaſed with his anſwer, and told him 
a change would ſhortly come; the ſtate was, but a cloud, and 
would ſoon ſhake away; that his couſin, Sir Edward Bray, 
and his wife, would gladly receive him into his houſe, where 
he never need come at church; and that Lady Bray hated 
Popery ; adding, that he would not ſo deal with him, to loſe 
all his labour. But no perſuaſions could prevail with him to 
enter into bonds : which Holcroft perceiving, generouſly ſaid, 
Seeing you cannot be altered, I will change my purpoſe, 
and yield unto you. Come of it what will, I will ſet you 


dat liberty; and ſeeing you mind to go over ſea, get you gone 


quickly as you can. One thing I require of you, that while 
© you are there, you write nothing to come hither, for you 
may undo me.“ He friendly kiſſed Dr. Sandys, bid him 
farewel, let me anſwer Wincheſter as I may; and command- - 
ed the keeper to take no fees of him. i 
. Returning with the keeper to the Marſhalſea, he ſtaid there 
that night, and the next day gave a dinner to all the priſoners, 
taking his farewel of them with many tears, particularly of 
Mr. Saunders, who, at his own requeſt, was permitted by the 
keeper to be his bed-fellow. Their parting was very ſorrow- 
ful, with many tears, the one falling on the other's neck; pa 
| es | x „ 


ſo he departed, clearly delivered, without examination or bond. 
From thence: he went to the King's-bench, and there talked 
with Mr. Bradford, and Robert Farrer, Biſhop of St. David's, 
then priſoners. He comforted them, and they praiſed God 
for his. happy deliverance. He went by Wincheſter s houſe, 


and there took boat, and came to William Banks, his friend 


in London, with whom he remained one night, and the next 
night ſhifted to another friend's houſe ; ; and there he learned 
that ſearch was made for him. 

Dr. Watſon, and Mr. Chriſtopherſon, coming to the Bi- 
ſhop of Wincheſter's, Chancellor of England, told him, he 
had ſet at liberty the greateſt heretick in England, and one 
who, of all others, had moſt corrupted the univerſity of Cam- 


bridge. Whereupon the Biſhop ſent for all the conſtables of 


London, commanding them to watch for Dr. Sandys, then in 


the city; and whoeyer of them ſhould bring him to him, ſhould 


have five pounds for his labour. The Doctor, on knowledge 
of this, for greater ſafety, conveyed himſelf by night to Mr. 


Bertie's houſe, a ſtranger, who had been a little time in the 


Marſhalſea priſon with him, and was a good Proteſtant, and 
dwelt in Mark-lane. There he was fix days, and one or two 


of his friends repaired to him. He afterwards went to Mr. 


Hurleſton, a ſkinner, dwelling in Cornhill ; where he cauſed 
| his man, Quinting, to provide two geldings for him, in order 
to ride into Eſſex, to Mr. Sandys, his father-in-law, where 
his wife was. | 

At his going to bed in Hurleſton's houſe, he 8 a pair 
of hoſe too long for him, made whilſt he was in the Tower, 
by one Benjamin, a Proteſtant, dwelling in Birching-lane. 

5 was not permitted to ſpeak to him, or take any meaſure of 
him, but only look on his legs, whereby they were not made 
fit for him: theſe hoſe he prayed the miſtreſs of the houſe to 
ſend to ſome taylor, to cut them two inches ſhorter. She ſent 
them by her boy to the next taylor, who chanced to go to Ben- 
jamin that made them, and was then a conſtable, and ac- 
quainted with the Lord Chancellot's orders. The boy re- 
quired him to cut the hoſe; on which he ſaid, I am not thy 
* maſter's taylor,” Whereunto the boy replied, My maſter's 
© taylor dwelling far off, I came to you, as our next neigh- 
„ bour; for It is far night, and he wants them early in the 
© morning.” Benjamin knew his own work, and faid, < Theſe 
© are not thy maſter's hoſe, but Dr. Sandys' S, which I made 


for him in the Tower.“ Saith he, Go to thy miſtreſs, 


© pray her to fit up till twelve of the clock, and then I will 
bring the hoſe, and ſpeak with the Doctor to his good.“ 

At midnight, the miſtreſs of the houſe, and Benjamin the 
taylor, went into Dr. Sandys's chambers but N him not

to be afraid of their coming. He anſwered, Nothing can 
be amiſs; what God will, that ſhall be done.” On which 
Benjamin told him, he made his hoſe, and by what chance 
© they came into his hands; God uſed the means, that he 
might admoniſh him of his peril, and adviſe him how to 
E efcape it..

Accordingly Dr. Sandys, cloathed like a gentleman, in all 


reſpects, looking as one who had been long kept in priſon, was 

Benjamin through Birching-latie, and from one 
lane to another, till he came to Moor-gate, and from thence 
to Bethnal- Green. He there found the horſes were ready, and 
Mr. Hurleſtone ready to ride with him as his man. The Doc- 
for pulled on his boots, and taking his leave of Benjamin, 
would have given him great part of that little he had, but he 


| refuſed it. However, Dr. Sandys, on his return to England, 
remembered him thankfully. He rode the ſame night to his 


fathet-in-law's, Mr. Sandys, where his wife was; but he had 


not been two hours there, before Mr. Sandys was acquainted 


that two of the guards would that night apprehend his ſon-in- 


Jaw. Thereupon he was immediately guided to an honeſt 
farmer near the ſea, and took up his abode with him two days 


and two nights in a chamber, without fticring out of it ; after 


which he ſhifted to one James Mower, a ſhip-maſter, who 
dwelt on Milton ſhore, and was to fail with the firſt wind to 


Flanders. Whilſt he ſtaid in expectation of a fair wind, 


| Mower brought to him forty or fifty mariners, to whom he 


gave an exhortation, which they liked ſo well, that they pro- 


miſed to die for it, ere he ſhould be apprehended. 


On May6, being Sunday, the wind ſerved, and at the ſhore 


Dr. Sandys met Mr. Iſaac, of Kent, with his eldeft ſon, who, 
from the good opinion he had of the Doctor, ſent his ſon with 
ER” - 2» him; 
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him; and Dr. Cox alſo embarked in the ſame ſhip, Cockerill 
commander. They were within fight, when two of the guard 
came thither to apprehend Dr. Sandys; but they happily ar- | 
rived at Antwerp, and were'immediately invited to dinner by | Wl 
the famous Mr. Lock.

1 
pin, ſecretary of the Engliſh houſe, and Kinſman to Dr. San» 
dys, came and whiſpered in his ear, That King Philip had

Hereupon they roſe from dinner in a very great ſhower, and _ 
went out of the gate toward the land of Cleve: they had | | 
the good luck to light on a waggon, and haiting away, came 
ſafe to Auſburgh, in Cleveland, where Dr. Sandys ſtaid four- 
teen days, and then ſet out for Straſburgh ; where, after he 
had lived one year, his wife came to him. During his abode 
in that City, he fell fick of a flux, which kept on him nine 
months, fo that his recovery was doubtful. He had a child, 
| Which died there of the plague ; and his wife, after ſome time, 
fell ſick of a conſumption, and died in his arms. Bt 
After this, two of his friends left him, Edmund Grindal 
(afterwards made Archbiſhop of Canterbury by Queen Eliza- 
beth) who went into the country to learn the Dutch tongue, 
and Sampſon, who went to attain the Hebrew language. Dr. : | 
Sandys continued ſtill at Straſpurgh, ſupported by Mr. Iſaac, _—— 
who paſſionately eſteemed him, and was ever more ready to » at 
give, than he to take. The Doctor had of him above 100 | 
marks, which he paid again; and by his other gifts and friend- _ | 
ſhip to him, ſhewed himſelf a grateful man. His wife (as 
was ſaid before) being dead, he went to Zurike, and for the 
ſpace of five weeks was in Peter Martyr's houſe. As they fate, 
one day at dinner, the news of Queen Mary's death was 
brought, and Dr. Sandys Was ſent for by his friends at Straſ- bt 
burgh. r.

Elizabeth, has left an account of the funerals of thoſe perſons 
of quality that he buried; wherein he recites , that Edwyn 


Sandys, Archbiſhop of York, late-Biſhop of London, and be- 
fore Biſhop of Worceſter, died at Southwell, near Newark, 


in Nottinghamſhire, Wedneſday, July 10, 1558, and was bu- 
ried there the 15th of Auguſt following, with great ſolemnity. 


The antiquities of Worceſter, printed in 1717, p. 107, re- 


cite, that though Godwin, and others, aflr he was buried at 


outhwell, they are miſtaken; whereas he lies buried at 


e 
 Hawkeſhed in * among his anceſtors; and has, in 


bonour of him, in the North iſle, appropriated to his family, 


an inſcription to his memory, the ſame as was at Southwell. 


But this is an error, for he was indiſputably buried in the col- 


Jegiate church of Southwell * ; where is a curious monument, 
on the North ſide of the choir, with his effigies lying at length, 
with a book in his hand, and his children kneeling on one fide ; 


and round the verges this inſcription :

And the preamble being ſo very remarkable, 
and ſhewing his rare virtues and wiſdom, I ſhall, for the ſa-

IN DEI NOMINE, AMEN. , 
I Edwin Sandes, miniſter of God's holy word and facra- 
ments, Archbiſhop of York, although moſt unworthy ; often 
minding the frailty and uncertainty of man's life in general, 
and withal, feeling mine own manifold infirmities in particu- 
lar, both by my years, and for my ſins; and alſo remember- 


ing, that when the Lord God ſhall ſay, Redde rationem villieu- 


tianis tug, I, amongſt others, ſhall appear before the tribunak 
ſeat of Chriſt, to receive in this body according to that I have 
done, be it good or evil. I reckon that in myſelf a Chriſtian 
duty, with Ezechias, Diſponere mea. And conſidering, that 
as I brought-nothing into this world (for naked'I came out of 
my mother's womb) ſo can TI carry nothing thereout, but 
naked I muſt return again, even earth to earth, and carcaſe to 


worms, the way of all fleſh. While the Lord God hath lent 


me the leiſure, being preſently in ſound health of body, and

of perfect memory, I humbly thank him for both; even thus 
I diſcharge myſelf of thoſe talents which the Lord hath com- 
mitted unto my charge, and make my laſt will and teſtament 
in ſuch ſort as followeth : Firſt, and above all, my ſoul and 
ſpirit I commend, with David and Stephen, into the merciful 
hands of my gracious God, and loving father; aſſuredly be- 
lieving, by faith, and certainly truſting, by hope, that he, in 
the fulneis of his good time, beſt known unto him, and leaſt 
unto me, will receive the ſame unto himſelf; not in reſpect of 
any my deſerts, for my righteouſneſs is but a very dunghill, 
and defiled cloth, but of his own free mercies, and for the 
alone merits of his only ſon, mine only Saviour, Jeſus Chriſt; 
who being without any fin, was made a curſe and facrifice. for 
all my fins, that I might be made the righteouſneſs of God in 
him; who, in his own body, bare all my tranſgreſſions upon 
the tree, that by ſmart of his ſtripes, and blood of his wounds, 
J might be healed ; who hath cancelled upon the. croſs the 
whole hand-writing that was againſt me, that I might not 
only be entertained as a ſervant, or reconciled as a friend, but 
adopted as a ſon, and accepted as an heir, with God the Fa- 
ther; and an heir together with Jeſus Chriſt, who is alſo 
made unto me wiſdom, righteouſneſs, ſanctification, and re- 
demption. And as in this faith, and full aſſurance of my per- 
fect redemption, by the death and only deſerts of Jeſus Chriſt, 
the true lamb of God, and very lion of the tribe of Juda, I 
have and do live; ſo in the ſame firm and ſtedfaſt faith and 
hope I end my ſinful life, and gladly yield up, with all im- 
mortal and mortal bodies. Secondly, Although this body of 
mine is but a clod of clay, a priſon of my ſoul, my will is, 
that it ſhall be buried, neither in ſuperſtitious nor ſuperfluous 
manner; yet for that it hath been, and, as I truſt, not only 
2 veſſel of the goſpel, but likewiſe a temple of the Holy Ghoſt, 
| require, that the ſame be ſo decently and conveniently 
rought to ground, as appertaineth' to a Chriſtian, a ſervant 
of Almighty God, and a man of my calling; putting no doubt, 
but that I ſhall ſee my Redeemer with mine own eyes, and be 
covered with mine own ſkin, and that the Lord Jeſus ſhall 
make this my vile body like unto his glorious body, whereby 
he is able to ſubdue all things unto himſelf, Repoſita gſi hac 
mihi ſpes in ſinu mes. Thirdly, Becauſe I have lived an old 
man in the miniſtry of Chriſt, a faithful diſpoſer of the myſte- 
ries of God, and, to my power, an earneft labourer in the 
vineyard of the Lord, I teſtify before God and his angels, and 
men of this world, I reſt reſolute, and yield up my ſpirit in 
that doctrine, which I have privately ſtudied, and publickly 
reached, and which is this day maintained in the church of 
England; both taking the ſame to be the whole counzil of

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God, the wail and bread of eternal life, the fountain of living 
water, the power of God unto falvation, to all them that do 
believe; and he ſeeking the Lord beſides, to turn us unto him, 
that we might be turned, left, if we repent not, the candle- 


ſtick be moved out of his place, and the goſpel to a nation 


that ſhall bring forth the fruits thereof: and further proteſt, 
in an upright conſcience of mine own, and in the knowledge 
of his Majeſty, before whom I ſtand, that in the preaching of 


the truth of Chriſt, I have not laboured to pleaſe man, but 


ſtudied to ſerve my maſter, who ſent me; not to flatter either 


prince or people; but by the law, to tell all ſorts of their ſin; 


by the ſpirit, to rebuke the world of ſin; of righteouſneſs, 

and of judgment, by the goſpel, to teſtify of that faith which 
is in ſeſus Chriſt, and in him crucified. Fourthly, Concern- 
ing rites and ceremonies, by political conſtitutions authoriſed 
amongſt us: As I am and have been perſuaded, that ſuch as 
are ſet down by public authority in-this church of England, 
are no way either ungodly or unlawful, but may with good 
conſcience, for order and obedience foke, be uſed of a good 
Chriſtian ; for the private, baptiſm to be miniſtered by women, 
I take neither to be preſcribed or permitted; ſo have I ever 
been, and preſently am perſuaded, that ſome of them be not 
ſo expedient for the church now]; but in the church reformed, 
and in all this time of the goſpel, wherein the ſeed of the ſcrip- 
ture hath ſo long been ſown, they may better be diſuſed by 


little and little, then more and more urged, Howbeit, I do- 


eaſily acknowledge our eccleſiaſtical policy, in ſome points, 
may be bettered ; fo I do utterly miſlike, even in my conſci- 
ence, all ſuch rade and indigeſted platforms, as have been 
more lately and boldly, than either learnedly or wiſely, pre- 
| ferred; tending not to the reformation, but to the deſtruction, 
of the church of England. The particulars of both ſorts, re- 
ſerved to the diſcretion of the godly ; which of the latter J 


only ſay thus, That the ſtate of a ſmall private church, and 


the form of a large Chriſtian kingdom, neither would long 
like, nor can at all brook, one and the fame eccleſiaſtical go- 
vernments. Thus much 1 thought good to teſtify concerning 


theſe eccleſiaſtical matters, to clear me from all ſuſpicion of 
double and indirect dealings, in the houſe of God ; wherein, 


as touching mine office, I have not halted, but walked ſin- 
cerely, according to that {kill and ability which I received at 
God's merciful hands. Lord, as a great finner, by reaſon of 
my frail fleſh, and manifold infirmities, I fly unto thee for 
mercy. Lord, forgive me my ſins, for I acknowledge my 
| fins. Lord, perform thy promiſe, and do away all my ini-

And as concerning thoſe worldly things, which God of his 

bountiful goodneſs hath given for our uſe-; thus, as a ſteward 
of the ſame, for the diſcharge of my duty i in that behalf, I diſ- 
poſe of them. 

Firſt, therefore, I will, ordain, and appoint, that my fune- 
rals, nl debts wharfoever, be paid and diſcharged by mine 
executrix, hereafter to be named, out of my whole goods. 

After which he recites, that by indentures, bearing date the 
4th of June, in 18 Eliz. between him the ſaid Edwin on the 
one part, and Miles Sandes, of Latimers, his brother, Fran- 
cis Wilford, Edward Fenner, and Robert Brigges, Eſqrs. on 
the other part; they the ſaid Miles, Francis, Edward, and 
Robert, did ſeverally covenant and grant to him, his execu— 
tors and aſſigns, that ſuch perſon or perſons as he ſhould no- 
minate and appoint, ſhould and might hold, &c. and take the 
iſſues, profits, &c. of one meſſuage and a lodge, and land 
and paſture, called Curſewold park, alias Crudeſwood park, 
within the county of Kent; which the ſaid Miles, Francis, 
Edward, and Robert, had of the grant of Henry Leonard, 
Eſg; Kc. as by the fame indenture more at large appeareth ; 
he now, by his laſt will and teſtament, appoints and affigns 
the ſaid iſſues, &c. to his well-beloved wiſe Cicely Sandes. 

He further declares, that if it ſhould pleaſe God that Eliza- 
beth Norton, daughter of John Norton, late of Rippon, in 
the county of York, Eſq; deceaſed, and George Sandes, his 
youngeſt ſon, ſhall hereafter fortune to marry together, that 
then Thomas Spencer, and Thomas Porter, their heirs and 
aſſigns, {hall allure and convey all ſuch meſſuages, lands, &c.

Samuel, Edwin, 
Miles, Thomas, Henry, and George, by leaſes, patents, an- 
nuities, and otherwiſe; whereby they ought not, by reaſon of 
the cuſtom of the province of Vork, to claim their filial por- 
tions of his goods and chattels; he declares, that his ſaid ſons 
and daughters ſhould hold themſelves contented, and not make 
any dlaim of his executrix, &c, And albeit that he had ſo pro-

The reſidue of his goods and chattels, not before bequeathed, 
his funeral debts (and dilapidations, if any ſhould happen to 
be) being firſt diſcharged, he gives to his loving and faithful 
wife, Cicely Sandes, in full ſatisfaction of that her third part 
of his goods, due by the cuſtom of the province of York, and 
makes her ſole executrix ; requiring her, as ſhe will anſwer in 
good conſcience before Almighty God, to ſee this his laſt will 
and teſtament truly performed. 
He conſtitutes ſuperviſors, his truſty and well-beloved friends, 
Sir Chriſtopher Wrey, Knt. Lord Chief Juſtice of England, 
Dr. Toby Matthews, Dean of Durham, his loving brother, 
Miles Sandes, Francis Palmes, and his ſon, Samuel Sandes, 
Eſqrs. heartily praying them for all the good-will they have 
borne him, to give their beſt advice and aſſiſtance to his faid 
executrix; and bequeaths to each of them 101. And if any 
doubt, queſtion, or ambiguity, ſhould happen to ariſe, of this 
his laſt will, he deſires it may be decided by his ſuperviſors, 
or three of them; whoſe declaration he wills, that as well 
his ſaid wife and children, as all others having intereſt in his 
will, ſhall ſtand and abide, without any contradiction, on pe- 
nalty of loſing their ſeveral legacies, &c.

Before I treat of Sir Samuel Sandes, the eldeſt ſon, anceſtor 
to the preſent Lord Sandys, I ſhall give ſome account of the 
Archbiſhop's younger ſons. | | 

Edwin, the ſecond ſon, was ſent to the univerſity of Ox- 
ford, in September 1577, at the age of about 16*; and was 
admitted probationer-fellow of Corpus Chriſti college, Janua- 
ry 23, 1579, being then batchelor of arts. In 1581, he had 
conferred on him the prebend of Wetwang, in the church of 
Vork; but after the death of his father, he left his fellowſhip ®, 
and travelled into France, Germany, Italy, and other parts, 
for the ſpace. of three years; and at his return, grew famous 
for his learning, prudence, and virtue. A little before the 
death of Queen Elizabeth, he reſigned his prebend, and on 
King James's acceſſion to the crown, he had the honour of 
knighthood conferred upon him<, viz. May 11, 1603; after 
which he was employed by his Majeſty in ſeveral affairs of 
great truſt, and was very dexterous in the management, as 

Wood writes. He was a leading man in all parliamentary 
buſineſs, and efteemed an excellent patriot, faithful to King 
and country: but in that parliament, held in 1621, ſpeaking 
in defence of the liberty of the ſubject, he, and the famous 
Selden 4, were committed to the ſheriff of London, June 16, 
and not delivered till July 18 following; which was voted by 
the houſe of commons, on November 8 enſuing, a great breach 
of their privileges, He was treaſurer to the undertakers for 
the Weſtern plantations, which he effectually advanced, and 
as my author © ſaith, was a perſon of great judgment, of a 
< commanding pen, and a ſolid ſtateſman.” He wrote, while 
he was at Paris, anno 1599, Europe Speculum : or, A View of 
the State of Religion in the Weſtern Parts of the Morld. Wo herein 
the Roman religion, and the policies of that church to ſupport 
the ſame, are notably diſplayed, and confuted, &c, He left 
15001. to the univerſity of Oxford, for the endowment of a

(then cuſtomary) at Worceſter, September 2, 22 Jac. I. when the 
jury found that he died poſſeſſed of the manor of Wickhamford, 
with the appurtenances ; the manor of Omberſley, and reQtory

Samuel, his eldeſt ſon, inherited his eſtate, and being young, 


it was very much increated by the care of his guardians, until 
be came to age; but, upon breaking out of the civil war, in 


164 T, he left the parliament, and fided with the King, and 


had firſt the command of a troop of horſe; with which he was 
in the engagement at Wickfield, near Worceſter, and at Edge- 
hill; and in the march to Brentford; under the command. 325 | 
the Earl of Briftol. He then raiſed a regiment of foot, and 


armed it at his oon charge; and in the ſame year a regiment 
of horſe, conſiſting of ſeven troops; and a good part of a regi- 
ment of dragoons. Theſe, after ſome time, were ſcattered 


and broken for want of pay; but fhortly after he recruited 
both his regiments of horſe and foot, without the leaſt charge 


to the King, and kept them in conſtant pay to the end of the 
war. He was, in 1642, made Governor of Eveſham; in 1644, 
Licutenant-governor of Worcefter, under Prince Maurice, Ge- 


neral of his Majeſty's dominions of Wales, &c. He was en- 


gaged in moſt of the conſiderable deſigns, and undertakings, 
which were on foot during the war, for the King's ſervice; 
was frequently impriſoned, and under reſtraints, and his eſtate 


ſequeſtered, for which he was obliged to compound. He had 


fix troops of horſe, ſome months before the King's landing at 
his reſtoration, ready to be drawn together. By theſe means, 
the greateſt part of his eſtate was ſpent, having never received 
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any pay or reward for his ſervices ; and upon the reſtoration, 
he had only fix thouſand pounds allowed him out of the exciſe 
of Devonſhire, for all his trouble and charge. He ſerved often 
in parliament for the borough of Droitwich, and county of 
Worcefter ; and firſt married Mary, only daughter of Dr. Hugh 
Barker, dear of the arches, a younger ſon of the Barkers, of 
Great Harwood, in Buckinghamſhire, by whom he had two

county of Worceſter, and made Cofferer of his Majeſty's houſ- 
hold; from which he was. removed on December 22, 1744.

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 BRUCE-BRUDENEL, Lord Bruce. 


IHE family ef Bruce is of the ſame lineage as the Kings 

of Scotland, being deſcended from Robert le Brus (or 
Bruis) a noble * Knight of Normandy, who was a perſon of 
ſuch note and valour, and ſo much confided in by William 
Duke of Normandy, that after his victory obtained on Octo- 
ber 14, 1066, over Harold, King of England, he ſent him to 
ſubdue the Northern parts of that realm: which having ſucceſs- 
fully performed, he was rewarded ® with no leſs than forty- 
three lordſhips in the Eaſt and Weſt Ridings of Yorkſhire, and 
fifty-one in the North Riding of that county; where the 
manor and caſtle of Skelton was the capital of his barony. He 
likewiſe obtained by conqueſt, and other ways, Hert and Hert- 
neſs in the biſhopric of Durham. This Robert died about 


the year 1100, according to ſome writers, but, according to 


others, about the year 1094; and left iſſue, a ſon and ſuc- 
ceſſor, Eee RI 45 i 

Robert de Bruis, 2d Lord of Skelton, a man of great worth 
and honour, who contracted a great friendſhip with David I. 
King of Scotland, while that Monarch reſided in England, 
where he was ſtiled Earl, and Prince of Cumberland, during 
the reign of Alexander I. his brother and predeceſſor, and was 
alſo Earl of Northumberland, Huntingdon, and Northampton, 
in right of his conſort, Mathilda, or Maud, daughter of the 
renowned Earl Waltheof. This Robert de Bruis accompanied 
King David into Scotland, and was accounted one of his nobles 
and ſubjects, as is evident from the regiſter of the biſhopric 


of Glaſgow, where it is recited, that David, by writ between 


the years 1120 and 1124, gave centum ſolidorum in Hardingeſtra 
(in Northamptonſhire) for repairing the church of Glaſgow, 
with the conſent of Mathilda his wife, et procerum et militum 
meorum, Roberti de Brus, &c. It is equally evident, from ſundr 

documents, that the ſame Robert was poſſeſſed of the lordſhip 
of Annandale, which contained all the lands, from the bounds 
of Dunegal and Strathnith, to the lands of Ranulph de Meſ- 
chines, then Earl of Cheſter, and Lord of Cumberland; and 
it is affirmed, by ſome hiſtorians, that, by the mediation of 
King David, he obtained them in marriage with Agnes An- 
nand, heireſs of that vaſt eſtate, of which he got confirmation 
from that Monarch, and thereby had large poſſeſſions in both 
kingdoms. As he was a man of great parts, and equally qua- 
lified for the cabinet and the field, he was in high favour with 
Henry I. King of England, as well as with the ſaid David,

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King of Scotland. Being at the court of England, A. D. 1137, 

King Stephen joined him in RR with Bernard de Ba- 
liol, to endeavour to diſſuade or div ys. David from his 
intended invaſion of England, and Robert uſed all his intereſt 


with the Scottiſh Monarch; but to no purpoſe, for that Prince, 
neglecting the advice, purſued his former reſolutions, and entered 


England with a conſiderable army. Upon that, Robert with- 


drew his allegiance from David, and was on the Engliſh fide at 

the famous battle of the ſtandard, which proved fatal to the Scots, 
and was fought in 1138, near Northalverton, or Northaller- 
ton, in Yorkſhire. In this action Robert de Brus took priſoner 


his own ſon Robert, who had been left in Scotland, and was 
then about 14 years of age. When the father preſented him 


to King Stephen, his Majeſty defired that he might be delivered 
to his nurſe to be taken care of: and Sir William Dugdale 
ſays, he was more fit to be eating wheat bread with his mother, 
than by force of arms to. be defending his patrimony of An- 
nandale, &. However, peace being concluded next year be- 
tween the two kingdoms, in confequence of which Northum- 
berland was given to Henry, Prince of Scotland, Robert con- 
tinued in favour and friendthip with King David ever after. 
This Robert was very eminent for his piety and devotion, 
having in 1129, 29 Hen. I. (as appears by Sir William Dug- 
dale's Monaſticon) founded a monaſtery for canons regular of 
St. Auguſtine, at Gyſburn, or Giſburne (commonly called 
Giſborough) in Cleveland, Agnes his wife, and Adam his 
ſon and heir, joining with him therein, amply endowing it 
with twenty carucates of land, each carucate then containing 
ſixty acres. This monaſtery was the common burial- place of 
the nobility and perſons of rank in thoſe parts; and its church, 
by the ruins, ſeems to have been equal to the beſt cathedrals in 


England. He alſo beſtowed upon the ſame monaſtery the pa- 


tronages of all the churches within his Jordſhip of Annandale, 
viz. the churches of Annand, Lochmaben, Kirkpatrick, Cum 
bertrees, Renpatrick, Driveſdale, Hodham, Caſtlemilk, Gren- 
tenhou, with all the appurtenances of each and ſingular of thoſe 
churches. He alſo gave the church of Middlefburgh with two 
carucates, and two bavates, of land in Nehuham, to the 
monks of Whitby in Yorkſhire, on condition that they ſhould 
place certain of their convent there; with which they complied, 
and made it a cell to their abbey. He likewiſe gave to the ab- 
bey of St. Mary's, at York, his lordſhips of Appilton, and 
Hornby, with all the lands lying betwixtthe ſame, and the great 
road leading from York to Durham, being part of his lordſhip 


of Middleton. He alſo gave them two carucates of land, and 


a mill in Sunderland-Wick, as alſo the town of Karkarevill, 


which by the monks of that houſe was aſſigned to their cell at 


Wederhal 
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Wederhal in Cumberland. According to Sir William Dug- 


dale, he departed this life, 5 Id. Maii, (i. e. May 11) 1141, 


and was buried in the ſaid abbey of Giſburne; but according to 


Sir James Dalrymple, in the year 1143. However, he had 
two wives ©, 1. Agnes, an Engliſh Lady, daughter of Fulco 
Paynell, with whom he had the manor of Carleton; and, 
2. Agnes Annand, who 2 him the lordſhip of Annan- 
dale, as before- mentioned. By the firſt he was father of a 
ſon, Adam, his ſacceſfor in moſt of the Engliſh eftates : and 
by his 2d Lady, he had two ſons, William, of whom after- 
wards, as continuator of the male line of this illuſtrious family;

His eldeſt fon Adam, 3d Lord of Skelton, behaved with

According to the piety of thaſe times, he 
founded the priory of Hoton in Yorkſhire ; and he and Ivetta, 
his wife, dedicated the church of Thorp to the cathedral of 


Vork.

de Bruis, 2d Lord of Skelton, and firſt Lord of Annandale, by 
his ſecond wife, Agnes Annand, before-mentioned, who, in 
Tight of his mother, ſucceeded to the lordſhip of Annandale in 


Scotland, about the year 1141, or 1143, and to the lands of 
Hart, Hartneſs, in the biſhopric of Durham, by the gift of his 


father, to be held of him and his ſucccflors, Lords of Skelton. 


He obtained from Henry II. King of England, the privilege of 
a weekly market, on Wedneſday, at his manor of Hartlepool : 
and gave to the canons of Giſburne certain lands, lying ſouth- 


ward of the chapel of St. Hilda, at the ſaid manor, towards the 


fea. He confirmed the donations of the churches in Annan- 


dale, which his father had made to the monks of Giſburne. 


To ſhew that he looked upon his chief ſettlement to be in 


Scotland, he quitted his father's armorial bearings (Argent, 


a Lim rampant, Gules) and aſſumed the coat of Annandale, 
viz. Or, a Saltire and Chief, Gules. In a charter of ſome lands 
in Annandale to Adamo de Carledlo (one of his vaſlals) he is 
ſtiled H/illelmus de Bruce, Dominus vallis Annandia, &c. The 
charter is without date, but, by the names of the witneſſes, 
muſt have been granted between the years 1170 and 1180.

III. when many of the Barons 4 put themſelves in arms 
on pretence of aſſerting the laws of the land, and the peoples 
berties, he was one of thoſe who. ſtood firm to the King, 
and marched with him from Oxford to Northampton, where 
the rebellious Barons then were, with a great power; and on 
the affault of that town took ſeveral priſoners.

In 1290, 18 Edw. I. after the death of Margaret, Queen 
of Scotland, daughter of Eric II.

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with John Baliol, the other claimants ſuit being ſet aſide, 


when the right of ſucceſſion was declared to be betwixt theſe 
two candidates. It was alledged, among other arguments, 


for Robert Bruce, that it was cuſtomary, in Scotland, for the 


brother of the laſt King to be preferred to his ſon, and ad- 
duced an example of Donald V's ſucceeding to the throne, 
A.D. 854, in preference to King Conſtantine II. the fon of 


his elder brother King Kenneth II. commonly called Mac Al- 


in: that King Alexander II. who died in 1249, efteemed 
a as his heir, in failure of the deſcendants of his own 

body, even to the knowledge of Dornagild (or Derveguld) 
his (Robert's) mother's elder ſiſter, and John Baliol's mother, 
who was then alive, and aflented to it, at leaſt did not con- 


tradict it, having no male iſſue of her own: that it was a 


conſtant maxim in Scotland, for the ſon of the ſecond daugh- 
ter to be preferred to the heir female of the eldeſt daughter: 
and that King Alexander III. acknowledged this Robert to 


be next heir to the crown, failing heirs of his own body; all 


which was offered to be proved by living witneſſes. It was 
urged for John Baliol, that he ſtoed one degree nearer in 
conſanguinity to David Earl of Huntingdon, his grandmother, 
Margaret, being eldeſt daughter of that Prince; and that con- 


ſequently the crown belonged to him. On that principle 


[though the learned Mr. Thomas Ruddiman has clearly 


proved the right of repreſentation, according to the then 


rules of ſucceſſion, to have been in Bruce) the forty choſen . 
Peers, twenty of Scotland, 'and as many of England, did, at 


the tenth congreſs, in the caſtle of Berwick *, on November 
17, 1292, declare John Baliol King of Scotland, by the di- 
rection of Edward I. King of England, who acted as umpire. 
After that deciſion, Robert Bruce, and John Haſtings, Lord 
Bergavenny, who had been one of the competitors, in right 
of his grandmother, Ada, fourth and youngeſt daughter of 
the aforeſaid David, Earl of Huntingdon *, claimed each a 
third part of the kingdom, but were rejected. This Robert 


was ſo diſſatisfied with the determination, that he could never 
be prevailed upon, either to give up his title, or acknowledge 
King Edward Superior, or John Baliol King of Scotland ; 


and retired in great diſguſt to England, where, however, he 
did not long remain, but returned to his caſtle of Lochmaben. 
He died there in 1295 *, and was buried with his anceſtors in 


the abbey of Giſburne.

_ Huntingdonſhire, and Stretton in Bedfordſhire, who inherited 


all the virtues of his anceſtors, and left four daughters, his 
co-heirs, viz. Jane, wedded to Thomas Hart, of Warfield, 
in Berkſhire, Eſq; Elizabeth, to —— Bowdler, Eſq; Mary, 
to Baſil, now Earl of Denbigh; and Frances, who is un- 
married: and, 3. John de Bruis, or Bruce, of whom af- 
terwards, as anceſtor to the late Ear} of Ayleſbury. Robert, 


the competitor, had alſo, by his ſaid wife, a daughter, 9 


Chriſtian, married to Patrick Dunbar, 8th Earl of March. 
Robert Bruce, the eldeſt ſon, and 6th Lord of Annandale, 
attended Prince Edward (afterwards King Edward I.) into 
Paleſtine *, where by his courage and conduct he acquired 
great honour, Upon his return from that expedition, he re- 
tired into England, where he had à conſiderable eſtate. In 
1295, 23 Ed. I. he was made b governor of the caſtle of Car- 
lifle, and in that and the two ſucceeding years had © ſummons 
to parliament among the Engliſh Barons. In the laſt of thoſe 
years , being called Robert de Bruce ſenior (in regard to his 
eldeſt ſon, Robert, of whom afterwards) King Edward ac- 


 knowledging his conſtant fidelity, ordered him to be put in 


poſſeſſion of his lands in Scotland. He would never acknow- 
ledge the title of John Baliol; but being cajoled into the in- 


' tereſt of King Edward, with the hopes of attaining the Scot- 


tiſh crown by that Monarch's aſſiſtance, he contributed, to- 
gether with his ſon, aforeſaid, to the Engliſh obtaining the 
victory at Dunbar, A. D. 1296; after which, putting Ed- 


ward in mind of his promiſe, he received ſuch an anſwer as 


convinced him how little he had to expect from that quarter. 
Nevertheleſs, being conſtrained to accompany King Edward 


jn his future operations, he and his ſaid ſon were with him 


at the battle of Falkirk, on July 22, 1298, when the Scots 
were alfo defeated. After that action; he is ſaid to have had 
an interview with the renowned Sir William Wallace, one of 
the Scottiſh commanders, and to have been ſo much affected 


| with the diſcourſe of that great man, that he reſolved to aſſert 
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his own right, and reſcue his country; but he never had a 


proper opportunity. 


Hie married Margaret, Counteſs of Carrick, daughter and 
ſole heir of Neil, Earl of Carrick, and widow of Adam de 


Kilconath, who in her right was Earl of Carrick, and hav- 
ing accompanied this Robert to the Holy Land, died there 


without iſſue in 1272: and by her (in whoſe right he alſo be- 
came Earl of Carrick) had hve ſons, 1. Robert, his heir, af- 
terwards King of Scotland by the name of Robert I. 2. Sir 


Edward de Bruce, who, ſignalizing himſelf in behalf of his 
elder brother, was by him created Earl of Carrick, and being 
invited by a conſiderable number of the Iriſh to be their King, 


was crowned at Dundalk, but was defeated and ſlain there, 
A. D. 1318, after a reign of about three years, chequered 


with various ſucceſs ; leaving three natural ſons, viz. Robert, 
Earl of Carrick, who was killed, without iſſue, at the battle 


of Dupplin, in 1332; Alexander, who then became Earl of 

Carrick, but fell at Halidon-hill, A. D. 1333, leaving an 
only daughter, Helen, Counteſs of Carrick; who wedded Sir 
William Cunningham of Kilmaurs, but had no progeny ; 


and Thomas, who, upon her death, was Earl of Carrick, and 
diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the cauſe of his country, but left no 


children: 3. Neil de Bruce; 4. Thomas de Bruce; and, 5. 


Alexander de Bruce, who were all three put to death by

Robert, Earl of Carrick, and 7th Lord of Annandale, who 


though obliged to temporize, and adhere to King Edward, as 
he had a conſiderable eſtate in England, yet never loſt view of 
his right to the Scottiſh monarchy. When he judged the time 
favourable for his purpoſe, he communicated his intention to 


fome of his profeſſed friends : and as John Cumming, Lord of 


Badenoch, was (though ſiſter's ſon to John Baliol) among 
the number, and one of the moſt powerful men in Scotland, 
Robert, in order to ſecure him effectually to his intereſt, a- 
greed to make over to him all his paternal inheritance in that 
Kingdom, provided he would affift him to aſcend the throne, 


Cumming readily embraced the offer, as, in caſe of a reyolu- 


tion in favour of Bruce, he would have been in a fituation 
little inferior to royal : but at laft, doubting the ſucceſs of the 


enterprize, or actuated by the hopes of an ample reward, or 


perhaps of obtaining the crown for himfelf (John Baliol hav- 
— been dethroned by King Edward about nine years before, 


and then 2 in exile) he diſcloſed the whole tranſaction to 


the King of England. Robert Bruce was then at London, 


and had ſuch early notice of his being betrayed, that he made 


his eſcape to Scotland, though not without ſome hazard and 
difficulty. At his arrival there, his partizans were ſo enraged 
at Cumming's treachery, that ſome of them, on February 10, 
1306, put him to death in the church of Dumfries, whither, 
conſcious of his guilt, he had fled for refuge: but neither the 


church, nor the altar, were allowed to be a ſanctuary for 


fuch perfidy and treaſon. Robert, having then collected a 
ſmall body of men proceeded to his palace of Scoon, where he 
was crowned on Palm Sunday, March 27 *, 1306. He had 
enjoyed his royalty but a ſhort ſpace, when he was attacked 
and defeated by an army ſent againſt him by King Edward J. 


after which he experienced various turns of fortune, ſome of 


which ſeemed very unpropitious to- his affairs. He was obli- 
to live in an obſcure condition for a conſiderable time, 


during which his enemies tried every method their jnvention 


could ſuggeſt, either to captivate or deſtroy him: but being 
endowed with a large ſhare of magnanimity and ſagacity, and 
his partizans being likewiſe poſſeſſed of the ſame qualities, as 
well as' an inviolable fidelity, all the ſchemes againſt him 
proved abortive. In a few years he became abſolute maſter of

King Robert departed this life on June 9, 1329, and his 


only ſon, beforementioned, mounted the Scottiſh throne, by 


the name of David II. who was then in the ninth year of his 
age, and lately eſpouſed to Joanna, ſiſter to King Edward III. 
of England. The tranquillity of his reign was ſoon diſturbed 

by Edward, John Baliol's fon, who, landing in Scotland, 
A. D. 1332, accompanied by divers Engliſh Noblemen claim- 


ing lands in that kingdom, and being reinforced by the adhe- 


rents of his family, routed the Bruceans, and got himſelf 
crowned King. This diſaſter, together with the diſcomfiture 
of the Scottiſh army, next year, at Halidon-hill, obliged the 


regents to ſend David and his Queen to France. However, 


his partizans acted with ſuch perſeverance, that they expelled 
Edward Baliol, and David returned to Scotland on May 3, 
1342. Aſter his re-eſtabliſnment, he made ſeveral expedi- 
tions into England, to make a diverſion in favour of the 


French ; but on October 17, 1346, his army was routed, and 


- himſelf 
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himſelf wounded. and taken priſoner, at Nevil's Croſs near 


Durham. Several treaties were ſet on foot for his liberty ; but 
none took effect till 1357, when he was ranſomed for 


100,000 marks. Sterling. King David was twice married, 
Iſt to the beforementioned Joanna, daughter of Edward II.

In both, the King's beloved couſin, &c. a deſignation to 
which he was juſtly intitled, being the neareſt relation, of 
the name of Bruce, to the royal family. This Gentleman 


(from whom every perſon of the ſurname of Bruce is deſcend- 


ed) bore the arms of the Lords of Annandale, his anceſtors, 


viz. Or, a chief and ſaltire, -gules, with a ſtar or mullet on 
the chief, to denote his deſcent from a third fon of that illuſ- 


trious houſe : but his poſterity, upon the extinction of the 


elder male branches, laid aſide the far, and carried the arms 
ſimply, as undoubted chiefs of the whole name.

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Sir Edward Bruce of Kinloſs, ſecond ſon of Sir Edward 
Bruce of Blairhall, aforeſaid, being a perſon of great learning 
and eminent abilities, was * ſent, in 1601, by King ames Vf. 
with the Earl of Marr, to congratulate Queen Elizabeth, on 
her ſucceſs in reprefling the attempt of Robert Devereux, 
Earl of Eſſex, and then ſettled ſuch a correſpondence with 
Sir Robert Cecil, principal ſecretary of State, that he was 
eminently inſtrumental in the peaceable acceſſion of Kin 
James to the crown of England. In recompence of thoſe 
faithful ſervices, he had, ſoon after his return to Scotland, a 
grant of the diſſolved abbey of Kinloſs, in the ſhire of Elgin; 
and by letters patent, dated at Holy-Rood-Houſe, Feb. 22, 
1603 (36 James VI.) was created Lord Bruce of Kinloſs, 
with remainder to his heirs male for ever. That year, he 
accompanied his Majeſty into England, and on July g. 1604, 
was made Maſter of the Rolls during life. His Lordſhip was

The Earl of Aileſbury acquieſced in thoſe meaſures, as they 
were apparently the _ means of reconciling the King and 
people, and were entirely conſonant to the Prince of Orange's 
declaration, wherein he made not the leaſt inſinuation of a 


view to the crown. When theiKing was ſtopt at Feverſham 


on Dec. 14, from going over to France, on the news thereof, 
the Peers and Privy-council met, and, after ſome debates, they 
appointed o this Earl of Aileſbury, William Paſton, Earl of 
Yarmouth, Lewis Duras, Earl of Feverſham, and Charles 
Middleton, Earl of Middleton, to wait on his Majeſty, to in- 
vite his return to his palace at Whitehall; to which he ſhewed 
ſome reluctance, yet at laſt condeſcended to their requeſt. 


Afterwards, when the Prince's orders were communicated by 


three Peers, about one in the morning of December 18, to the 
King, then in bed, for his Majeſty to quit his palace of White- 


hall, the Earl of Aileſbury v, with Edward-Henry Lee, Earl 
of Litchfield, James, Earl of Arran (afterwards Duke of 


Hamilton) and George Douglas, Earl of Dunbarton, went 
with the King in his barge, who had 100 of the Prince's Dutch 
forces to guard him to Rocheſter, The ſame day, the Prince 


came to St. James's, and the King determining on-going to 


France, about three in the morning of Dec. 23, privately 
withdrew himſelf a, without communicating his deſign to any 
of his Lords, not even the Earl of Dunbarton, who lay in his 
chamber, and did not awake till he was gone. The Earl of 
Aileſbury returned to London ; but never took the oaths to

danger thereof, publiſhed a proclamation, on July 5, for ap- 
prehending Edward-Henry Earl of Litchhield*, Thomas Earl 
of Ayleſbury, William Lord Montgomery (ſon to William 
Marquis of Powis) and divers others, ſuſpected to adhere to 
their Majeſties enemies in the expected invaſion. However, 
his Lordſhip was not impriſoned on that occaſion ; for on Ja- 
nuary 5 following, 1690-1, King William * gave the royal 
aſſent to An Ac to enable Thomas Earl of Ayleſbury, and Elizabeth 

Counteſs of Ayleſbury, his Wife, to make Proviſion for Payment of 

Debts, and to make Leaſes of their Eftates : and in 1692 *, ̈ when 
the Queen, on May 9 ( another invaſion being threatened ) 

publiſhed a proclamation for apprehending Robert Leak, Earl 
of Scarſdale, the beforementioned Earl of Litchfield, and 

others, the Earl of Aileſbury was not among them. In 1695, 
the Earl of Aileſbury was ſaid to have been * at a meeting, in 

May, at the Old King's-head Tavern in Leadenhall-ſtreet, 
London, with the Lord Montgomery, Sir John Friend, Sir 
John Fenwick, Mr. Robert Charnock, and others, when they 
conſulted how to reſtore King James; and all agreed to fend 
a a ſpecial meſſenger to defire him to procure of the Feench King 
10,000 men. Biſhop Burnet, in his Hiſtory of his own Times J, 
recites, That after Queen Mary's deceaſe, the Jacobites be- 
gan to think the government had loſt the half of its ſtrength, 
and fancied an invaſion in the King's abſence would be an eaſy 
attempt; and thereupon ſent over, to France, Charnock, a 
fellow of Magdalen college, who, in King James's time had 
turned Papiſt, to let them know they would bring a body of 

2,000 horſe, to meet ſuch an army as ſhould be ſent over, 
But Charnock came back with a cold account, That nothing 
© could be done at that time. Upon which it was thought 
© neceflary to ſend over a man of quality, who ſhould preſs the 
matter with ſome more authority: ſo the Earl of Aileſbury 
© was prevailed on to go. He was admitted to a ſecret conver- 
© fation with che French King, and this gave riſe to a deſign, 
© which was very near being executed the following winter.“ 
And in 1695-6, when Sir John Friend, on March 23, and Sir 
William Perkins, on the 24th, were tried, and ſuffered for Sir 


Geo. Barclay's plot, on April 3 following, it appeared, that in 


May 1695 *, Charnock had been ſent over with a meſlage to 
King James, as before mentioned: and that the Earl of Aileſ- 
bury, the Lord Montgomery, and Sir John Fenwick, were alſo 
concerned . Upon which evidence the Earl of Aileſbury was 
committed priſoner to the Tower, in February, 1695-6. The

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Biſhop further obſerves b, that Peter Cook, ſon of Sir Miles, 
being brought to his trial, on May 13, 1696, was on account 
of the intended invaſion, being not charged with the aſſaſſina- 
tion; and that his trial was conſidered: as introductory to the 
Earl of Aileſbury's, for the evidence was the ſame on both. 
George Porter, and Cardell Goodman, were the two witneſſes 
againſt him, on his meeting with the Earl of Aileſbury, and 
others, in Leadenhall- ſtreet. All that was brought againſt 
their evidence, was (ſays the Biſhop) the maſter of the tavern, 
and two of his ſervants, ſwearing that they remembered well 
the company which was at the tavern, for they were often 
coming into the room where they ſat both at dinner time, and 
after it, and they ſaw not Goodman there, nay they were po- 

ſitive he was not there. On the other hand, Porter depoſed, 
that Goodman was not with them at dinner, but came after, 
and ſent him in a note<©; upon which he, with the conſent of 
the company, went out and brought him in. The jury con- 
ſidered that the ſervants of the houſe were not in conſtant at- 
tendance, nor could they be believed in a negative, againſt 
poſitive evidence to the contrary ; and it might be well ſup- 
_ poſed, that for the intereſt of their houſe they might be induced 
to make ſtretches; and thereupon Cook was found guilty, and 
condemned. He obtained many ſhort reprieves, upon aſſur- 
ances he would tell all he knew; but as he did not deal ſincerely, 
his puniſhment ended in baniſhment. Sir John Fenwick was 
next brought to his trial; but, Goodman“ having been per- 
| ſuaded to go out of England, there were not then two wit= 
neſſes againſt him; ſo by courſe of law he muſt have been ac- 
quitted: and alſo on that account the Earl of Aileſbury never 
came to his trial. But Sir John Fenwick had confeſſed (in 
hopes of pardon) before the Lords Juſtices, being on oath, that 
the Earl of Aileſbury, having been admitted to a private au- 
dience of the French King, propoſed his ſending over an army 
of 30,000 men, and had undertaken that a great body of gentle- 
men and horſes ſhould be brought to join them; yet at the 
ſame time (as obſerved by Biſhop Burnet) took care to name 
none of his own fide, except thoſe againſt whom evidence was 
already brought (as in the caſe of the Earl of Aileſbury) or 
who were ſafe, and beyond ſea: and King William not being 
ſatisfied therewith, Sir John was attainted by parliament, and 
ſuffered death on Jan. 28, 1696-7, The Counteſs of Aileſ- 
bury, his wife, was ſo afflicted at his Lordſhip's confinement 
in the Tower, that ſhe died in childbed-on January 12, 1696-7;

tinguiſhed ſoldier of extraordinary: ſtrength and e under 


William Duke of Normandy, in his expedition into England; 

and bearing a ſtrong ſhield before the Duke at the battle of 
Haſtings, againſt King Harold, contributed greatly to his pre- 
ſervation; and from that ſignal event, his poſterity aſſumed 
the name and motto of the family; the word Scutum in Latin, 
or Eſcu in French (a ſhield) being added to Forte, compoſing 


the name; and the motto is, Forte Scutum, Salus Ducum. He 


further adds, that Sir Richard returned to his family in Nor- 
mandy, and his poſterity remained there in great repute; but 


that he had another ſon, Sir Adam, a principal commander 
with his father, to whom the Conqueror gave Wimondeſton, 


Wimſtone, or Winſton (as it is now written) in the hundred 
of Armington in Devonſhire. This laſt may be proved by 
Doomſday-book; yet as Mr. Lodge cites no authority for ei- 
ther aſſertion, and no record has proved the firſt, that muſt be 
only tradition. It is probable the family might be in poſſeſſion 
of Winſton ſoon after the conqueſt ; and they continued Ne- 
ſeſſed thereof till the reign of Queen Elizabetn. 

The ſaid Sir Adam was father of another Adam, who had 
iſſue three ſons, Sir John, his ſucceſſor at Winſton, Sir Rich- 
ard, and Sir Nicholas, both Knights of St. John of Jeruſalem, 
who attended King Richard I. in the Holy Land : and there 
| have been many great and eminent perſons of the name natives 
of the county of Devon, as Sir Henry Forteſcue, a comman- 
der under the great warrior King Henry V. in France, by 
whom he was made Governor of Meaux. Sir Adrian Forteſcue, 


Porter of the town of Calais, who came over with King Hen- 


ry VII. and having effectually aſſiſted him to obtain the crown, 
was deſervedly by him created Knight Banneret. Sir John 
| Forteſcue, Chancellor of the Exchequer, and tutor to Queen 
Elizabeth for the languages, being a great maſter of the Greek 


and Latin tongues, and one of her privy-council ; of whom and 
W alfingham ſhe expreſſed herſelf, That two men outdid her 


expectation, Forteſcue for integrity, and Walſingham for ſub- 
tilty, and officious ſervices *.

I now return to Sir John Forteſcue, Knt. 2d fon, educated 
in Lincoln's-Inn, He was firſt in the reign of King Hen. VI. 
1430, called to the degree of Serjeant at law ', and in the 
Iqth year of that reign-conſtituted the King's Serjeant n. The 
next year, 1442, he was made Lord Chief-juſtice of England a, 
being a particular favourite of King Henry VI. to whom he 
was laſtly Lord Chancellor ®. He was a perſon of great abili- 
ties, excellent virtues, induſtry, and very exquiſite learning, 
as ſeveral books he wrote teſtify, particularly De Laudibus 
Legum Angliz ; but faithfully adhering to his maſter, Hen. VI. 
| after that Monarch's overthrow at Tewkſbury, in May, 1471, 
he retired to his houſe at Ebrington in Glouceſterſhire, where 
he died in diſcontent v, and is buried there, being ſuppoſed to 
be 9o years old when he died. In the chancel of that church 
a monument was erected againſt the north wall, with his. 
effigies at full length in his robes, adorned with coat armour; 
over which was faſtened a table of marble by colonel Robert 
Forteſcue, of Filley, with the following inſcription ;

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HIS family, one of the moſt antient in Warwickſhire 
came out of Normandy, where ſome of the name, bear- 
ing the ſame arms, are yet exiſting. In Stow's Annals, printed 
in 1615 *, is a liſt, taken. from a table anciently in Battle- 
abbey, of thoſe who came into England with William Duke 
of Normandy, in which the name of Archer is inſerted ; alſo 
in an ancient roll, cited by Stow ®, of the names of the chief 
noblemen, &c. who, in 1066, accompanied William the Con- 
queror into England, collected by Thomas Scriven, Efq; the 
name of Archer occurs. It likewiſe appears by another an- 
tient roll, that one of this family was among thoſe perſons of 
note that were ſummoned to attend the Conqueror to the re- 
duction of the © iſle of Ely, when Morcar, Earl of Northum- 
berland, and other reyolters, in conjunction with the Danes, 
had retired thither ; where, after a long ſiege, the ſaid Earl 
was taken, and committed to priſon. 5 | 


Edward Gwynn, Eſq; a learned antiquary in the reign of 


King James I. having, at the requeſt of the ingenious Sir Si- 
mon Archer, peruſed the deeds and grants of his anceſtors, 


| wrote a very curious diſſertation on them, which he addreſſed 
to him; and the manuſcript, being communicated to me by 


the Right Honourable Thomas Lord Archer, as alſo another 
manuſcript, wrote by Sir Simon Archer, with copies of the 
deeds of his anceſtors, both have afforded me freſh light into the 
deſcent of this ancient family, Mr. Gwynn concludes his ad- 


dreſs to Sir Simon as follows: Thus having at laſt (Sir) given

The ſaid Mr. Gwynn demonſtrates very clearly, that Fuls 
bert FArcher, with his ſon Robert, came into England with

To which charter ſigned as witneſſes, John Strafford, Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, Chancellor; Henry Burwerſh, Biſhop of 


Lincoln, Treaſurer ; John, Earl of Cornwall, brother to the 


King; Jobn de Bohun, Earl of Hereford and Eſſex; Henry 


de 8 William de Montacute; Ralph de Nevile, Steward 
of the King's houſhold, &c. whereby it is probable he was 


with the King that year in his expedition into Scotland. In

In 25 Edw. III. the ſaid Thomas, fliling himſelf fon and 
heir of John le Archer, gave to Elene de Fauconere, and Ju- 
lian, his ſiſters, one meſſuage in Thaneworth, which William 
le Archer, his uncle, lately held. This Thomas le Archer, 
by his will bearing date the Thurſday next after the feaſt of St. 
Thomas the Martyr, 1372, gave all his cattle and moveable 
goods to John Charnels, Lord of Snareſton, and Margaret his 
wife (probably his daughter) and bequeathed his manor of 
| Oyerton-Sancye to Margaret his wife, during her life. She 
was one of the daughters and coheirs of John Malley, of Mal- 
ley, in the pariſh of Mortimers-Cleobury, in the county of 
Salop, and had by her good poſſeſſions in Malley, and other 
places in the ſaid county, as is evident by the deeds of the fa- 
mily. His iſſue by her were Thomas his fon and heir, Gil- 
bert, ſecond ſon, and a daughter Joan, married to William 
Shelley. The ſaid Gilbert Archer, wrote of Taneworth, had, 
in 16 Rich. II.“ licence from the King to give to the prior and 
convent of Kenilworth, in Warwickſhire, one meſſuage, with 
divers lands at Hitchenden, in com. Buckingh. to them and- 
their ſucceſlors for ever. e | 
Thomas Archer, the eldeft ſon and heir, ſucceeded his fa- 
ther in 1372, 46 Edw. III. and rendered himſelf very conſpi- 
cuous, as will hereafter appear. For the year after he came to 
the eſtate, 47 Edw. III. 1373, he was one of the commanders 
of that army under John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter, which 
landing at Calais, the Duke, on July 20, marching from 
thence with the Duke of Bretagne in his company, traverſed 
a great part of France, with intent to draw the French King 
to ſend an army againſt him, whereby the fate of the two king- 
doms might be decided in open field; but that politic Monarch 
(as © obſerved by Mr. Barnes) gave ftrict orders to the Con- 
ſtable of France, and other his officers, not on any account to 
engage with the whole power of the Engliſh, but only follow 
cloſely to keep them ſhort of proviſions. Thereupon one 
morning the Engliſh army having paſſed Soiſſons, a city be- 
tween Picardy and Champaigne, tix ſcore Engliſh ſpears, that 
were foraging, fell into an ambuſh of Burgundians and French- 
men : upon which ſending advice to the army not far behind, 
fome who were neareſt advanced to their aſſiſtance, when be- 
ing out-numbered by the French, though the Engliſh fought 
very valiantly, they were overpowered, and molt of them taken

And of eſquires d, the ſaid Thomas Archer, 
William Dautrey, William St. Quintin, John Meinel, and 


eight others, all particularly mentioned. Which rencounter 


happened near to Ouchy le Chaſteau, not far from Soiſſons, on 
October 20, 1373. And afterwards the Duke cauſed his forces 


to keep cloſer together, and ſent out ſtronger parties to fo- 
rage.

In the ſame year, being in great 
confidence of Thomas Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick f, he was 
ain with him in the wars of France, in that expedition on 
the behalf of John de Montfort, Duke of Britanny, where 
they had great ſucceſs in taking ſeveral caſtles, till recalled b 
the King, on a truce concluded with the French. And the 
ſaid Earl, by his grant, bearing date at Worceſter, 20 Martii, 
x Rich. II. ſtiling him Dilecto nobis Scutifero Thome le Archer, 
pro bono et laudabili Servicio quad nobis impendit, et impendet in fu- 
turum (as are the words of the charter) conferred on him a 
yearly rent of C. 18. iiii d. iſſuing out of ſeveral tenements, of 
the ſaid Earl's, in Worceſter, to enjoy, during his life. And 
the ſame year that great nobleman being retained by indenture 
to ſerve the King beyond ſeas, with as banneret, four knights, 
and one hundred and ſixty- four eſquires, for a quarter and half 
of the year, well and ſufficiently armed and accoutred, it may 
well be preſumed he was one of that number. _ 
The French had invaded our coaſts, and done conſiderable 


damages, on which a great navy was fitted out, to make

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were, Thomas of Woodſtock, then Earl of Buckingham (the 


| King's uncle) the Duke of Britanny, Thomas Earl of War- 


wick, &c. but by tempeſts were' ſo ſcattered, that they re- 
turned without any great ſucceſs, only taking eight Spaniſh 
ſkips, near to Breſt. The ſaid Earl of Warwick, in 3 Rich. II. 
was, by the commons in parliament, choſen governor to the 
King, then but young, being, as Walſingham writes i, a man 
moft juſt and prudent, And it is no ſmall honour to the ſaid 
Thomas Archer, that he was ſo high in his favour, as before 
recited : yet is was likely to draw him into trouble, had not his 
foreſight and prudence prevented it: for the King, guided by 
ſome ſpecial favourites, after a few years, having declared he 
was of age to govern himſelf and the kingdom, laying afide the 


Earl of Warwick, with Thomas Duke of Glouceſter, they, 


apprehending ſome danger *, aſſociated many to aſſiſt them, 
and appearing in arms at Harringey (now called Hornſey) 
park, near Highgate, in Middleſex, conſtrained the King to 
call a parliament : but the King, guided by his favourites, ſo 
far reſented this, that in the 20th year of his reign, he cauſed 
his uncle, the Duke of Glouceſter, to be arreſted near Pleſhy 
in Eſſex, and hurried thence to Calais, where he was ſecretly 
murdered!. And the ſaid Thomas Earl of Warwick had judg- 
ment of death paſſed upon him; but the King qualified the 
ſentence, exchanging it for a perpetual baniſhment to the Iſle 
of Man. Whereupon, this Thomas le Archer obtained a ſpe- 
cial pardon, bearing date June 8, 1398, 21 Rich. II. for all 
manner of tranſgreſſions, and for whatever he had acted con- 
trary to his allegiance, &c. in behalf of Thomas late Duke of 
Gloceſter, Richard late Earl of Arundel, and of Thomas Earl 
of Warwick, as therein mentioned. After which, in the ſame 
year, he was wein commiſſion for aſſeſſing and collecting a fif- 


teenth and tenth, then granted to the King in parliament. 


In 14 Rich. II. this Thomas le Archer was in that repute for 


his juſtice and integrity, that Thomas Collins, of Tanworth®, 


conveyed to him divers lands for the foundation of a chantry, 
and maintenance of two prieſts, to celebrate divine ſervice for 
ever, at the altar of St. Catharine, in the church of Tanworth. 
He wedded Agnes, daughter of Sir Walter Cokeſey, of Cokeſey 
In Worceſterſhire , ſon of Hugh Cokeſey, and of Dionis his 
wife, one of the four ſiſters and coheirs of Edmund le Boteler. 
The ſaid Thomas Archer had a ſpecial indulgence from Pope 
Boniface IX. 4 dated June 17, in the fourth year of his pon- 
tificate (which was about the fourth year of King Henry IV.)

import) that did bear ancient arms from their anceſtors. It is 


not improbable that he was with the King in the 6th year of

Normandy * the Earl of Warwick being there; and from the 
connection between the Earl and him, it may well be ſug- 
geſted that he was with him; alſo in 7 Hen. V. when he had 
the aforeſaid ſummons. In 3 Hen. V. (being in the 3oth 
y_ of his age) he took to his firſt wife Alice, daughter of

Sir Edward Doding- 
ſell, and Nicholas Burdet, with others, of the county of War- 
wick, being likewiſe ſummoned at the ſame time. In 35 
Hen. VI. being to attend the King's ſervice at Berwick upon

He lived at Scotfold in Staffordſhire, towards the latter 


end of his life, as appears from his laſt will and teſtament, - 


bearing date January 18, 1469 , wherein writing himſelf 
Richard Archer, Eſq; of Scotfold, in Coventry and Litchfield 


dioceſe, he ordered his body to be buried in the church of St. 
Magdalen, at Tanworth, and bequeathed to the fabric

thereof four marks. He alſo appointed that twelve pounds of 


wax ſhould be burnt about his hearſe on the day of his fu- 


neral ; and that eight new torches ſhould: be lighted at his 
_ exequies, eſpecially during the celebration of maſs ; to be held 
by eight poor men, each of them having a ruſſet gown, with 
meat and drink for that day. He bequeaths to Sir Thomas 
Smith, his chaplain, 20s. and was a benefactor to the church 
of Scotfold, the church of Sekynton, the monaſtery of Poleſ- 
worth, the friars minors of Litchfield, the brethren of the gild 
of St. Mary at Litchfield, the brethren of the gild at Birming- 
ham, the brethren of the gild at Walſale, and to the poor of 
St. Mary of Tanworth, and Ellford ; and conſtitutes his wife, 
Joan, executrix. | 


Alſo, by codicil declared the laſt of March, 1471 f, in the 


preſence of William Cumberford, Thomas Draper, Sir Thomas 
Smith, his chaplain, and others, feoffees of the ſaid Richard 


Archer, Eſq; in one croft called Ball-yard, in Scotfold, and 


one parcel of meadow in Haſelore, be bequeaths thoſe pre- 
miſes for the reparation of the pariſh church of Scotfold for 
ever: and requires his feoffees, in his other lands and tene- 
ments, to grant an annual rent of 8s, .out of that burgage, 
with the appurtenances, in the tenure of Alvered Marſhal, at 


Tanworth, in com. Warwick; alſo a certain meadow in 
Dorthill (after the death of Nicholas Cornet) with all the 


rents and profits of his lands in Pathlowe, for a chaplain to 
pray for the fouls of Alice his wife, himſelf, and parents, in 
the church of Tamworth. He died foon after making the co- 
dici] (the probate of his will, with the codicil, bearing date 


June 21, 1471, 11 Ed. IV.) when he was in the 86th year 


of his age. It appears by the inquiſition taken after his de- 
ceaſe, that he died poſſeſſed ? of the manors of Bodyſtockton, 


and Huggeford, in Shropfhire ; and of divers meſſuages, &c. 
in Middleton, Huggeford, and Bridgenorth, in the ſame coun-

Which John Archer, Eſq; ſon and heir apparent of Richard, 


married, in 25 Hen. VI. Chriſtian, the widow of Henry Sewal, 


of London, and ſole daughter and heir of Ralph Blacklow, of 
London, by his wife Joan, the ſole daughter and heir of 


Thomas Coke, alias Malling, of Weſt-Malling in Kent; who 


was ſon of Robert Coke b. His father, Richard Archer, ſettled 
on them his manor of Malley in Shropſhire, and. Overton- 
Sancy in Leiceſterſhire. King Henry VI. by his letters patent 


dated wy 12, 1430, the 8th year of his reign, retained John 


Archer, Eſq; by himſelf, his factors, or attornies, to convey 


jn ſhips all manner of victuals and proviſions, for the victual-

On the laſt day of February, 1473-4, 13 Ed. IV. he“ co- 


venanted with the high and mighty Prince George, Duke of 
Clarence (as the indenture ſpecifieth) to be retained by the. 


faid Duke to ſerve the King, and the ſame Duke, in his re- 
tinue, in the dutchy of Normandy, in the realm of France, 
for a whole year; with three archers well and ſufficiently armed 


and arrayed, taking eighteen pence a day for himſelf, and ſix- 


pence a day for every of his archers, to be paid quarterly by 
the ſaid Duke, or by ſuch as he ſhall aſſign; the firſt quarter 
on the 19th of March next coming; on which day he was to 
have notice to make muſters of his faid archers, and to be 


ready with them at the time the King made his muſters, &c. 


And the faid Duke covenants to find ſufficient ſhipping for him 
and his ſaid archers, their horſes, harneſs, and victuals; and 
in conſideration thereof, to have the third part of the priſoners 
taken by them; alſo the preys, goods, and cattle, they ſhould 
take, except the King adverſary to the King of England, and 
all Kings, and Kings fons, his adverſaries of France.

of his body lawfully begotten, when he comes to the full age 
of 21 years; and, if he die, to the heirs of his body lawfully

And if the heirs of his body lawfully be- 
potten deceaſe, then to remain to the next heirs of him, the 
ſaid John Archer, in fee for evermore.

He lived to return to England ; and in 4 Hen. VII. was 
one of the commiſſioners concerning the tenths granted to the 
King by parliament? ; but further J do not find of him, than 
that he died in his manor- houſe at Umberſlade, aged ſeventy 


years and more, on December 4, 1519, 11 Hen. VIII. leav- 


ing John Archer, his only fon, heir to his eſtate, who was 


then 33 years of age, and upwards. The faid John married 
Margaret, daughter of Humphry Stafford, of Bletherwik, in 


the county of Northampton, Eſq. They were wedded be- 


tween the 24th of September, 1503, 19 Hen. VII. 4 and the

He had, by Margaret his wife aforeſaid, four 
ſons, Richard, Robert, John, and Edward; alſo a daughter,

Elizabeth. Edward, his fourth ſon, was buried in the church

Richard Archer, Eſq; his eldeft ſon, was 16 years of age 
on the feaſt of Pentecoſt, in 1521, 13 Hen. VIII. and was 
married in 17 Hen. VIII. before the feaſt of the purification of 


our Lady, to Maud, ſecond daughter of Nicholas Delamare, 


of Little Hereford, in the county of Hereford, Eſq; who had 


a ſon, Edmund Delamare, Eſq; that died on Dec. 18, 1522, 


14 Hen. VIII. leaving his two ſiſters his heirs, Suſan, of the 
age of 30 years, the wife of John Danſey, Eſq; and Maud, 
of the age of 26, afterwards married to Richard Archer, of 
Tanworth, as the inquiſition, taken on his deceaſe, ſhews. 


He had ifſue by her, 1. Anne, born at Reading, on Auguſt 14, 


the vigil of the aſſumption, 1526; 2. Humphry, born on 
May 3, the day of the invention of the croſs, 1527 ; 3. Miles, 
born the Monday after the feaſt of St. John Baptiſt, 1530 ;

aſſeſſing and taxing in the hundred of Kineton, the ſubſidy 
granted by parliament to the King that year. He was allo in 


the commiſhon of the peace in the county of Warwick; and 


on November 11, 1540, 32 Hen. VIII. the King reciting * by 
his patent, that in conſideration of the good and faithful ſer- 
vices of his beloved ſervant, Richard Archer, one of the 


eſquires of his body (who in that age attended on the King's 
perſon, as the Lords of the bedchamber do at this time) 
grants to his ſaid ſervant the office of Steward of his manor _ 
of Knoll, in com.

She was ſecondly the wife of Edmund Colles, of Leigh-court, 
in com. Wigorn, Eſq. The ſaid Humphry Archer, Eſq; had iſſue 
by her four ſons, Humphry, who died at the age of eight 
years; and Arthur, third ſon, who died an infant. The other 
two were Andrew Archer, Eſq; and John Archer, Eſq; who 
took to wife Eleanor, daughter and heir of Richard Frewin, 
of Handley, in com. Wigorn, Eſq. This Humphry had alſo 
four daughters, whereof one died an infant; Bridget was mar- 
ried to John Bancroft, of Hanbury, in com. Wigorn, Eſq; 
Margery, to John Colles, of Hatfield, in Hertfordſhire, Eſq; 
and Elizabeth, to John Hereford, of Suſton, in Herefordſhire, 
Eſq. The ſaid Humphry, their father, deceaſed in the, 34th 
year of his age, at his houſe at Umberſlade, on October 24, 
1562, in the 4th year of Queen Elizabeth, and was buried in 
the church of Tanworth, leaving his ſon, Andrew, heir to 
his eſtate, who was then but eight years and two months

Which Andrew Archer, Eſq; purchaſed ſeveral eſtates Y in 
the reigns of Queen Elizabeth, and King James I. He was 
Sheriff of Warwickſhire, in 7 Jac. I. and departed this life on 
April 23, 1629. He was married, in November, 1580, in 
the church of Farnborough, to Margaret, daughter of Simon 
Raleigh, of the ſaid place, in Warwickſhire, Eſq; and died 
before him. She lies buried at Tanworth, where on a plate 

of braſs, fixed in a frame of wood, on the north wall of the 
ſaid church, is her figure in the dreſs of the times, kneeling 
in prayer, on a cuſhion before a deſk, with a book opened, 
and the following inſcription : 2 :

1721-22, Mr. Archer contenting himſelf with the honour of 


having been elected for the county of Warwick in ſix parlia- 


ments, and with the ſatisfaction of having ſhewn a ſteady zeal 
for the ſervice of his country whilſt he ſat in parliament, and 


alſo in the faithful execution of the commiſſion that he was 


entruſted with, he then choſe to retire from public buſineſs, 
and reſided chiefly at his family ſeat at Umberflade, which he 
had rebuilt in an elegant manner, according to the modern 
taſte, and there died on Dec. 31, 1741, aged 82. He had 
alſo ſuch a regard to the memory of his father, that he erected, 
on the north wall of the chancel in the church of Tanworth, 
over the family vault, an handſome monument of black marble, 
having natural veins and branches of gold colour all over it, 
with a ball at the top, and at the bottom are figures mourning, 
and other proper emblems of mortality, in ſtatuary marble,

E HIS family of Ponſonby has been of great antiquity, 


taking their name from the lordſhip of Ponſonby, in the 
county of Cumberland, of which they were owners *. The

is John Ponſonby, who had iſſue Simon Ponſonby, of Hale, 
in the county of Cumberland, Eſq; father to Henry Ponſonby,

Sandes, of Rottington in Cumberland, had iſſue by her two 
ſons ©, Sir John Ponſonby, of Hale, aged 57, in 1665, and 
Henry, who both went over to Ireland, .during the diftrefſed

. reign of King Charles I. But before I further treat of them, 
J ſhall recite ſome particulars that I find in the laſt will and 


teſtament 4 of Sir Roger Ponſonby, clerk, parſon of the church 


of Chekinden in Oxfordſhire, who mentions ſeveral of his. 


brethren, and by the date of his will, Oct. 28, 1554, were of 
courſe living in the reigns of King Henry VIII. and Edward VI, 
He was ſeized of the moiety of the manor of Chekinden, which 
he orders to be ſold for the performance of his will.

tions his being ſick when he made it, but of ſound mind, &. 
and the probate ſhews he died ſoon after. He orders his body 


to be buried in the church of Chekinden, and leaves to the 
pariſhioners there xx l. and xx l. for a yearly dirige, and the 
maſs of five wounds to be ſaid in the church where his father 
and mother lie, and that a ſtone be laid over his father's grave. 
He had ſeveral ſervants to whom he leaves legacies; and was 


a benefactor for the mending of highways, and gave ſeveral 


_ Charitable bequeſts. He bequeaths to his brother, Sir Mat- 
thew Ponſonby, 131. 6d. 8d. To his brother Edmund Pon- 
ſonby, 961. 13s. 4d. To fix of his brother John Ponſon- 
by's Children xx l. each. He conſtitutes his brother Edmund 
Ponſonby, and two others, his executors, to whom he leaves 
the reſidue of his fortune; and in witneſs thereof ſet his ſeal 
and ſign manual, the day and year aforeſaid. | 
I have mentioned theſe, as it is probable Sir Matthew Pon- 


ſonby was the head of the family; and being poſſeſſed of an 


eſtate, he left him the ſmalleſt legacy as an acknowledment. 
I ſhall now proceed to give an account of Sir John Ponſonby,

Sir John Ponſonby, the elder brother, aged 59, in 1665, 
by his conduct and valour in the ſuppreſſing of the rebellion, 
gained not only the preferment of Colonel of a regiment of 
Horſe, but his other qualifications rendered him worthy the 
friendſhip of ſeveral noble perſons. Being a widower, and 


having ſeveral children, he ſettled his eſtate in Cumberland 


upon thoſe he left in England, from whom the preſent family 


in Cumberland is deſcendod. After the reduction of the king- 


dom of Ireland, he was one of the commiſſioners for taking 
the depoſitions of the proteſtants concerning the murders com- 


mitted by the Iriſh, during the courſe of the war; and was 


Sheriff of the counties of Wicklow, and Kildare, in 1654. 
When King Charles II. was reſtored, he was appointed, on 
March 19, 1660-1, a Commiſlioner for executing his Majeſty's 
declaration of November 30, for the ſettlement of Ireland. 
He repreſented the county of Kilkenny in the firſt parliament, 
called on May 9, 1661; had two grants of lands under the 


acts of ſettlement; and on July 15, 1679, an abatement was 


made of the quit- rents, impoſed on his eſtate by the ſaid acts; 
and by acquiring many debentures, and making other pur- 

chaſes, he left a conſiderable eſtate. He lies buried in the 
_ church of Fidowne near Beſsborough, with this memorial.

Sir Henry Ponſonby, Kant. the eldeſt fon, on October 1, 
1674, married Dorothy, daughter to Captain Shaw, of Drog- 
heda, but dying without iſſue in the reign of King William, 
the eſtate devolved on his brother William Ponſonby, of Beſs- 
borough, Eſq. Which William ſerved in parliament for the 
county of Kilkenny during the reign of Queen Anne, and to 
the time he was created a Peer.

| James's, July 28, and by patent at Dublin, September 11, 
1721, was created Lord Beſsborough, Baron of Beſsborough, 
in the county of Kilkenny ; and took his ſeat on the 23d of 
that month in the houſe of Lords. The preamble to his pa- 
tent ſets forth his own and his father's ſervices, and the cauſe 
of their coming into Ireland, as follows: 15 
Whereas ancientneſs of extraction, valour, unſhaken loy- 
c alty, and perſonal qualification, do juſtly claim favour and 
© eſteem of good and equitable Princes: and we having with 
© pleaſure obſerved, that our truſty and well-beloved William 
£ Ponſonby, Eſq; is deſervedly recommended to us by all 
theſe titles, being deſcended of noble anceſtors of Picardy in 
France, who at the Norman invaſion came into Great Bri- 
tain, and eſtabliſhed themſelves in the county of Cumber- 
land; whence his father removed, about eighty years ago, 
into the kingdom of Ireland, during the diftrefled condition 
of the proteſtant intereſt there, occaſioned by the popiſh re- 
bellion and their cruel maſſacres: in the ſuppreſſing of 
which, his valorous actions did not only gain him the pre- 
ferment of a Colonel, and the honour of knighthood; but 
his other perſonal qualifications rendered him worthy the al- 
lance of many Peers of the realm. Nor are the qualities of 
the ſon leſs eminent than thoſe of his father: with the ſame 
good diſpoſition has he, from his tender youth, roſe up an 
aſſertor of the liberties, and legal government, of his native 
country; ſignalized himſelf early, and for many years in 
the army; particularly in the reſolute defence of Lodi 
derry, when the common cauſe was at the laſt gaſp.

| Alban's, in the firſt volume, page 219, it is there men- 
tioned, that Lord Vere Beauclerk was third ſon of Charles, 
iſt Duke of St. Alban's, by his wife the Lady Diana Vere, 
eldeſt daughter, and at length ſole heir, of the Right Honour- 
able Aubrey de Vere, the 20th and laſt Earl of Oxford, of 

that moſt illuſtrious family, of whom I have recited his princi- 

pal actions, in my hiſtorical collections of the noble families of 
Cavendiſh Dukes of Newcaſtle, Holles Duke of Newcaſtle, 
and the family of Vere, &c. wherein I have fully ſet forth the 
deſcent of the Veres Earls of Oxford, with their memorable 
atchievments, warranted by records, authentic manuſcripts, 

our moſt approved hiſtorians, Rc. 3 
_ His Lordſhip, in memory of them, choſe the title of Lord 
Vere, when he was advanced to the dignity of Peerage. He 
was born on July 14, 1699, and entering early into a maritime 
life, diſtinguiſhed himſelf in ſeveral commands.

II. to create him 
a Peer of Great Britain, by the name and ftile of Lord Hyde, 
of Hindon, in Wiltſhire, with limitation to the heirs male of 
his body by the ſaid Lady Charlotte, his wife; and in default 
of ſuch iſſue, the title of Baroneſs Hyde, of Hindon, aforeſaid, 
to devolve to the ſame Lady Charlotte, and the dignity of 
Baron Hyde, of Hindon, to the heirs male of her body. _ 
On September 2, 1763, he was ſworn of his Majeſty's moſt 
honourable Privy Council, and took his ſeat at the board ac- 
cordingly. On the 10th of that month, his Lordſhip was de- 
clared joint Poſtmaſter-general with the prefent Lord Trevor; 
and continued in that office till July, 1765, when their Lord-

William Murray, who alſo made a great figure as a Lawyer, 
being reckoned one of the beſt Advocates of his time. Lord 
Balvaird had alſo, by the ſame Lady, three daughters, 1.

nipotentiary to the court of Vienna, where he now reſides. 

His Lordſhip married Henrietta- Frederica, daughter of 
Henry, Count Bunau (of the ancient family of the Bunaus of

Saxony, and Saxon Envoy at the courts of London and

INH E family of Hill has been very eminent, for their an- 
1 tiquity and worth, in the counties of Stafford, Devon, 
Somerſet, and Salop, as well as in other parts of England, 
particularly the north; and of great note and eſteem in the 
counties of Downe and Antrim, in Ireland, ſince the time of 
Queen Elizabeth. | | 

Amongſt many others, who were ornaments to their coun- 
try, as well as their name, was Sir John Hill, of Hill's-Court 
(the place of his birth) in the ſuburbs of Exeter, and county 
of Devon ; who, having been bred to the Law, was advanced 
to the degree of a Serjeant, on the Monday after the Purifica- 
tion, 1382-3, 6 Rich. II. and on September 30, 1400, 2 Hen- 
ry IV. was conſtituted one of the Judges of the court of 

King's-Bench. 
Cotemporary with this Sir John Hill, lived Sir Robert Hill, 
of Shilſton in the ſaid county of Devon, who, being likewiſe 
brought up to the Law, was appointed Serjeant to King Hen- 
ry IV. in 1400; and about nine years after was advanced to 
the office of one of the Juſtices of the court of Common- 
| Pleas, in which he was continued by the two ſucceeding Mo- 


narchs, Henry V. and Henry VI. Sir Robert poſſeſſed a great 


eſtate, which his poſterity enjoyed about nine generations, 
till it was waſted and diſpoſed of by Robert Hill, Eſq; and his 
fon Edward, | 885 


The family then diſperſed: and Sir Moſes (frequently 


written Moyſes) Hill, anceſtor to Lord Harwich, was, during 
the commotions of Shane O Neile in the North of Ireland, 
one of thoſe gentlemen, who were aſſociated, in 1573, under 
Walter Devereux, iſt Earl of Eſſex, to ſuppreſs them. After 


that nobleman's diſappointments, and death (which happened 


on September 22, 1576) he ſerved under his fon Robert, 2d 
Earl of Eflex, who, on March 12, 1598, was declared Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland by Queen Elizabeth, and ſent over with 
a conſiderable army againſt Hugh O Neile, Earl of Tir-Oen, 


or Tyrone, then in open rebellion. The Earl of Eſſex re- 


turning to England in September, 1599, Sir Moſes continued 
in the army under Charles Blount, Lord Mountjoy, his Lord- 
ſhip's ſucceſſor as Lord Lieutenant; and was by him conſti- 


tuted Governor of Olderfleet-caftle, an important fortreſs in 
thoſe times, as it guarded the harbour of Larne from the inva- 


ſion of the Scots. 


After the ſaid Ear] of Tyrone's ſubmiſſion, and the acceſ- 


fion of King James I. to the crown of England, Sir Moſes 
was, by that Monarch, in conſideration of his ſufficiency, 
. 5 valour, 
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valour, ſxill, and long experience of his ſervice. in Ulſter, 
conſtituted, on December 15, 1603, the firſt Provoſt-Mare- 
ſchal of the forces of Carrickfergus, and allowed a fee of fix 
ſhillings a day. He ſerved under Arthur, Lord Chicheſter, 
many years Lieutenant of Ireland: and King James, for the 
reaſons mentioned in the patent, viz. foraſmuch as the mul- 
„ titude of malefactors, and other. looſe and idle perſons, 
<« within the province of Ulſter, required that his Majeſty. 
c ſhould correct and repreſs them by ſome ſpeedier and ſharper 
„ means, than by the ordinary courſe of common laws; and 
«© conſidering the martial law and orders thereof to be very 
* neceſſary for the reformation of ſuch looſe vagrants; and 
* having bad good experience of the cireumſpection, induſtry, 
* knowledge, of Sir Moyſes Hill, Knight,” was pleaſed, on 
April 14,-1617, 15 Jac. I. to appoint him Provoſt-Mareſfchal 
of the whole province of Ulſter, for life, with full power to 
try and examine all diſorders and offences, and, upon con- 
viction, to proceed by martial law to judgment, and. puniſh-

By Inquiſition taken after his death, in Worceſterſhire, he 
was found to die ſeiſed of the manors of Frankley, Spechley, 
Moſeley, and Couleſdon, and of divers meſſuages and lands in 
Cuddely, Bradicote, White Lady Aſton, Upton Snodſbury, 
Crowle, Pinton and Stone, all in the faid county f.

Anno 1654, he was ſeiſed by warrant 
from Cromwell, and confined in the Tower, on ſuſpicion of 
having deſigns to ſubvert the government, a large quantity of 
arms being diſcovered in a private chamber, at his houſe at 
 Hagley*. He was kept a cloſe priſoner ſeventeen months; his 
eſtate put under ſequeſtration, and the then expenſive office of 
the ſheriffalty of Worceſterſhire laid upon him (anne 1655) 
during his confinement. A very ſhort time before the reſtora- 
tion took place, he was honoured with the following letter 
from the King, all wrote in his own hand; which ſhews how 
high a value the King ſet upon his fervice::

After the ſurrender of the town, he eſcaped 
into France; but returned to England in the year 1659, juſt 
before Sir George Booth's riſing in Cheſhire for the King.

in a public one; for it appears by other letters, in the Ormond 


Collection (from whence the above was extracted u) that he 


was employed on many ſecret and important meſſages; between 
the King and his friends in England, at that critical conjuncture, 
juſt preceding the reſtoration. How favourably Sir Edward 


Hyde thought of him, at that time, though he does not vouch- 


ſafe to mention him in his Hiſtory, appears from the following 1 


letter of his to the Marquis of Ormond: |

Anno 1662, he was knighted, and went ſoon after to Ja- 
maica, with Lord Windſor, as Lieutenant Governor ; who 
quickly leaving that iſland, on accunt of ill health, Sir Charles 
Lyttelton remained ſole Governor, and built the town of Port 
Royal, which was almoſt entirely deſtroyed by the great earth- 
quake, in 1692. On his return to Enetand, he was ap- 
pointed Colonel of the Duke of York's regiment. Anno 167 3, 
he was made Governor of Sheerneſs and Landguard Fort; 
and had other employments under the crown in the reign 
of King Charles II.

5 PETTY, Lord Wycombe. 


OHN Petty, late Lord Wycombe, Earl of Shelburne, &c. : 
was ſecond ſurviving ſon of Thomas Fitz-Maurice, Earl 


of Kerry in the kingdom of Ireland, by Anne, his wife, only 
daughter of the renowned Sir William Petty, Kat. and ſiſter 
to Henry Petty, Earl of Shelburne: But before we proceed 
with his Lordſhip's paternal anceſtors, we ſhall give an ac- 
count of his mother's family, as his Lordſhip inherited their 
eſtate, and took their ſurname. | 5 | 

The ſaid Henry, Eadl of Shelburne, was deſcended from 
Anthony Petty, of Rumſey in the county of Southampton, 


clothier, who was father of the beforementioned Sir William 
Petty, Anthony Petty, and a daughter, 4+——, beſides other 


children. The daughter was married to James Napier, Eſq; 
| 4th ſon of Sir Nathanael Napier, of Middle-Merſhall in Dor- 
ſetſhire, Bart. who derived his origin from Lord Napier's fa- 
mily in Scotland, a cadet from the ancient Earls of Lennox 
in that kingdom (their armonial bearings being the ſame, viz. 
Argent, a Saltire, engrailed, between four Roſes, Gules) and whoſe 


anceſtor acquired the ſurname of Napier by his matchleſs 


bravery in battle. From the ſaid James Napier, Eſq; deſcended, 
by this marriage, Nathanael Napier, of Loughrew in the 
county of Meath, Eſq; Lieutenant-general Robert Napier, and 
others of that name, in Ireland. 


Sir William Petty, aforeſaid, was born at Rumſey, on 


May 26, 1623, and diſcovered ſuch an early genius for me- 
chanics, and fo well underſtood the buſineſs of ſome arti- 
hcers, viz. ſmiths, carpenters, &c. that he could, at twelve 
years of age, work at their ſeveral employments. He learned 
Grammar at the place of his nativity, whence he went to the 
Univerſity of Oxford; and, when he attained the fifteenth 
year of his age, was maſter of the Latin, Greek, and French 


languages, the whole ſyſtem of common Arithmetic, and 
thoſe parts of practical Geometry and Aſtronomy that tended 


to the knowledge of Navigation, Dialling, &c. Thus quali- 
fed, he ſerved on board the royal navy, where, at the age of 
twenty years, he had made about 601. with which he went to 
the Low Countries and France, in 1643, when the parlia- 
mentary rebellion raged againſt King Charles I. and ſtudied, 
with great application, Anatomy, Medicine, &c. at Utrecht, 
Leyden, Amiterdam, Paris, &c. Whilſt abroad, he read Ve- 
laſius with the famous Mr. Thomas Hobbes, of Malmeſbury, 
who delighted in his company, and teftified an eagerneſs to en- 
courage his pregnant genius. He. returned to Rumſey, in 
1647, in company with his brother Anthony, whom he had 
RE Gg3 _ educated, 
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educated; and by that time had encreaſed his ſtock” to about 


701. after defraying his own and his ſaid brother's expences 
abroad. On March 6, 1647-8, the parliament ordered him 
a patent, to be in force for 17 years, for teaching his method 


of Double writing. He concurred with the people then in 


power; and practiſed Phyſic at Oxford, where he alſo in- 
ſtructed the young ſtudents in Anatomy and Chemiſtry. He 
became Deputy-profeſior of Anatomy in that Univerſity ; and 
on March 7, 1649-50,. was admitted to the degree of Doctor 


of Phyfic, at the recommendation of Lieutenant-colonel Kel- 


ſey, Deputy-governor of the garriſon in that city, as well as 
rover perſons, who all gave. to the delegates of the Univer- 
ity. ample teſtimony of his rare qualities and extraordinary 


gifts. About the fame time, he was likewiſe elected Fellow | 


of Brazen-Noſe-College; and in December, 1650, he ac- 


quired no ſmall reputation for being the chief perſon in the re- 


covery of Anne Green, who had been hanged at Oxford, on 


the 14th of that month, for child- murder, and ordered for dif- 


ſection ; but Sir William, obſerving that ſhe had ſymptoms of 
life, which he humanely cheriſhed, and- not only prevented 
her from being hung up a fecond time, but procured a pardon 


for her, and ſhe lived many years after that. In January fol- 


| Jawing, he was unanimouſly choſen Profeſſor of Anatomy in 
the Univerſity of Oxford; and being a favourite among the 
virtuoſi, was ſoon afterwards received a Member of the Royal 
College of Phyſicians in London, and appointed Lecturer on 
Muſie in Greſham-College there. + BAL 

His capital was reduced to 281. at his admiſſion into the 
College of Phyſicians: but with his income as Fellow of 
Brazen-Noſe- College, and Profeſſor of Anatomy, in Oxford, 


and as Lecturer in Grefham- College, together with his practice 


as Doctor, he raiſed it to about 4001. with which, and 1001. 
advanced by the Commonwealth, he ſet out in Auguſt, 1652, 
as Phyſician- general to the army in Ireland, and to its comman- 
der, Lieutenant- general Edmund Ludlow, as well as the head- 
quarters; having an allowance of 20s. a day, which he en- 
joyed, with his office, till June, 1659. In that quality he 
landed, on September 10, at Waterford, and proceeded thence 
to Dublin, where he mer with great ſucceſs as Doctor amongſt 
people of the firſt rank. He was made Clerk of the Council 
there, and conſtituted Secretary to Oliver Cromwell, who 
was then ſtiled Lord-Lieutenant; for the diſcharge of which 

two offices he was allowed 400 l. a year? In December, 1654, 
he engaged in the Survey of Ireland; and finiſhed it with ſuch 
exactneſs, that there was not an eſtate, even of 60 l. a year, but 
what was diſtinctly marked in its true value: and the whole 
performance was illuſtrated with accurate maps. Among _ 
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advantages attending the ſaid Survey, he had, by agreement 
with the ſoldiers, a penny an acre; and it appears, by an 
order of government, dated at the caſtle of Dublin, March 
19, 165 5-6, that he had then ſurveyed two millions and eight 
thouſand acres of forfeited profitable land (part of which he 
ſubdivided among the late diſbanded troops) beſides the chureh 
and crown lands; which according to the rates in the con- 
tract, when the army ſhould be put in poſſeſſion of the whole, 
amounted to the ſum of 17, 900 1. of which he had received 
7,5001. and, from the army, 2,1861. 28. beſides the money 
that was to be deducted from the advance of former ſurveys. By 
the aforeſaid order, he received 3,000 l. more, in conſideration 
of his being in want of money to pay ſeveral perſons employed 
under him in the ſurvey: but part of his contract remained in 
arrear till after King Charles's Reſtoration, when full payment 
was provided for him by act of parliament. "he 


By his employment in the Survey (which was unqueſtion- 
ably of public utility) it was ſaid, that he acquired an eſtate of 

5 or. 6,000 l. a year, and that he could, from Mount-Man- 
gorton in Kerry, behold 50,000 acres of his own land: and 
that large acquiſition having brought an odium upon him, he 
{hews the unreaſonableneſs thereof (in his Book of Reflections 
upon ſome Perſons and Things in Ireland) and demonſtrates 
how he might, without ever meddling with Surveys, have ac- 
quired as large a fortune. In the year 1649 (ſays he) I pro- 
ceeded M. D. after the charges whereof, and my admiſſion 
into the College of London, I had left about 601. From that 
time till about Avguſt, 1652, by my practice, fellowſhip at 
Greſham, and at Brazen-Noſe-College, and by my Anatomy 
lecture at Oxford, I had made that 601. to be near 5001. 
From Auguſt 16, 1652, when I went for Ireland, to Decem- 
ber, 1654 (when I began the Survey and other publick En- 
tanglements) with 1001. advance money, and of 365 J. a year 
well paid ſalary, as alſo with my practice among the chief in 
the chief city of the nation, I made my ſaid 500 l. above 
1,600 J. Now the intereſt of this 16001. for a year in Ireland, 
could not be leſs than 2001, which, with 5501. (for another 
year's ſalary and practice, viz. until the lands were ſet out in 
October, 1655) would have encreaſed my ſaid ſtock to 1,3501.

all which had I been ſo happy as to have declined, then had I 
preferved an univerſal favour and intereſt with all men, inſtead 
of the odium and perſecution I now endure. Thus, with 
ſtrength of argument, does this great man ſet forth his caſe, 


in anſwer to the aſperſions thrown out againſt him: and how 


he acquired his great fortune, will further appear from his laſt

He ſat for the borough of Weſtlow in Cornwall, in Richard 


Cromwell's firſt and only parliament, which met at Weſt- 
minſter on ſanuary 27, 1658-9, and made a conſiderable figure 
therein, till it was diſſolved, on April 22, 1659, at the iuſti- 
gation of the military officers, who threatened to ſet fire to the 
houſe, and kill all who ſhould reſiſt. Richard Cromwell be- 
ing depoſed next month by the Rump parliament, which had

Sir William returned to Ireland, and remained there till the 
reſtoration of King Charles II. upon which he went back to 
England, and being introduced to the King, his Majeſty was 
much pleaſed with his ingenious diſcourſe. | a 
The Royal Society being inſtituted about that time, he was 
one of the firſt Members, and afterwards one of the Council 
thereof, when incorporated in 1663, being eſteemed the per- 
ſon moſt capable to advance Experimental Philoſophy and

On March 19, 1660-61, he was nominated one of the 
_ Commiſſioners of the Court of Claims relating-to the Iriſh 
eſtates : and King Charles, in his inſtructions for the execu- 
tion of the act of ſettlement, ordered lands to be aſſigned him 
for his outſtanding debentures, according to the directions in 
his Majeſty's letter of January 2, 1669-61, that all the for- 
feited lands, which had been ſet out to him, and of which he 
had been poſſeſſed on May 7; 1659, ſhould be confirmed to

Sir William Petty raiſed his reputation to 2 great heights 
A. D. 1663, by the ſucceſs his invention of the double-bottamed 
Hip had, contrary to the expectation of almoſt all mankind 5 for 
in July, when firſt that ſhip failed from: Dublin to Holyhead, 
and having ſtaid there many days, during which her enemies, 
abſolutely concluding that ſhe was loſt, were aſſigning various 
reaſons for her ſuppoſed diſaſter, ſhe ſhewed, at her return, 
that ſhe could not only keep the ſea (which the maligners of her 
contrivance had declared her altogether incapable of) but that 
her form of ſtructure was ſuperior to that of other veſſels with 
reſpect to ſailing, carriage, and ſecurity. She turned into the 
narrow harbour againſt wind and tide, among the rocks and. 
ſhips, with ſuch dexterity, that the oldeſt \ſeamen. acknow- 
ledged they had never ſeen the like : but at length, returning 
from a voyage, was deſtroyed by a terrible. tempeſt, which 
overwhelmed, that ſame night, a fleet of ſeventy veſſels with- 85 
out ſparing one of the number; ſo that the advocates for the 
common fabric of ſhips had no reaſon to triumph over that new: 
contrivance. Sir William made a model of this veſſel, with 
his own hands, which he preſented to Grelhamt: Colleges where 
it is ſtill preſerved in the Repoſitory. 
Dr. John Stearne, -with this Sir William Petty, and aches 
eminent phyſicians, were, by patent dated Auguſt 8, 1667, 
_ created a body politic, by the name of the Preſident and Fellows 
| 2 the College of Phyſicians: and he is allowed to have been 
a great reformer and ee of the peace of Fhyſic in 
Ireland. 
Sir William Petty was a ſingular promoter of Breda i 
Philoſophy; an admirable inventor of Mechanic Inſtruments; 
and his Treatiſe of Political Arithmetic ſhews the extenſiveneſs 
of his capacity, and will be of laſting ſervice to poſterity. He 
was qualified, by his natural and acquired talents to be an 
uſeful member of ſociety, and to add luſtre to the Nane os 
ferments, _ 
The will of this great man is of ſuch a curious; nature, that 
it would be a great injuſtice not to inſert a copy of it for the 
ſatisfaction of our readers.

All thoſe lands in the barony of Dunkeron were, by patent 
bearing date July 20, 1721, erected into the manor of Dun- 
keron, purſuant to his petition for that purpoſe ; wherein he 
ſet forth, That the premiſſes were ſituate in the extreme part 
of the kingdom towards the Weſtern ſeas, arid in a coarſe and 
mountainous country, and for the moſt part inhabited by Pa- 
piſts, who, living very remote from all courts of law, or 
' juſtice, hal hitherto acted without any regard to either; and 
though he had uſed his utmoſt endeavours to reclaim them, 
yet the fame had hitherto proved unſucceſsful, for want of 
having a legal form of juſtice eſtabliſhed in that part of 
the country: That there were very conſiderable woods on

Gerard, 
2 Knight Templar, and Grand Prior of that order in Ireland, 
at their ſuppreſſion: and, 5. Thomas, a Bernardine Monk, 


Abbot of Oderney, otherwiſe St. Mary de Kurie Elesſon, and of

Nicholas Fitz-Maurice, 3d Lord Fitz-Maurice of Kerry, 
was knighted, at Adair, in the county of Limerick,. A. D. 
1312, by John, Lord Offaley, and firit Earl of Kildare, for 
aſſiſting him to ſuppreſs the rebellion of the Iriſh in Munſter; 


and the ſame year went againſt the Scots. He made ſeveral 


grants of land to pious uſes ; built the Lepers houſe at Ard- 
fert, with the caſtles of Portrinande and Ardfert, and the 
ſtone- bridge at Lixnaw ; and was the firſt who made toughers, 
or cauſeways, to that place. His Lordſhip married Slany, 
daughter to Connor O Brien, Prince of Thomond : and by 
her had three ſons, and fix daughters ; of which laſt, Cathe- 
rine was wedded to John, Lord Barry, of Hely; Mary, to 


Sir Robert de Lacy, Lord of Ivecolyen, or (as others ſay) to

Gerald, the firſt Earl of Deſmond, who had with her the eſtates

Edmond, the gth Lord of Kerry, who, in 1485, recovered 
lands, which had been granted by King John to his anceſtors, 
zin the Earl of Deſmond's court-palatine at Dingle; and de- 
poarting this life, at Lixnaw, in 1498, was interred among his 
forefathers at Ardfert.

This Thomas was born, A. D. 1502, and having 


been bred a ſoldier, for many years, in the Imperial ſervice, 
at Milan, in Italy, was in that country, when his brother, 


Gerald, died. On that occaſion, one Gerald Fitz-Maurice, 


entered, as next heir male, upon Lixnaw, and would probably 


have kept poſſeſſion, if Joan Harman, who had been nurſe to 
this Thomas, and was then much advanced in years, had not 
ſet out in ſearch of him. She embarked, with her daughter, 


at Dingle; and landing in France, proceeded to Milan, where

turn. At his firſt appearance, he met with great oppoſition 


in claiming his peerage and eſtate, but, in about two years, 
he obtained both. In a deed, made to him by John Fitz- 
Richard, 5 Ed. VI. he is ſtiled Lord of Kerry, and Captain of his 
nation. In 1554, 1 and 2 of Philip and Mary, his Lordſhip 
received a letter, from their Majeſties, dated at Hampton- court, 
September 23, and directed to their truſiy and well beloved ſubject 


the Baron of Kerry, advertiſing him of their marriage, and re- 
quiring him to aſſiſt the Lord Deputy, Sir Anthony St. Leger, 
to redreſs the diſorders crept into the ſtate ſince the death of 


. King Henry VIII. both in matters of religion and otherwiſe, 
and to preſerve the kingdom in peace, tranquillity, juſtice, and 
honour. His Lordſhip, alfo, in conſideration of his good ſer- 
vices to the ſaid Queen Mary, and her brother King. Ed- 
ward VI. received, by patent, dated at Weſtminſter, Octo- 
ber 23 following, a grant and confirmation of his eſtate, to 
hold for ever of the crown by the ſame rents and ſervices, as 
any of his anceſtors had held the ſame. 55 

His Lordſhip ſat in the parliaments, held 3 and 4 Phil. and 
Mary, and 2 Eliz. by the title of Thomas Fitz-Maurice, 
Baron of Lackſnaway, vulgariter vocatus Baro de Kery. On 


March 14, 1578-9, he was introduced by Thomas Butler, 
10th Earl of Ormond, in the camp, to the Lord Deputy, Sir 


William Drury, then proſecuting the Earl of Deſmond ; and 
made a tender of his ſervice: but in 1581, 23 Eliz. when the 


tranquillity of Ulſter ſeemed to be eſtabliſhed, and the army 


was, on that account, reduced to 400 foot and 50 horſe, and 
the garriſons diſcharged, this Nobleman and his fon (provoked 

at the hard uſage of the Governor, who intercepted his Lord- 
ſhip's proviſions, and ſcarce allowed him whereon to ſubſiſt) 
roſe in arms, took the caſtles of Adare and Liſconnell, and 
_ ravaged the countries of Tipperary, Ormond, and Waterford, 


until the Governor, John Zouch, marched from Cork into his 
country of Clan-Maurice. Upon that he abandoned the caſtle 


of Adare, defaced his own of Lixnaw, and gave the Governor 
battle in the wood of Liſconnell ; but his forces being there 


defeated, he retired to the mountains of Slewlogher. Meeting 


with a ſecond repulſe, ſoon after, at Glanfliſh, from Capt. 


Dowdall, with the loſs of 150 men and all his proviſions, 


and the diſperſion of his friends and followers, he was reduced 
to very great diftreſs: and profeſſing a ſorrow for what he had 
done, applied to the beforementionea Earl of Ormond (whom 
he had cauſeleſly injured by waſting his country) and acknow- 
ledging his offence, beſought his protection, which that ge- 
nerous Peer readily granted. 5 . |

Patrick, the eldeſt ſon and heir of Lord Thomas, was the 
17th Lord Fitz-Maurice of Kerry, and, whilſt very young, 
was ſent as hoſtage, in the reign of Queen Mary, into Eng- 
land, where he was educated till upwards of twenty years, of 


age. He had an employment in the court of Queen Eliza- 


beth, with whom he was in great favour; and obtained her 
leave to return to his native country: but upon his arrival 
there, he was induced to take up arms with his father, as 


aforeſaid ; and afterwards joined thoſe, who were for ſhaking 


off the dependance on England. In 1599, he with Thomas 


(Oge) and others, maintained 500 foot and 30 horſe, againſt 


the Engliſh, in Kerry; and pulled down his caſtle of Beaulieu, 
to prevent its falling into the hands of his antagoniſts, againft 


whum 
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whom he waged. continual war, until he reſigned his breath, 
at Downlogh, on Auguſt 12, 1600. His death was occa- 
ſioned by. ſorrow for the loſs, on July 23 preceeding, of Lix- 
naw, bis principal ſeat, which had been ſapped by his Lord- 
ſhips order, and underſet with ores props that, if any 
Engliſh forces ſhould enter the country, fire being ſet to thoſe 
_ - ſupports, . the caſtle might inſtantly be ruined, which he rather 
wiſhed, than to ſee it made - a garriſon by his adverſaries : but 
the ſudden march of the Engliſh army prevented his intention 
and his Lordſhip. not liking their being ſo near as Carrigfoile, 
about two. miles diſtant, ordered the caſtle of Beaulieu to be 
demoliſhed, for the reaſon beforementioned.

enſuing, enjoined, that, in every pardon granted, either ge- 
neral or ſpecial, the titular Earl of Deſmond (James Fitz- 
Gerald) his brother, John, and Pierce Lacy, with the Knight 
of the Valley, and this Thomas, ſhould be expreſsly excluded 
from any benefit thereof. However, the Lords of the Council, 
by their letters to the Preſident, which he received on Janua- 
ry 28, 1600-1, gave him power to accept of the three laſt (if 
he ſaw cauſe) and pardon them for life only, provided they 
performed ſome ſignal ſervice to merit ſuch favour. Thar 
condition being diſagreeable to his Lordſhip, he was a com- 
mander, under O Donell, in the army which came with Hugh 
O Neile, Earl of Tir-Oen (or Tyrone) to relieve the Spaniards. 
in Kinſale; and after Tir-Oen's defeat, on December 24, 
1601, at that town, and the ſurrender thereof, he retired to 
| Lixnaw-caſtle : but upon Sir Charles Wilmot's approach to 
reduce it, he left it to the care of his brother, Gerald, who 
ſurrendered upon terms. Sir Charles, after that, ſlew his Lord- 
ſhip's kerne, brought his tenants to ſubjection, and acted with 
ſuch vigour, that he obliged him to quit the country of Clan- 
Maurice, and take refuge in Deſmond.

After the acceflion of King James I. to the throne of Eng- 
land, on March 24, 1602-3, his Lordſhip waited on him, and 
made an humble ſubmiſſion for the offence of himſelf and his 
father. His Majeſty ſent him back to Ireland, with a warrant 
to the Lord Deputy, Sir George Carey, dated, at Wilton, 
October 28, 1603, requiring him to accept of a ſurrender of 
his Lordſhip's eſtate, and not only to reſtore it to him by new 
letters patent, but likewiſe. to cauſe a pardon' for him to be 
| Paſſed under the Great Seal: all which were executed ac- 
cordingly on July 16, 1604, 2 Jac. I. and his Lordſhip, in 
order to have a further confirmation thereof by a new patent, 
ſurrendered the former one on July 1, 1612, and obtained a 
regrant, on the 6th of that month, to him, his heirs and aſ- 
ſigns, for ever. Moreover, it being found, by divers in- 
quiſitions and records, that Gerald Fitz- Gerald, late Earl of 
Deſmond, was ſeized, as in fee-rail, of a chief- rent of 1601.

of Clan-Maurice ; and ſeeing the ſame were at firſt obtained 
by the ſaid Earl's oppreſſions and exactions, when in his full 
power and authority, and which had come to the crown by his 


| attainder, and becauſe the Lord Kerry's lands were burdened 


with the compoſition and other rents to the crown, King James 
| releaſed and exonerated the whole country of Clan-Maurice 
from the ſaid rent and ſervice : and not only fo, but by Privy 


Seal, dated at Weſtminſter, April 9, 1616, the ſame King, 


as a mark of his favour and royal bounty, was pleaſed to add fo 
many caſtles, honours, and crown-lands, as ſhould amount to 
401. a year in fee-fimple, and as many more, as ſhould 


amount to the like ſum in fee-farm, in regard of his faithful 


ſervices to the crown, and the better to encourage and enable 
him to perſevere in his Majeſty's ſervice, to which he was found 
moſt zealouſly affected: And foraſmuch as he had undertaken 
to diſcover, and at his own charges to bring to the crown, cer- 


tain concealed rents and compoſition- money to the yearly value 
of 100 l. or thereabouts, King James, in conſideration of that 


ſervice, granted to him for ever the moiety thereof. In con- 
ſequence of this warrant, his Lordſhip had a patent, dated 


June 23, 1618, granting the lands of Curracullenagh, with 


many others in the counties of Kerry, Cork, Downe, Lime- 
rick, Meath, Sligo, and Monaghan, to be held by fealty, as of

His Lordſhip was preſent in the parliament held A. D. 1615, 
and then had a diſpute with Chriſtopher Fleming, Lord Slane, 
about precedency ; but the Commiſſioners for executing the 
office of Earl Marſhal in England, by their letter, dated at 
Whitehall, January 17, 1615-16, determined the matter in his 
favour: notwithſtanding which, the Lord Slane, in 1624, at 
the inſtigation of the Lords of the Pale, again demanding pre- 
cedency, it was ordered by the Lord Deputy and Council (on 


November 17) after much debate and many proofs on both 


fides, that the Lord of Kerry and Lixnaw ſhould have and 
hold his place and precedency from the Lord of Slane, until 
he ſhould ſufficiently prove that he was not Lord of Kerry.

He aſſiſted, beſides, at the ſiege of Acon, Acres, or Ptolemais, 
in Paleſtine, which, after being above two years beleaguered 
by the Chriſtian forces, was ſurrendered, by Saladin, Sultan 
of Egypt, on July 12, 1191; and, in the year enſuing, at the 


memorable victory obtained over Saladin, by which Richard 
became maſter of Joppa (or Jaffa) Aſcalon, and Cæſarea. 


The next in deſcent to the ſaid Robert, was Richard, le 
Groſvenor, who, in 1234, 18 Hen. III. purchaſed. Hulme . 


(ſometimes alſo written Holme, and Houlme ) in Alloſtock, 


and Nether-Loſtock, of Gralam, ſon of Richard de Runchamp, 
whoſe father was Henry de Runchamp, lord of Nether-Loſtock. 


It appears by a deed bearing date in the year 1269, and now 
in the poſſeſſion of —— Shakerley of Hulme, that it was agreed 
between the Prior and Convent of Norton, of the one part, 
and Richard le Groſvenor, and other pariſhioners of Nether- 


Pever chapel, on the other part, that the Prior of Norton ſhould 
find them a ſecular chaplain, to ſay divine ſervice, &c. and that 
the pariſhioners ſhould provide books, veſtments, veſſels, and 
other ornaments of the church, at their own coſts. .

The ſaid Richard le Groſvenor was ſucceeded by his ſon, 


Robert le Groſvenor ; and probably was alſo father of Richard 


le Grovenor, who held the manour of Budworth, in le Frith, 
with its appurtenances, . of our Lord the King, as Earl of 
Cheſter, in capite, by the ſervice of one knight's-fee, A. D.

HE anceſtor of this antient and noble family came over 
1 to England with William the Conqueror, from Nor- 
mandy, and had lands and poſſeſſions given him by that prince 
for his ſervices. The firſt upon record is Giraline de Curſon, 
or Curzon, lord of the manor of Locking, in the county of 
Berks, and of divers other lands in that county, with the ma- 
nor of Fiſhead, in the county of Oxford. He was a great be- 
nefaQor to the abbey of Abington, in Berkſhire, as appears by 
their regiſter. - He had iſſue three ſons, Stephen, Richard and 
Giraline. - 1 
Stephen, the eldeſt, ſucceeded him in his eſtates in the 


counties of Oxon and Berks, and had alſo given him, by 


William, Earl Ferrers and Derby, the manor of Fauld, in the 
county of Stafford. He bore for his coat armour, Vairy, Or, 
and Gules, a border, Sable, charged with Popenjays, Argent;

Giraline, the third ſon, died without iſſue. Richard, the

HIS noble and illuftrious family * (eminently dſtin- 
guiſhed by its antiquity, and by the honours and 
extenſive poſſeſſions enjoyed in its different and numerous 
branches for many ages) appears from circumſtances ex- 
tremely probable, to have ſprung from Robert, a younger ſon 
of Exdes, ſovereign Duke of Britany, in France. Out of 
which province they are ſuppoſed to have been tranſplanted 
into Normandy, before the conqueſt of England ; but were 
certainly at that time poſſeſſed of the caſtle of Yvery, with 
great eſtates and power, and inveſted with the hereditary 
office of Chief Butler, in that dutchy *. In the diſtrict of 


Gouel, in Britany, (where it is preſumed that they were firſt 
ſeated,) {till continue two noble families, Lords of Mezernou, 
and Kerenmear, who bear not only the name of Perceval, but 


the ancient arms of Yvery, with a difference of tincture only, 
deſcendants of a line for many centuries, of great diſtinction, 
Knights of the Ermine, and employed in very eminent ſta- 
tions, under the ſovereign Dukes of that country, before its 
Union with the crown of France. * | 
Upon the Norman invaſion, in 1066, two of this family 
came over into England with the Conqueror, viz. ; Robert, 
and Roger de Yuery, who probably were 13 Of theſe, 
d Robert, is the immediate ànceſtor of the preſent Earl of Eg- 
mont, to whom the deſcent is deduced by the cleareſt, and 
moſt indiſputable proofs of cotemporary hiſtorians and records. 
But, before we purſue that line, we ſhall give a ſhort account 
of Roger, taken from Biſhop Kennet's Antiquities, who made a 
curious ſearch into the deſcent of the barony of Yvery, in England. 
This Roger de Yvery +, and Robert D*Oily, a noble Nor- 
man, were contracted faſt friends, by mutual oaths, to be 
Joint ſharers of the fortunes which might fall to the lot of ei- 
ther in that great adventure. In the ſame year, or that next 
enſuing, the Conqueror having given in marriage to the ſaid 
Robert D'Oily, Alditha, the only daughter and heir of Wi- 
god de Wallingford, a potent Saxon Lord, the whole eſtate 
of the ſaid Wigod ſhortly came by his death to the ſaid Ro- 
bert, who likewiſe had obtained two other honours (including 
Burceter, Ambroſeden, &c.) of that Prince. Whereupon, 
in 1068, by virtue of the agreement beforementioned, the 
faid Roger de Yvery obtained of the ſaid Robert D'Oily one 
of thoſe honours, which was thenceforward called the barony

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of Yoery, of which Beckeley, in the county of Oxford, was 
the capital ſeat: He likewiſe acquired other large poſſeſſions, 
being recorded in Doomſday-book to have held very great 
eftates in the counties of Glouceſter, Warwick, Huntingdon, 
and Oxford; and was conſtituted Chief Butler of England, 
as the other branch of his family at that time were of Nor- 
mandy. In 1074, in conjunction with Robert D'Oily, he 
founded the church of St. George, in the caſtle of Oxford; 
and in 1077, he founded alſo a monaſtery of the Benedictine 
order, dedicated to the Virgin Mary, near the caſtle of Yvery, 
in the dioceſe of Evreux, in Normandy. And having married 
Adeline, a moſt beautiful Lady, daughter of Hugh de Grent- 
meſnil (one of the greateſt of all the Barons) by his wife Ivo 
de Bellomonte, Earl of Judea; (which Adeline ſurvived him 
till the year 1111) he died in 1079, leaving three ſons, 
Roger, Hugh, and Geoffry, and a daughter, Adelize. Fo 

Roger de Yvery*, ſecond of that name, inherited not only 
his father's barony of Yvery, in England, and his office of 
Chief Butler, but alſo his Norman eſtates, which, in 1086, 
were greatly waſted and ſpoiled by Hugh de Stavelz, and 
Raiph de Mauvoiſin, two French commanders of the garriſon 
of Mante. In which year alſo, attending the Conqueror in 
Normandy, he was made Keeper of the caſtle of Roven, and 
there gave a notable proof of his fidelity and courage; for a 
quarrel happening at a town called de L'Aigle, between the 
King's ſons, ſo great a clamour was occaſioned thereby, that 
the King himſelf was obliged to come down from his own 
lodgings to part them. Whereupon Robert, the eldeſt, (after- 
wards Duke of Normandy) in the following night left his 
father, and with his whole retinue marched to Roven, where 
he attempted to ſeize the caſtle, of which intention this Roger 
de Yvery having notice, diligently ſtrengthened the place, 
and ſent meſſengers to the King, to inform him of this re- 
bellious attempt. | 5 = 

+ Notwithſtanding this, the Conqueror dying upon the 29th 
of September, 1087, and William Rufus, his ſecond fon, hav- 
ing uſurped the crown, and the Engliſh Barons being divided 
much as to the intereſts of the two Princes, this Roger de 
very (as Himingus, the monk of Worceſter relates) a man 
of infinite riches, and vaſt poſſeflions, Chief Butler to the 
King, and his great favourite, honeſtly adhered to Robert, 
againſt William Rufus, and joining with Hugh de Grent- 
meſnil, and other of the Barons, raiſed forces in favour of the 
Duke, committing great ſpoil in the county of Leiceſter; by 
which means he ſo incenſed the King, (ſoon after eſtabliſhed 
upon the throne,) that he was compelled to fly beyond the feas 
for fear of his reſentment; where, I after a ſhort time of exile,

Aae died in that or the following year, in deep ſorrow and dif- 
grace, deprived by the King of all his vaſt eſtates in Eng- 


Nevertheleſs, not long after, * Geoffry de Yvery, the only 
ſurviving brother (for Hugh it ſeems was dead before) making 
his peace with the King, was, upon certain terms, reſtored 
to his bareny of Yvery, in the county of Oxford. Bur he dying 
about the beginning of the reign of Henry II. without iſſue, 
this honour fell into the King's hands, and was by him granted 
to Reginald, ſon of Guy de Santo Walerico, from which time 
it loft its ancient name, and was called St. Walerie. 


There yet remained the ſiſter of this Geoffry, + Adeliza de 


Yvery, but ſhe neither inherited the office of Chief Butler 
{which was afterwards granted to the family of Albiny) nor 


was ſuffered to ſucceed to more of the inheritance than certain 


lands in Iſlip, Hedyngton, and Drayton, which ſhe carried to 
Her huſband, Alberic de Vere, junior, who was made Here- 
ditary Lord High Chamberlain of England, and had iſſue by 
her, Alberic de Vere, the firſt Earl of Oxford, of that great 


family, which maintained that title, in a direct male line, till 
the year 1627, from whoſe heir-general the preſent Duke of

_ Having thus traced Roger, and his deſcendants, we now 
come to Robert. de Yoery, the lineal progenitor of the preſent 
Lord Lovel and Holland and Earl of Egmont, and founder 
alſo of the great houſes of the Barons Lovel of Karry, Lovel 
of Tichmarch, and Hearpetree Gournay, and (as there is great 
reaſon to believe, — no regular proof) of the Barons 


Perceval de © Somerie, in England, who in the third of King 


John, 1203, held no leſs than fifty knights fees in capite of 
the crown. He likewiſe attended William Duke 'of Nor- 
mandy, in his expedition into England, in 1066, and is men- 


tioned by Ordericus, who lived at, or very near that time, 


as a perſon of great account. That author politively af- 
ſerting his alliances to be the moſt noble, and his relations 
the moſt conſiderable in rank, courage, and fortune, in the 
whole dutchy of Normandy, where he held three * Enights 
tes in © Yuery, and the caſtle of Yuery, as a fief under the 

Duke. The ſame author farther relates, that this important 


and memorable place was built by Albereda, (wife of Ralph, 
Earl of Yvery and Baieux,) by whom it was at length 
finiſhed and rendered impregnable, with immenſe labour and 

expence, under direction of one Lanfred (who before had 


built the famous tower -of Pedyers) -the moft expert archi- 
tet and engineer that France had till then produced ; but 
that the works of the ſaid caſtle were no ſooner compleated, 
e Dugdale's Baronage, Vol. I. ſub tit.

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than this infamous woman cauſed his head to be ſtricken off, 
jeſt he ſhould ever raiſe another ſtructure like it: and that 
afterwards, endeavouring to keep this fortreſs againſt her 
own huſband, ſhe was killed by him for the attempt. He 
was likewiſe Lord of Breherval, Montinney, and Vaſe, there 
and upon the conqueſt, as appears by Doomſday-book, ob- 
tained the lordſhips of Karry, Quantoch, Eaft- Harpetree, &c. 
in the county of Somerſet ; and returning into Normandy, 
joined with his ſons, * Gouel and Willtam, 5 Untridus Harenc, 
and Hawiſia, his wife, Roger de Rolla Crota, and his wife, 
Baſilla, with Guaiardus, her ſon, in the confirmation of certain 
grants in the pariſh of Villariis Vaſtatis (now Vaſsè) by them 
made to the abbey of Utique ; himfelf making at the ſame 
time ether conceſſions in that place to the ſame convent, in 
lieu whereof he received from the monks one ounce of gold, 
and privilege of the monaſtery. This tranſaction paſſed at 
the caftle of Yvery, then in his poſſeſſion; but not long after 
being viſited by ſickneſs, and deſpairing of recovery, he de- 
voted himſelf to a religious life, and became a monk of the 
abbey of Bec in Normandy, where he died, in 1083, the 13h 
of William the Conqueror, leaving three ſons, Aſcelin, 
Gouel, and William. NS | Fs. 
u Afcelin, ſometimes called (by the ſame hiſtorian) Aſcelin 
Gouel, Gouel de Breherval, Gouel de Percheval, and Gouel 
de Yyery, was alſo ſurnamed Lupus, or the Wolf, from the 
violence of his temper and actions, and accompanied his father 
in.the Norman invaſion, being mentioned in ſome accounts 
of the principal commanders, by the name of Perceval, in 
others by that of * Aſcelin, or Azeline, alone. By which laſt 
he is recorded in Doomiday-book, wherein the manors of 
 Wiſtm in Gordano, We/t-Harpetree, Stawel, and other eſtates 


| in the county of Somerſet ; Tichmarch in the county of North- 


ampion, &c. appear to have been allotted to him, beſides thoſe 
beforementioned, held at the time of the ſaid ſurvey his 
father. In the year 1087, - he commanded the Norman forces 
at the ſiege of Mante, under William the Conqueror, who 
there received the hurt of which he died. . FAVES 
Alter the deceaſe of that Prince, William Rufus, his ſecond 
| fon, obtaining the crown of England, Robert, the elder, 
was obliged to content himſelf with Normandy alone, whoſe 
government being weak to the laſt degree, every ſubject acted 
as an independent ſovereign upon his own eftate, whereby 
that dutchy became one continued ſcene of violence and 
rapine, During which unhappy ftate, in the year 1090, 
| William, the youngeſt brother of this Aſcelin, having ra-

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viſhed a woman at Pacey, a town belonging to William Earl 
of Bretevil, Pacey, Conſtantine, and Yvery, brother to the 
Earl of Hereford in England, and the ſaid Earl endeavouring 
to revenge the injury, Aſcelin Gouel de Perceval, then in 
Normandy, took his brother under his protection, and began 
hoſtilities againſt the Earl, by ſeizure of the caſtle of Yvery, 
(which the Duke Robert had not long before weakly granted 
to the ſaid Earl of Bretevil, fo that the ſaid Aſcelin no longer 
held it under the Duke, but under the ſaid Earl) and, to en- 
gage the Duke to entertain a good opinion of his proceedings, 
delivered up to him the ſaid caſtle, which (having repented 


of his former conceſſion of it to the Earl) he earneſtly deſired 


to get into his hands again. Vet ſo imprudent (as the hiſtorian 
obſerves) was the ſaid Duke Robert, that neither reflecting 
upon the folly of parting a ſecond time with ſo ſtrong a place 
to the Earl, or upon the conſequences of the reſentment of 


Aſcelin, at this treatment, he ſoon after reſtored the caſtle of 


Yvery to the Earl of Bretevil, for the ſum of 1500l. 


The ſaid Earl thus repoſſeſſed of this caſtle, and Aſcelin 


being deprived by him of his command thereof, a long and 
terrible war in Normandy enſued thereon. For the ſaid Aſce- 
lin, ® having fortified and garriſoned his caſtle of Breherval, 
collecting his friends, relations, and dependants, and calling 
in to his aſſiſtance ſome of the family of Philip King of France, 
and aſſociating with Richard de Montfort, nephew to the Earl 
of Evreux, and ſon to Almeric, who had been lately killed by 
the Earl of Bretevil, took the field with great forces againſt 
bim and his adherents, OK 
The Ear] on his part raiſed a great power, with which 
giving battle to Aſcelin, in February 1090, the 3d of William 
ufus, he was in the very n firſt engagement utterly defeated, 


with great ſlaughter of his men, and himſelf being taken 


priſoner with Roger de Glotis, and many other perſons of 
note, confined by the ſaid Aſcelin in his caſtle of Breherval 
for three whole months, treated there with the utmoſt ſeveri- 
ty, and expoſed at the upper windows of that fortreſs, in the 


depth of winter, to the froſt, in his ſhirt (which was pur- 


poſely dipped in water) till it was frozen on his back. And 
the power and reſolution of Aſcelin was ſo great, and the 
weakneſs of the government ſo correſpondent with it, that 
the Earl, having no other hopes of being relieved from his 


diſtreſs, was compelled to ſubmit to the terms preſcribed by _ 


his enemy, obliging him to pay three thouſand dreux pounds 
for his ranſom, with a mighty quantity of arms and horſes ; 


to reſign the poſſeſſion of the caſtle of Yvery ; and, what was

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fill more galling than all the reſt, to give his only daughter 
in marriage to the ſaid Aſcelin. All which articles being 
fully performed, the Earl obtained his freedom. 1 
et, notwithſtanding this alliance, the Earl of Bretevil, 
unable to forgive the ? injuries he had received, in the year 
1091, raiſed freſh forces to renew the war, and having forti- 
fied the monaſtery of St. Mary, near Yvery, which he in- 
tended for his principal place of arms, placed à ſtrong garri- 
ſon therein. But Aſcelin ſuddenly gathering together a con- 
fiderable body of troops, ſet down before that ftrong hold, in 
which the Earl then lay, about the middle of ſummer, and 
preſſed the ſiege thereof with ſo much vigour, that he ſoon 
became maſter of the place, burned the monaſtery to the 
ground, and took many priſoners, among whom were Wil- 
liam de Alis, Ernold, the fon of Popeline, and eight other 
knights, the Earl himſelf eſcaping with great difficulty. 

This war continued for three yu ſucceſſively, and ſo 
much to the diſadvantage of the 2 Earl, that by the devaſta- 
tions of his lands, the loſs of his men, and the ranſom of his 
priſoners, he was in a manner ruined. At length, in the 
year 1094, he called in Philip, King of France, to his aid, 
and agreed to pay him ſeven hundred pounds for that ſervice. 
He found means alſo to procure the aſſiſtance of divers other 
great men of that time, by promiſes of great rewards, and 
even at length prevailed upon the ſupine Duke Robert, to en- 
gage in his quarrel, The clergy concurring alſo againſt this 
formidable enemy, who had given them much offence, by his 
little reverence to them and their religious houſes. 

In conſequence of theſe different negociations, the con- 
federates aſſembled their troops in the Lent of the following 
year, 1095; and Philip King of France, Robert Duke of 


Normandy, many great Lords and Knights, all the militia of 


the dutchy, all the forces the church could raiſe, with all 
who held by military tenure. of the abbies there, under the 
perſonal command of each reſpective pariſh prieft and abbot, 
ſat down before the caſtle of Breherval, to which Aſcelin 
Gouel de Perceval had retired, unable to keep the field againſt 
ſo vaſt a power. A 
The troops who formed this ſiege were moreover provided 
in an extraordinary manner for it *, Robert de Beleſme, a 
very expert.officer, and an inveterate enemy to this Aſcelin, 
had the principal direction, and the artillery or engines were 
the ſame which had been employed not long before at the 
ſiege of Jeruſalem, invented about that time by a famous en- 
gineer in the expedition to the Holy Land, and efteemed the

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moſt tertible that had ever been till then uſed in war. Theſe, 
being brought in ſervice againſt this caſtle, ruined the walls 


and outworks of the place, deſtroyed the houſes of the inha- 


bitants, and cruelly annoyed the garriſon. Yet Aſcelin had 


put himſelf into ſuch a condition of defence, and ſuſtained his 


men with ſuch courage, that he reſiſted all the attempts of the 
confederates for two whole months. And, *till wearied with 
the length of the ſiege, the proſpect of its much longer con- 


tinuance, the expence of money and loſs of men before the 


place, they offered and concluded a treaty between Aſcelin 
and the Earl, whereby Aſcelin was to keep his caſtle of Bre- 


| Herval, and to remain in every reſpect as he ſtood before, 


this ſingle condition excepted in favour of the Earl, that he 


ſhould be reſtored and left quiet in poſſeſſion of the caſtle of 


Yvery aforeſaid &. Which caſtle, however, returned again, not 
many years after, to the ſaid Aſcelin Gouel de Perceval, and 
his deſcendants, in right of his wife. 


The next mention made of this Aſcelin, is in the year | 


1102 ., the ſecond of King Henry I. whefi, after the death of 


the Earl of Bretevil, beforementioned, William de Guader, 


Rainold de Craceio, his nephews, and Euſtace, his natural 
ſon (brother to Iſabella, wife to this Aſcelin) each claimed 
his ſucceſſion; but William de Guader dying ſoon after, the 
.competitors were reduced to two, viz. Rainold de Craceio, 
and Euſtace. William Alis, Radulfus Rufus, ſon-in-law to 
Aſcelin, and Tedbald ſupported the latter; but Aſcelin Gou- 
el, Almeric de Montfort, and Ralph de Conchis, ſupport- 


ing the other party, Euſtace was obliged to fly from Nor- 
mandy, to demand the protection and ſupport of Henry I. 


then King of England. 


The King received him graciouſly, and gave him Julian, 


his natural daughter, in marriage , promiſing to maintain 
him powerfully againſt Aſcelin Gouel and all his opponents ; 
and accordingly, in the next year, 1103, the Earl of Mellent, 
was ſent into Normandy to ſupport Euſtace in his poſſeſſions, 
and to quiet the diſorders there: but Rainold and Aſcelin 
gave the Earl much reſiſtance. And Aſcelin Gouel having 
taken the fon of Stephen de Mellent priſoner, confined him 
in a dungeon near four whole months; nor could the Ear] 
by any means deliver him, ex ore Lupi, from the jaws of the 
Malf, as Aſcelin is there ſtiled, till Rainold de Craceio being 


killed, the Earl of Mellent (who is recorded to have been as 


well among the wiſeſt, as moſt potent of the great men in that 
age, and highly commended for his art and conduct in this 
particular tranſaction) concluded a peace, in which Aſcelin 
Gouel de Perceval, Earl Euſtace, William, Earl of Evreux, 
Cronique de Normandie, par Meſgiſſier. 2 |

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were comprehended. 


In the 13th of the ſame reign, 1113, King Henry going 
over to viſit his Norman dominions, confirmed all the dona- 
tions to the abbey of Utique, by a new charter, to which 


many of the great men ſubſcribed, and among the reſt, Gouel 


de Yvery *, who was evidently the ſame perſon with this: 


Aſcelin. F ; 
In the 19th of Henry I. 1119, Euſtace, beforementioned, 
then Earl of Pacey, Bretevil, Conſtantine, and Yvery, which 
had been yielded to him upon the peace beforementioned, 
being jealous that the King intended to deprive him of his 
caſtle of Yvery, rebelled and fortified his other caſtles of 
Lira, Glotz, Pont St. Pierre, and TAP 7, and ſent his wife, 
Julian, to defend the caſtle of Bretevil againſt the King her 
father. The King ſoon followed, and attacked the place 
with ſo much vigour, as obliged her tp furrender, though 


not till ſhe had attempted to kill him with her own hands, 


at a conference to which ſhe had treacherouſly invited him. 

Provoked at this unnatural attempt, he ordered her to be 
thrown from the caſtle wall into the ditch, from whence ſhe 
_ eſcaped to her huſband at Pacey, which caſtle he was ſuffered 
to maintain as long as he lived; but forfeited the reft of his 
eſtates; of which the King granted part to Ralph de Guader, 
ſon to William, one of the competitors beforementioned. 
But the caſtle and earldom of Yvery were given to Aſcelin 
Gouel de Perceval, and his children -, who had pretentions 


to a ſhare of that inheritance by his wife Iſabella, fiſter of 


Earl Euſtace, and daughter of the late Earl of Bretevil. 
Among the religious acts of this Aſcelin, it is recorded, 
that he joined with his father Robert in the grant to the 
monks of Utique, beforementioned; and afterwards that he 
gave all his lands in Villariis Vaſtatis, and the tythe of Mon- 
tinney, to the ſaid church, and confirmed this by his char- 
ter, to which his wife and ſons alſo ſigned, at his caſtle of 
Bretevil. In conſideration whereof, and from the charity of 
the monks, as it is expreſſed, he received ſixty ſhillings. 
He alſo granted at Helery, to the monks of St. Ebrulf, free 
paſſage in that place, and in all his other lands; and de- 
parted this life inthe 19th of Henry I. 1119. 


Iſabella, his wife, was natural daughter, as before ob- 


ferved, to William, Earl of Bretevil, Pacey, Conſtantine, and 


very, in Normandy *, brother to Roger, Earl of Hereford, 
in England ; which Roger is called the King's couſin in the 
hiſtories of thoſe times, and was fo in effect, being ſon to 
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Almeric, and many other leaders on both ſides in that war, 


William 
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William Fitzoſbern, by the daughter of Roger de Toeny, 


Standard-bearer of Normandy 3; which William Fitzoſbern 


was the principal d advifer of Duke William's attempt to 
conquer England, and afterwards appointed High Steward 


and Joint Regent thereof, with Odo, Biſhop of Baieux, the 


Conqueror's brother, having been farther rewarded for his 
ſervices with the county of Hereford, and dominion of the 
Iſle of Wight. The ſaid William Fitzoſbora was ſon (by 
the daughter and coheir of Ralf, Earl of Yvery and Baieux, 


ſon of Aſperleng, a Norman, by Sprota, widow of William 


Longeſpee, ſon of Rollo, Duke of Normandy) to Oſbernus 
Crepon, whoſe father, Herfaſtus, was a noble Dane, bro- 


ther to Gunnora, wife to Richard II. of that name, and 


34 Duke of Normandy,. great grandfather to William the 


Conqueror. By which Lagy, Iſabella, the ſaid Aſcelin left 
ſeven ſons, viz. Robert ©, William 4, Roger ©, John, and 


three more, whoſe names are not with certainty recovered, 
and a daughter, married to Radulfus Rufus, a noble Nor- 
man. Of theſe, Roger, the third, furnamed Balbus, or the 


Stutterer (from an impediment in his ſpeech) was Lord of 


Grandiſilva f in Normandy, and was in arms with the Earl 


of Pacey in Normandy, againſt King Stephen, in 1136; and 


again engaged in like manner againſt the ſame Prince, with 
| his brother, William Gouel de Perceval, in 1152. John, 
the 4th ſon, being portioned by his father in the manor of 
Harpetree, in the county of Somerſet, aſſumed that name 
(which was afterwards changed to Gournay) and was anceſ- 
tor to the Barons of Harpetree-Gournay, who were of great 


eminence, being poſſeſſed of twenty-two knights fees and 


more, in the reigns of Henry III. and Edward I. but they 


failed in the chief male branch before the eſtabliſhment of ti- 


tular honours, and the rights of their line returned again into 
the ſame ſtock, paſſing, in the reign of Henry VII. through 
the heireſs of Delamore, or Bythemore, to that of Perceval, 
of which the Earl of Egmont is the chief. 
Robert s, the eldeſt fon of Aſcelin, ſucceeded his father, 
as Lord of Yvery, but does not appear to have borne the title 
of Earl of that place, being poſſibly deprived thereof on ac- 
count of his rebellion; for in the very ſame year, viz. 1119, 
notwithſtanding the recent obligations of his family to that 
Prince, he took arms againſt King Henry I. in conjunction 
with 'other malecontents in Normandy, Yet, not long after, 


the King employing Radulfus Rufus h, (who had married this 


Robert's ſiſter,) to negotiate with him, ſucceeded fo well,

From that time forward till his death (which, as Orderi-

This William * Gouel de Perceval, ſurnamed alſo Zupellus, - 
or the little Wolf, 2d fon of Aſcelin, thus coming to the eſtate, 
is in an ancient manuſcript of Camden ſtiled Earl of Very i 
though not ſo called in the hiſtories of that time; but he was 
lord of Yvery in Normandy, and of Kary, Heſton, Statuell, 
&c, in England; and no ſooner had obtained poſſeſſion of his 
Inheritance, than he alſo engaged in rebellion againft the King: 
for Waleran, Earl of Mellent and Leiceſter, ungratefully me- 
dttating miſchief to his King and foſter-father, and ambitious 
to eſſay the power of his arms, as yet untried, in order to 
ſtrengthen himſelf for that his undertaking, gave three of his 
liſters to the three moſt powerful perſons in caſtles, men, and 
money, then in Normandy, viz. to this William Gouel- de 
Perceval, Hugh de Novo Caſtelle, ſon of Gervaſe, and Hugh 
de Montfort; who, together with William de Rolmara, Bald- 
ric de Braio, and Pagan de Guiſortis, conſpired againſt King 
Henry I. in the 22d of that reign, 1123. And having thus 
planned his treaſon, in the Eaſter following, in the night of 
the Annunciation of the bleſſed Virgin, 1123, he ſummoned 
the ſaid William Gouel de Perceval, and his other brothers 
in-Jaw, to garriſon his tower of Gateville ; after which they

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In the next year, 1124, the ſaid Earl of Mellent, with his 
aſſociates, venturing to take the field againſt King Henry, 
was by him defeated ® at the battle of Turold, and there 
taken priſoner, with his brothers, Hugh de Novo Caſtello, 
and Hugh de Montfort, aforeſaid; but this William being 
likewiſe taken priſoner in his flight by a peaſant, he bribed 


him with his arms n to ſuffer him to eſcape; and being o ſhaved 


by him in manner of an Eſquire, and carrying a ſtaff in 
his hand, reached the banks of the Seine, unknown in that 
diſguiſe, where he was obliged to give his ſhoes to the boat- 
man for his paſſage over that river, and ſo to return barefoot 


home. Yet, notwithſtanding this defeat of his party, he ftill 


maintained bis ground, and continued his rebellious courſes 
with Almeric de Montfort and others, till, in the latter end 
of that year, he found means to make his peace with the

This William appears to have paſſed more of his time in 
England than either his grandfather or father, and may be 
therefore. more probably ſuppoſed to have been the founder 
of, or at leaſt to have completed the caſtle of Kary, in the 


county of Somerſet, the head of his barony in England; the 


veſtiges of, which caſtle may be ſtill traced upon the brow of 


the hill hanging over that town, and conſiſted, according to 


the firſt conſtruction of the Normans (like Windſor, Marl-

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vice, and finding King Stephen much embarraſſed, in the 
liege of Briftol, iſſued from their caſtles (which both lay not 
many miles diftant in the county of Somerſet) ravaging the 
adjacent country, and carrying away all the proviſions and 
neceſſaries for the King's army in thoſe parts; whereupon 
the King, raiſing the ſiege, advanced againſt the caſtle of 
Kary, which, after a long battery of his engines, he reduced 
by famine, but on terms to reſtore it to the ſaid William, 
upon aſſurance of a future quiet conduct; after which he be- 
came maſter alſo of the caſtle of, Harpetree partly by ſurpriſe, 
and partly by aſſault. :

In the 17th of the ſame reign, 1152, he was again in arms, 
with his brother Roger Balbus , againſt Simon, Earl of 
Evreux, in Normandy, who had made incurſions, and com- 
mitted great ravage on his lands in that province. 
But not long after, in the ſame year, the Barons aſſociating 
again with more animoſity than ever againſt King Stephen, 
in favour of the Empreſs Maud, this William returned to 
England, and again ſtrongly garriſoned his caſtle of Kary * ; 
and in the beginning of the year 1153 (the laſt of Stephen) 
Henry de Tracy, Lord of Barnſtaple in the county of Devon, 
a ſtout adherent of the King *, having been victorious over 
William de Moion at Dunſter, advanced farther into the 
county of Somerſet, and beſieged this William in his caſtle, 
which was ſoon relieved by Robert Conſul, Earl of Glou- 
ceſter, who came with a powerful army, demoliſhed the 
works raiſed againſt it by the ſaid Tracy, and forced him to

How long after this he ſurvived, is not exactly aſcertained, 
but undoubtedly not many years, his ſons appearing by re- 
cord to have been poſſeſſed of his lands in the 5th or 6th of 
Henry II.

Moilliam, the 4th ſon of William Gouel de Perceval (who 
alſo aſſumed the name of Luuel) obtained for his inheritance 
the manor of Tichmarch in the county of Northampton (one 
of thoſe granted to his grandfather Aſcelin at the Conqueſt) 
and was Lord alſo of h Minſter-Lodel in the county of Oxford; 
but died before the 8th of Richard I. 1197, leaving by Maud,

this William Luvel, there called William Luvel de Youery, had 
conferred upon that place.

And in the 18th 
of Richard II. attending ® him into Ireland, ſo far inſinuated 
himſelf into his eſteem, that in the 22d of his reign he was 
again employed v on his ſervice in that realm.

in his wars of France; and before the end of that year to 
ſerve f him in his fleet at ſea with two men at arms (himſelf 
accounted) and 4 archers. Moreover, in the 9th of Henry V. 
be was s again in thoſe wars of France; and in the 1ſt of Hen- 
ry VI. doing homage, had livery b of the lands of his inhe- 
ritance by deſcent, both from John, Lord Lovel, his father, 
and Maud, the daughter and heir of Robert de Holland, his 
grandmother ; being * 24 years of age, and in the 2d of Hen- 
ry VI. having married * Alice, one of the daughters of John, 
Lord Deincourt, ſiſter and coheir to William, Lord Dein- 
court (widow of Ralf! Boteler, Lord Sudley) performing his 
fealty, had livery ® of the lands of that inheritance ; which 
John, Lord Deincourt, her father, married Joan, the daugh- 
ter and heir of Robert, Lord Gray of Rotherfield, ſon of Bar- 
tholomew, Lord Grey, ſon of John, Lord Grey, by his wife, 
Catharine, daughter and coheir of Briant, Lord Fitzalan of 
Bedal. In the 6th of Henry VI. he was alſo retained by in- 
denture to ſerve the King in his wars of France, with 29 men 
of arms, and 80 archers; and in the 29th of Henry VI. pro-

Duke of York (afterwards King Edward IV) when this John, 


Lord Lovel, accompanied by the Lord Scales and Hunger- 
ford, entered London, in hopes to retain the citizens in their 
duty to King Henry, but failing therein, were obliged to fly 
to the Tower for refuge; ſoon after which the Vorkiſts pre- 
wailing every-where to the fatal ruin of King Henry, and 
Moſt of his friends, we. find nothing farther memorable of 
this Lord, till his death, which happened on the gth of 
January, in the 4th of Edward IV. He married Joan, lifter 
d and heir of William, Viſcount Beaumont, and left by her, 
Francis, an only ſon, his heir; and two daughters, Joan, who 
became the wife of Sir Brian Stapleton, Knt. and Frideſwide, 
the wife of Sir Edward Norris, neither of whom could inherit 
any. thing, by reaſon of the attainder of their brother, ſome 
years after. e 
 - Francis, Lord Lovel and Holland, Burnel, Deincourt, Gray of 
Rotherfield, and Fitzalan of Bedal, aforementioned, was but 
9 years old at the death of his father; and notwithſtanding 
the attachment of his father to the houſe of Lancaſter, grew 
up into great favour with the houſe of Tort; and in the 
22d of Edward IV. being then 27 years of age, went © with 
Richard, Duke of York (that King's brother, and afterwards 
King, by the name of Richard III.) then appointed Lieute- 
nant-general “ of the Engliſh army, into Scotland; and before 
the end of that year, on the 4th of January, was created 
* Viſcount Lovel, and elected a Knight of the Garter. More- 
over, being a great friend and favourer of King Richard III. 
Was advanced f by him to be Lord Chamberiain of the Houſe- 
hold, ® Conſtable of the caſtle of ns 00% and alſo of 
the h honour of St. Waleries (antiently the barony of this fa- 
mily at the conqueſt, and then known by the name of the 
Barony of Yoery), as likewiſe i Chief Butler of England, 
which office the Barons of Yoery of this family had alſo an- 
tiently enjoyed. And having thus twiſted intereſt with this 
King, adventured himſelf in battle for him at Boſworth- 
Field, againſt Henry, Duke of Richmond, who by the ſuc- 
ceſs of that day, obtained the crown, by the title of King 
Henry VII. In which battle King Richard being flain, and

for ſome months) from thence into n Flanders, to Margaret, 


Dutcheſs of Burgundy (ſiſter to the late King Edward IV.) 
Not long after which he was ſent by that Princeſs into Ire- 


land, with *2000 ſtout ſoldiers, under the conduct of Martin 


Swart, an eminent German. commander, on behalf of Lam- 


bert Simnel (the counterfeit Duke of York.) From whence 


he came over into England with John de Pole, Earl of 


Lincoln, and all the power of that party, in hopes to de- 


throne the King; but being defeated in the v battle of Stoke, 


near Newark upon Trent, on the 10th of June, in the 3d of 


Henry VII. underwent the fate of all the chief leaders in that 
cauſe, having periſhed either in that fight, or ſoon after. 


Whereupon King Henry aſpiring after his great inheritance, 


attamted' this Lord, and confiſcated his whole gſtate, inferior 
at that time to few or none in this kingdom, He died with- 
out iſſue, and all his titles, viz. that of Viſcount Lovel, with 
thoſe antient baronies of Lovel,, Holland, Burnell, - Dein- 


court, Gray of Rotherfield, and Fitzalan of Bedal, became 


forfeited to the crown, and remained æxtinguiſped, till his pre- 
ſent Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to revive! thoſe of Lovel 
and Halland, in the perſon: of John, now Karl E Egmont, in 
confideration of the conſanguinity of the faid Earl, and his 
deſcent both by the male and female line therefrom,  _ 
Notwithſtanding which fatal blow, the male line of this 
branch of this noble family was ſtill continued by Milliam, 
Lord Lovdl' of Morley, uncle to Francis, Viſcount Lovel, 
laſt mentioned, viz. ſecond fon of William, Lord Lovel and 
Holland (by Alice, daughter and heir of John, Lord Dein- 
court) who obtained of his father's inheritance the 4 manors 
of Erdeſcote, Brideſmith, and Uppaden-Lovel, in the county of 
Wilts. He married * Alianore, the daughter and ſole heir 
of Robert, Lord Morley, who died in the 21ſt of Henry VI.

uncle; but the effect of that ſettlement, which brought this 
family ſo near to the ſucceſſion of the crown, was deſtroyed 
by that revolution which eſtabliſhed Henry VII. upon the 
throne. All that we ſhall add of this Lady is, that ſhe ſur- 
vived her huſband many years, and though a woman of more 
than common beauty, reſiſted all temptations to a ſecond 
marriage, leading a moſt exemplary life of virtue in the ſtate 
of widowhood till her death, which happened in the 52d year 
of her age, in the year - She lies buried in the church 
of Halingbury-Morley, in Eſſex, where her nephew Henry 
Parker, Lord Morley, of whom we ſhall hereafter come to

Which Alice, in the 
4th of Henry VII. thus ſucceeding to her brother, brought 
her title to the baronies * of Morley, Marſhall, Hengham, and 
Rhie (which had fortunately eſcaped thoſe attainders that 
had extinguiſhed ſo many others of this family) together with 
that of the hereditary office of Lord Marſhal of Ireland, to 
her huſband y, Sir William Parker, Kut. Lord Morley, in 
her right; which ſaid Sir William Parker married this lady 


before the year 1475, the 15th of Edward IV. with whom, 
and with Richard, Duke of Glouceſter, his brother, he was 


in great favour ; the latter of whom, in the 22d of Edward IV. 
he attended to the wars of Scotland, and having entered Edin- 
burgh with him, was, for his valour and conduct in that 
expedition there, knighted by him on St. James's eve in that 
year. And the ſaid Duke of Glouceſter having ſoon after 
attained the crown, which he bore under the title of Ri- 
chard III. was made a Privy Counſellor, and Standard-bearer 


to that Prince; but upon the acceſſion of King Henry VII. 


he fell into utter diſgrace, inſomuch that he was neither ſum- 
moned to parliament, nor ſuffered to aſſume the office of 
Marſhal of Ireland, but lay impriſoned in the Tower during 


that whole reign, and until the 2d of Henry VIII. 1510, in 5 
which year he died by violent means, as his epitaph in the 


church of Halingbury (ſubjoined) declares .

2a ſtanding cup with a cover, gilt, that was gotten by her an- 
ceſtors, and all the ornaments of her chapel, with other par- 
cels of plate; alſo various other legacies to her two daugh- 
ters, Jane and Alice Parker, and to Sir Thomas Lovel, 
Knight of the Garter, then "Treaſurer with the King's Grace, 
&c.—Moſft probably, in purſuance of this her will, ſhe was 
at firſt interred in the church of Hyngham, before- mentioned; 
but Henry Parker, Lord Morley, her fon, -piouſly deſiring 
to tranſmit the memory of his Noble anceſtors to future ages, 
erected a marble monument in the church of Halingbury- 
Morley, which, as his own epitaph recites, he deſigned for 
the common place of burial of his family, and cauſed the 
bones of his grandmother, of his father and mother, and of 
his wife, to be there entombed ; at which time, doubtleſs, 
he removed the body of this Alice Lovel to the ſaid church of

Of this Alice Lovel, Lady Morley, and Sir William Parker, 
her huſband, the direct and lineal deſcendant, and the ole 
heir-male, was the late Sir Philip Parker d Morley Long, Bart.

it down to his deſcendants, and is lineal anveſtr of the pre- 


ſent Earl, What portion of his father's inheritance came to 
his ſhare, is not farther known, than that he received lands 


in Stawel, in the county of Somerſet, parcel of the lands 


given to his grandfather Aſcelin at the Conquelt ; for there is 


extant a record in the Cotton library, wherein he granted to 


the monks of 'Fhame ©, by the name of Richard de Perceval, 


the ſon of William Luvel, in pure and perpetual alms, one 


furlong of land in Stawell, and two plough lands and two 


tofts in the ſame town, which belonged formerly to Aſcelin 


de Yvery, his grandfather, by the gift of William the Baſ- 
tard. He granted likewiſe, at the ſame time, the plough 
lands of Bedecombe, which he the ſaid Richard had received 


from William de Moion 4, in marriage with his daughter; 


to which deed aſſented Robert Hamelin, and Richard his 
ſons. | 
In the 7th of Henry II. 1161, he was charged for his lands 
in the county of Somerſet, upon the ſcutage levied for the 
expedition to Tholouſe, at the rate of two marks for each 
knight's fee; as likewiſe, in the 13th of Henry II. 1168, 


upon the aid levied for the marria age of Maud, the King's el-

deſt daughter, to Henry, Duke of Saxony; arid being nearly 
related to Richard'de Clare, Ear] of Striguil, ſurnamed Strong- 
| bow (whoſe mother was Elisabeth, daughter of Robert, Earl 

of Mellent, and ſiſter to the mother of this Richard) ac- 
companied him in his Iriſh expedition, Upon the ſcutage of 
Wales in the following reign, viz. the 2d of Richard I. 1189, 
he was aſleſſed again; after which, in the year 1191, the 2d 
of that rei = he was abroad with King Richard I. in the Holy 
Land, an 
who wrote a particular account of that expedition, relates 
a principal commander in the Engliſh army there; but being

Robert, the eldeſt, ſeems to have ſucceeded his father be- 


fore the 3d of John, 1202; for in the pipe-roll of that year 


he as charged to the King fifteen marks for the ſeizin of the 
Jands of Bodecombe, which he held of William de Moion, 
and then paid ten marks thereof into the King's Exchequer.

without iſſue the ſame year, his brother Rebert became the 


3d Baron, and was a man of great conſideration in the county 
of Meath, in which he was ſeated near Portleſter, and is 
preſumed to have built-the caſtle of Norrach there.

1281, ſucceeded, upon the i death of Sir Jahn Breteche, his 
wite's father, to the large eſtate of that family, viz. the 
manors of Carhampton, Thrubwell, alias Trobbeville, and ano- 


ther half Knight's fee in Bodecombe, &c. in the county of 


Somerſet, (his wife being then 16 years of age,) and doing his 


homage, had livery of the lands of her inheritance in the ſame 
year, In the 18th of the ſame reign, 1290, at the Parlia- 


ment then held after the feaſt of St. Michael, he petitioned 
the King for remiſſion of the fine which had been laid upon 
him, for having taken certain ſums of money of Walter Par- 


ſon of Mulſo, who had fled upon an indictment of murder; 
the ſaid Roger pretending that his goods and chattels were 


forfeited to him, whereas in truth they were eſcheated to the 


crown. In the 24th of Edward I. 1295, he was ſummoned 


among the Barons to the great council or parliament, held at 
Newcaſtle, previous to the wars of Scotland, againſt John 
Baliol, whom King Edward had promoted to that throne, 
and who had entered into an alliance againſt him with the 
French King. The next year, 1296, he had another ſum- 


mons to attend the King at London, upon the Sunday after 


the octave of St. John the Baptiſt, well provided with horſe 
and arms, in order to aſſiſt Guy Earl of Flanders, at that 
time invaded by Philip King of France. This Lord Roger 
Perceval is ſaid to have been ſlain at the battle of Bannacł- 
burn in Scotland; but it is certain, by record, that he died 
between the years 1310 and 1314 *, the 3d or 7th of Ed- 
ward II. .

quired to his family the manor, town, and borough of Over- 
were, (which formerly ſent two members to parliament) as 
alſo the manors of Nail/ay, Alwarton, Batilburgh, &c. and a great 
eſtate beſides in North-Pederten, Pederhinz, Marſh, Chilton, 
Membdon, Dunſter, &c. in the ſaid county of Somerſet, with 
a right to the blood and arms of all thoſe noble houſes, 
Whoſe heireſſes have been above deduced. —T his David Perce- 
val died on the 5th of December, 1524, the 25th of Henry VIII. 
leaving a daughter, named Blaſſe, and three ſons, James and 
George (who were twins) and Thomas (which Thomas the 
youngelſt had a wife named Catherine, and left a ſon alſo named 
Thomas, of whoſe deſcent we know nothing farther.) 
James Perceval, the eldeſt ſon of David, was born upon 
St. Andrew's day, viz. the 3oth of November, 1532, and 


ſucceeded his father when he was little more than F two years 
old. Six years after, upon the death of his uncle “ John 


Bythemore, (the 8th of September, 1540) he was found heir 
to the greateſt part of the eſtate of that houſe, But he i died 
| himſelf without iſſue, upon the 29th of March, 1548, being 
then but ſeventeen years of age. 
To him ſucceeded *: George, his twin brother, Lord of 
Tykenham, Rolleflon, Overwere, Sydenbam, Netherwere, Batel- 
borow, Nailſay, Moreland, Wely, &c. and other large poſſeſ- 
lions, in Nembdon, Hurcot, Litileton, Kingſdon, Dunſter, Mithi- 
combe, Chilton, Hutchyn, Blontſſand, Webhouſe, Erneſham, Storkeſ- 
lond, Rydon, and Culwere; with 500 Acres of Meadow and 
paſture in North-Pederton and Hamnie, near Bridgwater, and 
divers lands and Burgage-houſes in the ſaid borough of Bridg- 


d water, who the next year was married to! Elizabeth, daughter 


to Sir Edward Bamfylde, of Poltimore, in the county of Devon. 
His great uncle ® John Bythemore, dying on the 8th of De- 
cember, 1551, he then ſucceeded to the whole inheritance of 
that family. And on the feaſt of St. Andrew, 1553, having 
attained his full age, had livery of his lands, which amounted 
to 20001. a year, one of the largeſt eſtates at that time in 
the weſtern parts of England. He died in or about the year. 
1599, and had iſſue three ſons, Richard, Bamfyld, and Tho-

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mas (of whom the two laſt died young) and a daughter, Eli- 
zabeth, married to Richard Gilbert, Eſq. A : 
Richard Perceval, (fourth of that name) Lord of Syden- 
ham, Tykenham, Rolleflon, &c. born in 1551, was eldeſt ſon 
of George; he was a man of extraordinary parts and im- 


provement, but guilty of great extravagance in the begin- 


ning of his life; and marrying Joan, the ſeventh daughter of 


Henry Younge, Eſq; ſecond brother of the houſe of Buckhorg-= 
Felon, in the county of Dorſet, againſt the approbation of 


his father , ſo angered him thereby, that for many years he 


would neither ſee him, nor contribute to his ſupport. This 
ſeverity engaged many of his relations on his ſide, particu- 


Jarly Roger Cave of Stamford, Eſq; at whoſe houſe he paſſed 


much of his time, and there made acquaintance with the 
Lord Burleigh, (who had married his ſiſter) which was af- 
terwards of much ſervice to him : for that Lord with great 
friendſhip taking him under his own care, and, obſerving his 
ability, employed him in many ſecret tranſactions of ſtate. 
About which time, the Spaniards making vaſt preparations 
for the great Armada, with which two Years after they in- 
vaded England ; and an Engliſh ſhip chafing a Spaniſh veſ- 
ſel charged with letters from the Low- Countries, which were 
paderſtood by informations from abroad to contain the Secret, 
the Spaniſh commander, finding himſelf in danger, caſt his 


| omen into the ſea, which, being happily taken up by the 


Engliſh, were brought before the council: the contents 
whereof being wrote in ? cypher, and not intelligible to any 
of that board, were thereupon entruſted by the Queen herſelf 


to this * Richard, who returned them the next day, at the 


fame hour, decyphered, tranſlated, and fair! y tranſcribed, into 


the Queen's own hands. 


It was thus that this government obtained the firſt certain 
light into the deſigns 4 of Spain, the importance of which diſ- 
covery was ſuch, and the ſervice of the perſon employed there- 
in, ſo grateful to the Queen, that ſhe aſſigned him a penſion of 


800 Marks per ann. Some time after which he obtained an 


employment in the dutchy court of Lancaſter worth 400 1. per 
ann. and * Sir Robert Cecil, (afterwards Earl of Saliſbury, ſon 
to the Lord Burleigh) then Secretary of State, being made 
Mafter of the Yards, this Richard was appointed by him 
Secretary to that court; an office of much credit, and great

In the latter end of the ſame reign, he was ſent into Ire- 
land, to ſee if the Court of Wards could be extended farther

Upon the acceſſion of King James I. in the firſt + parliament 
of that reign, (which by reaſon of the plague did not meet 
till March 19th, 1603,) he was elected to ſerve for the bo- 
rough of Richmond, in the county of York, which place he 
repreſented many years, and made a conſiderable figure in the 
affairs of trade, revenue, and other matters of public concern, 
particularly in the great buſineſs of the union with Scotland, 
m_ was long attempted by the King, though without ſuc-

In the beginning of the ſame reign he obtained a grant 
from the crown, (jointly with Edmund Duffield, Eſq;) of the 
lands of the diſſolvid monaſtery, founded by Cardinal Wolfey, 
at pfwich, in com. Suffolk, and was alſo made Remembrancer 
of the Court of Wards. F |

In 1609 Sir William Fleetwood, Receiver-General of that 
court, being deficient in the balance of his accounts, that of- 
fice was put into commiſſion, and this Richard Perceval ap- 
art Firſt Commiſſioner, with a grant of the whole pro- 
s of that place, paying only thereout 100 marks yearly to 
each of the other two who were joined therein, After this 
he paſſed a patent for the office of Auditor General of the Court 
of Wards in reverſion, beſides which he obtained many ward- 
: _ cuſtodiums, and leaſes of eſtates in ward, to a great

But in 1612, the Earl of Saliſbury dying, and being ſuc- 
ceeded as Maſter of the Wards by William Lord Knollys, 
he was diſmiſſed from all his * employments in that court, and 
fo continued for ſome years; till the project of a new ſettle- 
ment of the wards in Ireland being again revived, and an of- 
| ficer of experience wanted, he was made Regi/ter of that court 
there; and going over to that kingdom on November 16th, 
1616, paſſed patent alſo for the ſaid office, with a fee of 
IO0O * marks per annum.

Thus introduced, and judiciouſly obſerving the improve- 
ments already made in Ireland , after the peace, and fore-

Walter, his eldeſt ſurviving ſon, ſucceeded, and on the 
12th of March, 1621, the Lords of the Council at Whitehall

Perceval, Eſq; then lately deceaſed, (of which moſt honou- 
rable mention is made in that record) that he would be gra- 
ciouſly pleaſed to confer upon the ſaid Walter, and Philip 
Perceval, his brother, ſons to the ſaid Richard, the rever- 
ſion of their father's office of Rægiſter of the Court of Wards, 
which they accordingly obtained. But Walter dying ſoon af- 
ter in 1624, without iſſue, in the 22d year of his age, :

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a vaſt value, being poſſeſſed, when the great rebellion com- 
menced in Ireland (excluſive of his Engliſh eſtate) of 78 knights 


fees and one half, making 101,000 ſtatute acres, all leaſed 


either for years or lives; the reſerved rents whereof amounted 


to 40001. per ann. beſides the royalties, caſualties and fines ; 
and a ſtock in woods, houſes, &c. valued at 60,0001. toge- 
ther with employments for life of the value of 54001. per 
ann. beſides others which he held upon a more uncertain te- 


nure, of greater income. The profits of all which, with his 


whole perſonal eftate, he loſt in theſe troubles, together with 
the greateſt part of his rents during that whole time; inſo- 
much, that in a ſchedule annexed to the petition of Sir John 


Perceval, his ſon, after the reſtoration, defiringzavour from 
King Charles II. in ſettling the taxes and quit-rents upon his 
eſtate, the loſſes of this family, between the years 1641 and 
| 1660, are ſet down minutely in particular items, article by 


article, amounting to the ſum of two hundred and forty- 
eight thouſand and four pounds nine ſhillings and one penny. 

In the ſummer of 1641, having a ſtrong preſage of thoſe 
evils then impending over both kingdoms, he laboured with 
great earneſtneſs to make as ſpeedy and ſecure ſettlement of his 


_ . affairs, as the ſhortneſs of time could admit, providing a great 
number of arms and horſes ; which precaution (the rebellion 


breaking out in Ireland on the 23d of October following) were 


of great ſervice to that ſtate. 


He was then in Dublin, and contributed in no ſmall degree 


to confirm the ſpirits of the Lords Juſtices on their firſt ſur- 


rize; but finding the government remiſs in the care of 
Munſter, where much of his fortune lay, he applied the 
greateſt part of his revenues in that county to defend the * ſtate; 
repaired and fortified his caſtles of Liſcarrol, Annagh, WWellheſ- 
town, Ballinliny, Ballinguile, Templeconml, Bregoge, and Balline-

grab, all ſituate on or near the courſe of the river Obeg, and 


upon the borders of a large moraſs, extending many miles be- 

and 
forming a ſtrong barrier on the frontiers of the county of Cork, 
which were much expoſed to the attempts of the rebels, being 
a conſtant ſeat of that ? war. Theſe, with the 4 caſtles of 
Loghort, * Dundeady, and others, he garriſoned and maintained; 
two of which, viz. Liſcarrol and Annagh, were of ſuch im- 
portance, that the former ſuſtained a ſiege of 30 days, againſt 
a regular army of 7000 foot, and 500 horſe, under the com- 
mand of the Lord Muſkerry and General Barry, well pro- 
vided with artillery, and did not ſurrender till Sept. 2, 16423 


< 
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which gave time to Lord Inchiquin to come up with the Eng- 
liſh forces, the very next day, when the two armies engaged 
under the walls of that caſtle, and the Iriſh received a me- 


morable defeat ; and the latter (by its natural ſituation deemed 
impregnable) reſiſted an army of 5000 men for ſeveral days, 


who, after lofing 300 of their beſt troops, took it at laſt by 


treachery, on Feb. 12, 1646; in which year Sir Philip loſt all 
bis ſtrongholds, and above half his eſtate in Munſter. By 
maintaining theſe garriſons, and by this generous conduct, he 
became a principal means of that kingdom's preſervation ; for 
when the confederate Catholics of the counties of Kilkenny 
and Tipperary firſt aſſembled, under the command of the 
Lords Mountgarret, Ikerin, Dunboyne, Brittas, and * Caſtle- 
connel, and advanced into the county of Cork (in the begin- 
ning of the year 1642) with a formidable army, as far as the 


mountains of Ballyhowra, being there obſtructed by the diffi- 


culties they met with from his garriſons, and afterwards by 
their own diviſions, their meaſures were — broken, and 
the army diſperſed, without then making any further attempt 


in that county ; which early check was of the utmoſt im- 


portance ; for, without it, as the Engliſh were not at that 
time in a condition to form an army in thoſe parts, the pro- 
vince of Munſter had probably been loft, and, if ſo, the king- 
dom muſt have fallen into the hands of the Iriſh, who were 
already fo far maſters of the reſt. | | 

During the firſt part of that winter, 1641-2, Sir Philip re- 
mained in Dublin, chiefly conſulted how to ſtem the torrent of 
the rebellion ; and that * city ſwarming with multitudes of de- 
ſpoiled Proteftants, who flocked thither for ſhelter, he gene- 


rouſly protected and maintained 300 of them for a year, taking 


care to provide for them during his abſence, when the public 
affairs called him to England in December or January that 


year, to haſten the ſupplies from the parliament, which came 


over in very ſmall proportions; in the execution of which 
charge he employed near three months, with ſuch diligence, 
that he procured a conſiderable ſupply to be ſent into Munſter, 
which enabled the Engliſh, under Lord Inchiquin, to take the 


field on the latter end of the year 1642, and to defeat the ene- 


my at the battle of Liſcarrol, beforementioned. | 
| On the " 23d of March, 1641-2, he was appointed Com- 

 mifſary-General of the army, by a vote of the Engliſh Houſe 
of Commons, and his ſalary ſettled, with allowance for clerks 
at 31. 78. 6d. a day; and receiving his inſtructions from the 


Earl of Leiceſter, L. L. he arrived in Ireland on the zoth of

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April, 1642, when he was alſo appointed Providore- General 
of the Horſe, with an additional ſalary ; and having the com- 
mand of a company of firelocks given him by the Far of Or- 
mond, L. General, and annexed to his office, he armed and 
ſupplied them at a great expence, when the ſtate had no money 
to pay them; in all which different employments he exerted . 
himſelf with great ability, integrity and zeal for the public 
ſervice, expending for proviſions only for the army above 
» 18,000 l. of his own money, which (notwithſtanding his 
accounts were regularly paſſed and allowed, and though all 
the officers of the army in Ireland, 1645, certified to the par- 
liament, That he was the only inſtrument, under heaven, of 
their preſervation) was never * repaid to him or his family. 
In 1643, having done every thing in his power to prevent it,. 
by furniſhing great ſupplies at his own expence, and by as 
much oppoſition as he could give to it in council, he was 
compelled to give way to the cef/ation then concluded with 
the Iriſh ; for which, as contrary to the poſitive reſolution of 
both Houſes at Weſtminſter, he underwent much. trouble 
afterwards, being a handle taken againſt him by the army- 
faction. | 1 '; 162 A657 
: In 1644, he was called over, and appointed by his Majeſty's 
command, a Commiſſioner at the treaty to be held between 
the King at Oxford, and the deputies of the Iriſh confederates, 
who were then endeavouring to obtain, by a projected peace, 
unreaſonable graces and favours; and repairing thither, the 
Lord Ormond (in his preparatory. letter, relative to theſe af- 
fairs Y, dated the 8th of March, 1643, to the Lord Digby, 
Secretary of State) refers him to be inſtructed in all that is 
neceſſary by Sir Philip Perceval, with the following mention 
of him and his ſervices: “ And now that I have mentioned 
« Sir Philip Perceval, I may not paſs him by without a very 
“particular recommendation, as of a man exceedingly know-: 
« ing in all the affairs of this kingdom; that hath been before

At this treaty the Commiſſioners exerted ſo much reaſon

his conduct, clearing him from all reafonable imputation of 
being a favorer of that cauſe, the accuſation was, with great 
honour to him, diſmiſſed, and he maintained his ſeat. 
Soon after this, the army faction finding it time to throw - 
off the maſk, impeached Mr. Hollis, Sir Philip Stapleton, and 
ſeveral other leading members, who obſtructed their meaſures, 
whereupon they withdrew; but a brave remnant of that 
Houſe, not intimidated by theſe violent meaſures, perſevered 
in giving ſuch obſtructions to their deſigns, that they were 
obliged to advance the army by ſpeedy marches. towards Lon- 
don, to force them to a concurrence. In which time of im- 
minent danger, when. the city of London and the parliament 
expected daily to. be ſacked, Sir Philip Perceval perſevered in 
his honeſt oppoſition, and, ſtanding at the head of the few 
reſolute remaining members, was chairman of thoſe commit 
tees which were appointed to manage the defence of the city 
and parliament; to direct the diſpoſition of the troops, and 
the militia raiſed- for that end, and to draw up thole declara- 
tions, letters, and public papers, which were iſſued: on that 
occaſion. Nor did he quit the cauſe he had undertaken, till 
the army actually poſſeſſed the city, and there was no poſſibility 
of reſiſtance left; but then, juſtly dreading the effect of their 
firſt reſentment, he retired into the country till the September 
following; when hearing that new matters of accuſation were 
prepared againſt him, relating to the exerciſe of his place as 
Commiſſary-General, he returned to demand his trial, which 
was poſtponed, from the inſufficiency of the charge; about 
which time, though ſtanding in theſe perilous circumſtances, 
and that the Independents were then abſolute maſters of the 
parliament, he had the courage to deliver to the Houſe a ſtrong 
remonſtrance from Lord Inchiquin's army, againſt their mea- 
ſures. But this was the laſt public action of his life; for, 
overborne by the increaſing malice of that party, and worn 
out with reflection upon the ſad condition both of the public, 
and of his private affairs, which threatened his total and 
ſpeedy ruin, he died after a few days illneſs, on the 10th of 
November b, 1647, in the 44th year of his age, ſo reſpected, 
notwithſtanding the violence of the faction which ſought his

F(F\HIS noble family is deſcended from the Lords of Ver- 
non, in the duchy of Normandy. Richard de Vernon, 
Lord of Vernon, accompanied the Conqueror in his expedi- 
tion for the reduction of England, and was one of the ſeven 
Barons created by Hugh Lupus, to whom that Prince, his 
uncle, in the 20th year of his reign, granted the county pa- 
latine of Cheſter. It appears from Doomſday- book, that this 
Richard de Vernon, firſt Baron of Shipbroke, held the lands 
and manors of Aſton, Picton, Shipbroke, Crew, Hetune, 
Cocheſhall, Wice, Malatune, Wanetune, Devenham, Dove- 
ſtock, Adeline, Boetbury, and others. He was a benefactor, 
with Hugh Lupus, to the abbey of St. Werburgh, in Cheſter, 
and in temp. Will. II. gave tithes of Eaſton and Picton, to 
that abbey. He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon and heir, 
Hugh de Vernon, ſecond Baron, living in 1119, who was 
alſo Lord of Northwyk, and with Richard, Earl of Cheſter, 
likewiſe a great benefactor to the abbey of St. Werburgh. 
He married daughter and heir. of Reginald de Baillöt, 
Lord of Erdewick and Helgrave; by whom he had iſſue, inter 
alia, Warine de Vernon, third Baron of Shipbroke, living 
temp. Hen. III. whoſe eldeſt fon, Richard de Vernon, in 37
